Exemption  of  Midwives  from  Jury  Service 

The  following  letter,  signed  "  M.  B.  Simpson,"  has 
been  issued  to  under-sheriffs  throughout  the  country  from 
the  Home  Oftioe  : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  say  that 
his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  difficulty  caused 
to  midwives  in  following  their  calling  by  their  liability 
to  jury  service.  It  is  obvious  that  when  their  profes- 
sional services  are  required  they  are  required  urgently, 
and  often  at  very  short  notice.  Mr.  Henderson  has  no 
doubt  that  midwives  are  in  fact  readily  excused  from 
service  as  jurors  whenever  their  attendance  at  a  con- 
finement is  a  matter  of  pressing  urgency,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  exempting  them  altogether  from  liability  will 
he  considered  as  soon  as  a  suitable  opportunity  for  legis- 
lation on  the  subject  presents  itself ;  but  in  the  mean- 
time he  would  suggest  that  trouble  and  correspondence 
will  be  saved  if,  when  any  woman  who  is  liable  to  jury 
service  supplies  you  with  evidence  (1)  that  she  is  a 
certified  midwife,  and  (2)  has  given  notice  to  the  local 
supervising  authority  (i.e.,  the  county  or  county  borough 
council)  of  her  intention  to  practise  as  such,  you  should 
affix  a  mark  to  her  name  in  the  jurors'  book  so  as  to 
prevent  a  summons  being  sent  to  her.  It  seems  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  that  the  nature  of  the  work  done 
by  certified  midwives  gives  them  a  claim  for  special  con- 
sideration higher  than  that  of  any  other  section  of  the 
community  not  already  exempted  by  .law  from  liability 
to  jury  service. 

Inquests 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Oshournby,  on  June  14,  on 
the  body  of  Amos  Atter,  labourer.  The  widow  said  her 
husband  was  told  to  drill  dry  arsenic  in  with  the  wheat 
two  years  ago  at  Walton  Fen.  He  was  not  cautioned, 
and  had  no  idea  that  arsenic  was  a  poison.  His  sufferings 
were  terrible.  The  jury  found  that  Atter  died  from 
arsenical  poisoning  contracted  at  work,  and  condemned 
the  practice  of  using  arsenic  in  that  manner. 

An  inquiry  was  ooened  by  the  Central  London  coroner, 
on  June  13,  concerning  the  death,  of  Minnie  Marcus, 
Southampton  Row,  W.C.,  widow  of  a  jeweller.  Mr. 
D.  C.  Jones,  chemist,  Southampton  Row,  stated  that 
on  May  28  Mrs.  Marcus  purchased  from  him  a  tube 
containing  twelve  tablets  of  Dial.  He  warned  her,  and 
she  replied  that  she  knew  the  dose,  adding  that  she 
was  not  yet  tired  of  life.  She  signed  the  poison-book. 
A  medical  witness  said  that  10  gr.  of  Dial  was  a  fatal 
dose.  Death  was  due  to  pneumonia,  following  the  taking 
of  a  narcotic.

Whit-week  has  been  observed  in  Manchester,  as  usual, 
as  a  holiday  week.  In  many  districts  chemists  open 
only  until  midday  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  with  whole-day  opening  on  the  other  two 
days.  The  supply  of  medicines  is  provided  for  by  a 
rota  system. 

At  Manchester  City  Police  Court,  on  June  11,  Edith 
Annie  Proctor  (35),  Chatham  Street,  was  charged  with 
being  in  unlawful  possession  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs, 
and  with  having  unlawfully  procured  quantities  of  similar 
drugs  by  means  of  forged  orders.  A  detective-inspector 
stated  that  when  he  and  another  officer  showed  the 
defendant  a  number  of  orders  purporting  to  have  been 
signed  "  F.  Proctor,  M.R.C.V.S.,"  each  for  "half  a 
gross  of  morphine  hydrochloride  1-gr.  tabets  for  veter- 
inary purposes,"  she  said  that  she  wished  to  take  full 
responsibility,  and  that  her  brother  knew  nothing  about 
the  matter.  During  the  last  twelve  months  the  defendant 
had  obtained  6,384  gr.  of  morphine.  The  defendant  said 
that  the  chemist  who  supplied  the  drugs  had  not  the 
remotest  idea  what  they  were  being  used  for.  She  began 
the  drug  habit  when  she  was  a  nurse,  and  found  she 
could  not  stop  it.  She  was  willing  to  do  anything  now 
if  she  could  be  cured.  Her  family  had  no  idea  that  she 
had  been  taking  drugs.  The  magistrates  remanded  the 
defendant  in  custody  for  a  week,  and  it  was  intimated 
that  the  Court  would  listen  sympathetically  to  any 
proposal  from  the  family  to  place  her  under  medical  care. 
On  June  18  the  accused  was  bound  over,  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  she  remained  at  a  nursing  home  till  cured. 

Sheffield

Breach  of  Shops  Act.— At  Southport,  on  June  10,  Mr. 
Harold  Greenwood,  chemist  and  druggist,  Eastbank 
Street,  was  fined  £1  for  selling  a  tooth-brush  and  soap 
after  8  p.m. 

Shopping  carnival.— At  the  Llandudno  Junction  shop- 
ping carnival  held  recently,  Mr.  E.  Harrison,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  awarded  the  first  prize  in  the  window- 
dressing  competition  (Section  B). 

Poisoning — A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  during  temporary 
insanity  "  was  given  at  an  inquest  held  by  the  East 
Surrey  coroner,  on  June  18,  on  the  body  of  Alexandra 
M.  Stringer,  a  vocalist,  who  was  found  to  have  com- 
mitted suicide  by  taking  a  corrosive  poison,  probably 
salt  of  lemon. 

Unlawful  possession  case. — At  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  June  13,  A.  Wong,  described 
as  a  cook,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  for 
being  in  possession  of  cocaine  without  authority.  A  tube 
found  on  the  accused  was  stated  to  contain  about  15  gr. 
of  cocaine  hydrochloride. 

Education  week  in  Leicester. — A  decided  success 
attended  the  education  week  .recently  held  in  Leicester. 
Exhibits  of  work  done  in  the .  various  schools  were 
arranged  in  the  Junior  Training  Hall,  the  chemistry, 
physics  and  pharmacy  departments  being  well  represented 
in  the  technical  section.  Specimens  of  pharmaceutical 
products  made  by  the  students  and  a  collection  of  interest- 
ing drugs  attracted  much  attention. 

In  the  courts. — At  Dudley  Police  Court,  on  June  13, 
Maurice  Redfern  (35),  of  no  fixed  abode,  was  sentenced 
to  a  month's  imprisonment  in  the  second  division  on  a 
charge  of  embezzling  three  sums  amounting  to  £9  3s.,  the 
moneys  of  his  employers,  Raybould,  Whitehouse  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Reform  Works. — At  Newport, 
Isle  of  Wight,  on  June  14,  Richard  Cardwell  Barron, 
otherwise  Marcus  Beresford  Sanday,  perfume  manufac- 
turer, was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  having  obtained  credit 
for  more  than  £10  without  disclosing  the  fact  that  he  was 
an  undischarged  bankrupt. — At  Guildhall  Police  Court, 
London,  recently,  Nora  S.  Rice,  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  was  fined  20s.,  with  21s.  costs,  on  a  charge  of 
travelling  by  train  with  intent  to  avoid  oayment  of  fare. 
■ — At  Westminster  Police  Court,  recently,  George  H. 
Salmon,  tobacco  blender,  Osbaldeston  Road,  N.,  was 
ordered  to  pay  double  duty  amounting  to  £7  lis.  6d.  on 
smuggled  eau  de  Cologne,  which  was  confiscated. — At 
London  Sessions,  on  June  18,  the  appeal  of  John  Cecil 
Freeman,  chemist,  against  a  conviction  at  Bow  Street 
Police  Court,  with  sentence  of  three  months'  hard  labour, 
on  a  charge  of  being  a  rogue  and  vagabond,  was  dis- 
missed, with  costs.

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Irish  News 

Brevities 

At  a  meeting  of  the  South  Cork  County  Board  of 
Health  a  complaint  was  made  that  the  supnlying  of 
surgical  appliances  required  for  Queenstown  district  had 
been  delayed  by  the  action  of  the  Local  Government 
Department  in  insisting  that  such  articles  should  be 
obtained  from  contractors  selected  by  the  Dail.  It  was 
decided  to  point  out  to  the  L.G.D.  the  advantages  of 
procuring  such  articles  locally,  and  to  refer  to  cases 
where  it  was  found  that  the  local  article  was  superior 
to  that  supplied  by  the  Dail  contractors. 

Under  the  Irish  Free  State  Liquor  Bill,  the  text  of 
which  was  issued  recently,  ingredients  used  for  illicit 
distillation  are  to  be  controlled,  and  purchasers  of  them 
will  require  police  permits.  Severe  penalties,  including 
imprisonment,  will  be  imposed  for  infringement.  The 
drinking  of  methylated  spirit  is  to  be  an  offence  punish- 
able with  imprisonment.  The  sale  of  methylated  spirit 
between  9  p.m.  on  Saturday  nights  and  9  a.m.  on  Monday 
mornings  is  prohibited,  and  on  other  days  it  is  governed 
by  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Dublin 

The  matter  of  Fine  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  came  before  Mr. 
Justice  Pim  in  the  Chancery  Division,  Dublin,  on  a 
memorandum  for  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  on  the  ques- 
tions (1)  whether  the  claim  of  Mr.  Bernard  Halligan  for 
the  sum  of  £4,232  in  respect  of  an  expired  period  of 
engagement  for  ten  years,  viz,,  eight  years  and  eleven 
months,  is  proper  to  be  allowed,  and  (2)  whether  the 
Salon  Restaurant  was  the  property  of  the  company 
(0.  &  D.,  February  2,  p.  147).  Mr.  Overend,  K.C.,  who 
appeared  for  Mr.  Halligan,  asked  his  Lordship  to  allow 
the  matter  to  stand.  Mr.  Dickie,  K.C.,  who  appeared 
for  the  liquidator,  said  an  inquiry  was  sent  to  the  chief 
clerk  to  inquire  into  what  arrears  of  salary  were  due  to 
Mr.  Halligan,  who  had  been  managing  director.  But  Mr. 
Halligan  put  in  a  claim  to  the  chief  clerk  not  for  arrears 
of  salary,  but  for  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal  amount- 
ing to  over  £3.000.  That  was  not  a  matter  that  came 
under  the  inquiry  sent  to  the  chief  clerk.  It  was  a 
matter  that  should  be  fought  out  upon  a  question  of  fact. 
Mr.  Overend  said  Mr.  Halligan  was  managing  director 
of  the  company,  and  his  salary  was  £50  a  month,  and  his 
term  of  office  ten  years.  There  was  a  term  of  eight  years 
and  eleven  months  to  go  at  the  time  he  was  dismissed.  He 
submitted  that  Mr.  Halli^an's  claim  was  one  that  would 
be  properly  brought  in  in  the  winding-up.  Mr.  Justice 
Pim  said  that  if  there  was  not  a  consent  there  would 
have  to  be  an  action.    He  adjourned  the  matter. 


Wine  Licences  Appeal 

Further  applications  brought  by  Belfast  chemists  in 
respect  of  the  loss  of  wine  licences  were  heard  on 
June  10,  11  and  12  at  the  City  Claims'  Tribunal,  pre- 
sided over  by  Judge  Thompson.  In  the  claim  of  James 
Cotton,  R.D.,  28  Upper  Newtownards  Road,  Mr. 
Warnock,  for  the  applicant,  stated  that  Mr.  Cotton 
commenced  business  on  January  1,  1923.  He  had  not 
got  a  complete  year's  trading,  and  the  claim  was  accord- 
ing^ made  on  two  bases.  First  of  all  they  took  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  year  as  the  period  of  trading, 
and  as  an  alternative  they  took  nine  months'  trade. 
They  worked  out  differently,  as  applicant  was  closing 
down  his  wine  business,  and  bought  very  little  in  the 
last  two  months.  Counsel  submitted  that  the  seven 
months  was  a  fairer  basis  than  the  nine  months. 
Applicant's  wine  sales  for  the  seven  months  were 
£79  7s.  10d.,  and  for  the  nine  months  £84  lis.  3d.  The 
»iet  profits  for  the  seven  months  worked  out  at 
£13  13s.  10d.,  and  for  the  nine  months  £14  6s.  lOd.  The 
applicant,  in  replv  to  Judo-e  Thompson  (chairman),  said 
it  was  a  new  business  which  he  started.  W.  E.  Rut- 
ledge.  Ph.C.,  363.  Ormeau  Road,  sought  £141  for  the 
loss  of  his  wine  licence.  Mr.  Warnock  said  the  accoun- 
tant  for    the    Ministry    and    the    accountant   for  the 


claimant  had  agreed  that  the  profits  were  £28  4s.  9d. 
John  Long,  R.D.,  2  Castlereagh  Road,  claimed  £280, 
while  claims  for  £172  10s.  and  £182  were  made  respec- 
tively by  R.  G.  McKinstry,  Ph.C,  225  Holy  wood  Road, 
and  Thomas  Mitchell,  Ph.C.,  139  Newtownards  Road. 

In  the  claim  of  George  Johnston,  R.D.,  Ravenhill 
Road,  Mr.  B.  J.  Fox  said  the  applicant  had  been  duly 
assessed  for  the  three  years.  As  regards  the  net  profits 
on  the  wine  business,  they  accepted  the  figures  of  the 
Government  accountant.  The  average  net  profit  was 
£34  3s.  2d.,  and  the  claim  amounted  to  £170  156.  lOd. 
David  McR.  Honeyman,  R.D.,  177  Shankill  Road, 
claimed  for  the  loss  of  his  wine  licence.  Mr.  Fox  said 
this  was  a  case  somewhat  out  of  the  ordinary.  The 
applicant  commenced  business  in  January,  1923,  and 
prior  to  that  the  premises  had  been  used  as  a  barber's 
shop,  and  the  claimant  consequently  had  to  develop  a 
new  business.  The  figures  were  taken  for  the  period 
from  January  to  September,  and  therefore  they  did  not 
include  what  he  submitted  was  the  best  time  of  the 
year  for  the  sale  of  wine.  He  submitted  that  the  appli- 
cant would  have  done  more  trade  in  the  four  winter 
months,  which  would  have  included  the  Christmas  season, 
than  he  did  in  the  previous  eight  months.  The  judge 
asked  on  what  other  basis  can  they  work.  Mr.  Fox : 
I  am  afraid  your  Honour  is  bound  by  the  figures.  The 
average  net  profits  on  wine  worked  out  at  £43  17s. 
Mr.  Roche  (a.  member  of  the  Tribunal)  said  the  claims 
of  some  of  the  chemists  from  the  Shankill  Road,  who 
had  been  there  for  a  lengthy  period,  are  a  great  deal 
less.  Applicant  replied  that  some  of  them  had  only  a 
wine  licence  for  about  three  months.  The  claim  "was 
referred  back  to  the  accountant.  Herbert  E  Mcllroy, 
R.D.,  117  York  Street,  sought  £499  for  the  loss  of  his 
wine  licence.  Mr.  Philip  Bell,  for  the  applicant,  said  there 
was  no  income  assessment  for  1921,  but  in  1922  he  was 
assessed  in  £300  and  1923  in  £250.  The  d  rop  in  the 
assessment  in  1922  was  due  to  the  riots  in  the  city. 
Applicant's  business  premises  were  situated  in  the  worst 
part  of  the  city,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  disturb- 
ances, his  business  was  not  60  good  that  year.  His 
average  wine  profits  were  £99  19s.  3d.  Claimant,  in 
evidence,  stated  that  he  commenced  business  in  York 
Street,  in  April,  1919.  The  premises  had  previously 
been  used  as  a  chemist  shop.  In  1922,  owing  to  the 
riots,  he  had  to  close  frequently.  He  interviewed  the 
income-tax  people  about  the  way  his  trade  had  been 
disturbed  by  the  trouble  in  the  city,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence they  reduced  his  assessment  for  that  year  to 
£250.  In  the  claim  by  John  Taggart,  Crumlin  Road, 
Mr.  Philip  Bell  said  that  a  drapery  business  had  been 
carried  on  in  the  premise;,  prior  to*  the  applicant  open- 
ing on  August  4,  1922.  The  wine  sales  amount  to 
£269  lie.  9d.,  and  the  purchases  to  £196  3s.  lOd.  The 
net  profits  were  £58  5s.  8d.  In  reply  to  His  Honour, 
the  applicant  said  the  wine  business  was  steadily  in- 
creasing, constituting  between  seven  and  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  gross  turnover.  The  profits  adjusted  for  income-tax 
purposes  were  £417  19s.  2d.  William  James  McKee, 
Grosvenor  Road,  who  started  business  on  February  23, 
1922,  stated  his  net  profits  on  wine  for  a  year's  trading 
were  £21  Is.  9d.  He  sought  £105  8s.  9d.  for  the  loss 
of  his  licence.  Charles  A.  Talbot,  R.D.,  137  Ligoniel 
Road,  applied  for  £116  compensation.  His  average  net 
profit  on  wine  was  £23  6s.  5d.  Rose  Anne  Finegan, 
120  Royal  Avenue,  claimed  £136.  The  average  net  profit 
on  wine  for  a  year  was  £27  4s.  6d.  Applicant  informed 
the  Tribunal  that  the  business  had  been  carried  on  by 
her  brother  for  twenty-two  years.  On  his  death  on 
December  14,  1922,  she  took  over  charge  of  the  business 
James  Brown,  R.D.,  381  Woodstock  Road,  claimed  £392 
He  said  his  average  net  profit  on  wine  was  £78  9s  8d 
James  Macauley,  R.D.,  18-20  Holywood  Road,  who 
claimed  £136,  said  that  his  average  net  profits  on  wine 
were  £27  5s.  lid.

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American  Notes 

By  "The  Man  from  London." 

Two  more  vitamins  have  been  discovered,  according 
to  a  report  from  the  University  of  California.  One  is  a 
vitamine  found  in  tea,  and  the  other  is  a  substance  ex- 
tracted from  wheat.  This  latter  is  stated  to  have  three 
hundred  times  the  life-giving  qualities  of  any  known 
vitamins. 

French  perfume  manufacturers  exhibited  their  pro-  ' 
ducts  in  America  at  the  French  Industrial  Exposition, 
Grand  Central  Palace,  New  York  City,  from  April  23  to 
May  3.  The  leading  perfumer  of  France  exhibited  for 
the  first  time  in  this  way,  and  the  exposition  was 
opened  by  Ambassador  Jusserand,  thus  being  under  the 
official  guidance  of  the  French  Government. 

Accuracy  in  clinicals. — A  Bill  is  to  be  introduced  in 
the  U.S.  Senate,  which  will  require  accuracy  in  all 
thermometers  sold  by  druggists  and  others.  The  Bureau 
of  Standards  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  will  be 
required  to  inspect  and  test  all  clinical  thermometers, 
etc..  and  to  certify  as  to  their  correct  registering, 
marking  them  accordingly  before  they  may  be  shipped 
in  interstate  commerce,  or  into  or  from  a  foreign  country 
into  the  United  States.  The  Bill  fixes  a  fine  of  $200 
and  makes  it  a  misdemeanour  to  handle  uncertified  clinical 
thermometers. 

Industrial  alcohol  commissioner  for  U.S. — It  is  now 
proposed  to  create  a  position  of  Commissioner  under 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  who  would  have 
supervision  and  control  of  the  permissive  provisions  of 
the  National  Prohibition  Act.  This  Act  is  entitled  : 
"  An  Act  to  Prohibit  Intoxicating  Beverages,  and  to 
Regulate  the  Manufacture,  Production,  Use,  and  Sale 
of  High-Proof  Spirits  for  other  than  Beverage  Purposes, 
and  to  Insure  an  Ample  Supply  of  Alcohol  and  Promote 
its  Use  in  Scientific  Research  and  in  the  Development 
of  Fuel  and  Dye,  and  Other  Lawful  Industries." 

Drug  stork  'phone  demand. — Thousands  of  druggists 
in  New  York  City  are  threatening  to  have  the  public 
telephone  pay  stations  removed  from  their  stores  unless 
the  telephone  company  allows  them  25  per  cent,  of  the 
receipts.  The  druggists  claim  that  the  percentage  they 
now  receive  from  the  telephone  company  does  not  pay 
for  the  space  occupied  by  the  booths  and  the  time  of 
the  clerks  in  giving  change  for  telephone  users.  The 
manager  of  one  large  drug  store  in  the  city  state* 
that  he  received  between  $75  and  $85  a  month  as  his 
share  of  the  receipts  from  six  booths.  He  does  not 
believe  the  booths  brought  any  additional  business. 

Chlorine  for  influenza. — Among  other  new  remedies 
being  advertised  largely  before  the  public,  the  chlorine- 
gas  treatment  of  colds,  the  common  influenza  kind,  has 
been  of  late  receiving  much  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  newspapers.  It  would  not  be  surprising  to  hear 
that  druggists  were  getting  many  calls  for  "  chlorine 
gas,"  as  this  is  just  the  kind  of  novelty  likely  to  "  catch 
on  "  with  the  American  public.  From  all  accounts  the 
chlorine-gas  treatment  in  whooping  cough,  bronchitis  and 
asthma  has  given  satisfaction,  and  the  fact  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  was  allowed  to  take  it 
has  given  it  a  magnificent  advertisement,  and  shown 
that  the  treatment  is  considered  safe. 

The  demand  for  liquor. — John  Gorini,  of  the  Alps 
Drug  Company  of  New  York  City,  testified  on  March  21, 
before  the  Senate  committee  investigating  Attorney- 
General  Daugherty,  that  he  collected  and  paid  $200,000 
as  "  graft  "  in  connection  with  permits  for  the  withdrawal 
of  liquor.  He  further  testified  that  to  his  own  knowledge 
50,000  to  60.000  cases  of  whiskey  were  withdrawn  from 
bonded  warehouses  and  distributed  to  bootleggers  in  New 
York  City.  Mr.  Gorini  said  that  the  price  paid  per  permit 
was  at  the  rate  of  $15  a  case.  The  lawyer  attached  to 
the  ring,  he  said,  received  50  cents  on  each  case  of  liquor 
released  from  the  warehouses.  He  also  testified  that  $4 
of  each  $15  went  to  high-up  Federal  Prohibition  officials, 
whom  he  mentioned  by  name.  Th©  druggist  in  whose 
name  the  withdrawal  was  made  received  $1  a  case ;  ho 
himself  got  $1. 


Alcoholic  Pharmacy  in  New  York  City. — Palmer 
Canfield,  prohibition  director  of  New  York,  is  responsible 
fox  the  statement  that  during  1923  more  than  600  liquor 
licences  of  the  city's  pharmacists  were  revoked.  Also  that 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  year  the  number 
oc  licence  revocations  is  greater  than  the  corresponding 
period  for  1923.  This  means  that  one  out  of  every  five 
New  York  druggists  were  found  to  have  been  violators 
of  the  Volstead  Prohibition  Act.  The  6ame  conditions 
prevailed  in  1922.  At  present  more  than  half  of  the  drug-* 
gists  in  New  York  are  enforced  "  dries,"  as  far  a®  the 
dispensing  of  intoxicating  liquor  is  concerned,  As  whisky 
and  brandy  have  been  made  legal  medicines,  and  are  to 
be  included  in  the  next  U.S. P.,  these  druggists  may  find 
themselves  later  on  in  a  peculiar  position  regarding  the 
filling  of  legal  prescriptions. 

German  Potash  Loan  Denied. — A  report  was  current 
in  New  York  that  the  German  potash  industry  had  been 
successful  in  arranging  an  American  dollar  credit.  Th:s 
is  now  denied  by  the  interests  mentioned  as  having  given 
the  credit  as  well  as  by  H.  A.  Foibes,  vice-president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Potash  Importing  Corporation  of 
America,  which  is  the  sole  agency  of  distribution  of  the 
Kali  Syndicate  in  this  country.  The  Kali  Syndicate  in 
Germany  ships  through  the  Potash  Importing  Corporation 
of  America  each  year  into  this  country  between  $20,000,000 
and  $25,000,000  worth  of  German  potash  for  fertiliser 
uses.  The  American  Corporation  buys  the  potash  out- 
right, paying  for  it  in  dollars,  and  resells  the  product  to 
American  fertiliser  manufacturers.  Before  the  war  the 
Kali  Syndicate  did  its  own  merchandising  in  America. 
There  has  been  apparently  a  good  deal  of  agitation  for  an 
American  credit  for  the  German  potash  industry  for 
months. 

Tax  on  carbonated  beverages. — According  to  the 
annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
for  1923,  the  tax  on  carbonic-acid  gas  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  beverages  amounted  to  $1,378,051.71,  and 
the  tax  on  syrups  used  in  the  manufacture  of  beverages 
amounted  to  $4,283,895.74,  a  total  of  $5,661,947.45.  This 
is  about  one-third  of  the  amount  levied  upon  candy. 
Carbonic-acid  gas  is  taxed  in  the  United  States  at  the 
rate  of  four  cents  a  pound.  On  the  basis  of  tax  receipts 
above,  there  was  used  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
34,451,293  pounds  of  carbonic-acid  gas.  In  1917  the 
experience  of  many  users  showed  that  it  takes  one 
pound  of  carbonic-acid  gas  to  carbonate  eight  gallons 
of  water.  On  this  basis  34,451,293  pounds  of  gas  will 
carbonate  275,610,344  gallons  of  water,  equivalent  to 
5,427,318,894  glasses  and  bottles  holding  six  and  one-half 
fluid  ounces.  It  is  estimated  each  gallon  of  soda  water 
or  beverage  contains  about  three-fourths  of  a  pound  of 
sugar,  and  the  consumption  of  sugar  in  this  manner 
amounted  to  around  103,354  tons  last  fiscal  year. 

New  alcohol  regulations  came  into  force  May  1, 
1924,  among  which  is  noted  :  "  That  all  records  and 
files  required  by  these  regulations  must  be  kept  for 
three  years  in  such  a  manner  so  the  agents  of  the  Pro- 
hibition Commissioner  can  inspect  them  at  any  time.  If 
a  druggist  wishes  to  have  a  different  pharmacist  desig- 
nated in  his  permit  the  routine  is  such  that  he  will 
have  to  sign  three  copies  of  his  permit  application. 
Where  any  person  who  holds  a  permit  dies,  or  where 
the  rights  or  privileges  of  any  such  person  pass  by  law 
to  a  successor  or  to  a  legal  representative,  such  shall 
succeed  to  none  of  the  privileges  granted  by  the  permit 
except  the  duty  to  be  responsible  for  such  supplies  of 
liquor  on  the  premises.  No  liquor  may  be  transferred 
to  the  purchaser  or  used  or  sold  by  him  if  a  business 
is  sold  until  he  gets  a  permit  himself.  Alcohol  and 
other  distilled  spirits  and  wines  may  be  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations  unfit  for  beverage 
purposes,  compounded  in  accordance  with  the  formulas 
of  the  U.S. P.  or  N.F.,  and  in  the  manufacture  of 
patented,  patent,  proprietary,  or  other  medicines  unfit  for 
beverage  purposes."  The  following  are  among  the  U.S. P. 
and  N.F.  preparations  held  to  be  fit  for  beverage 
purposes  :  Elixir  aromatic,  elixir  of  liquorice,  elixir  of 
terpin  hydrate,  spirits  of  ether  (Hoffman's  Drops),  wine 
of  beef  ,  wine  of  pepsin,  etc. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Turkish  chemical  imports. — In  order  to  promote  the 
development  of  a  national  chemical  industry,  which  at 
present  is  practically  non-existent  in  Turkey,  the  Turkish 
Government  has  decided  that  those  factories  which  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  law  for  the  promotion  of 
industrial  enterprises  shall  be  permitted  to  import 
certain  chemicals  free  of  duty.  This  exemption  from 
customs  charges  is  to  be  extended  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  and  the  list  of  duty-free  chemicals  includes,  inter 
alia,  arsenic,  mercuric  chloride,  mercuric  oxide,  antimony, 
tin,  anilin  and  alizarin  dyes,  potassium  bicarbonate, 
sodium  hyposulphite,  hydrochloric,  nitric,  sulphuric, 
acetic,  formic  and  tartaric  acids ;  borax,  gelatin,  soda, 
ammonia,  palm  oil,  sesame  oil,  cacao  butter,  paraffin, 
glycerin,  ammonium  thiocyanate,  phosphorus,  hydrogen 
peroxide,  caustic  soda,  raw  rubber,  magnesium  sulphate, 
glycerin. 

Egyptian  alcohol  duty. — An  Egyptian  decree  pub- 
lished May  12  fixes  the  rate  of  duty  to  be  charged  on  all 
beverages,  perfumes,  pharmaceutical  and  industrial  pro- 
ducts, etc.,  containing  over  2  per  cent,  of  pure  alcohol  at 
200  milliemes  per  1,000  c.c.  of  pure  alcohol  present.  In 
addition,  the  general  import  duty,  amounting  to  8  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  will  be  levied  on  the  product  after 
deducting  the  value  of  the  alcohol  present  from  the  total 
chargeable  value.  Importers  are  required  to  state  on  the 
customs  declaration  forms  the  percentage  of  pure  alcohol 
contained  in  the  article  to  be  cleared,  and  in  the  absence 
of  this  statement  will  have  to  bear  the  cost  of  analysis. 
This  requirement  will  be  enforced  from  July  12.  De- 
naturated  alcohol  complying  with  the  requirement  of  the 
Egyptian  customs  authorities  is  chargeable  at  the  rate  of 
2  milliemes  per  kilo.  No  drawback  will  be  allowed  on 
re-exporting  alcoholic  products  on  which  the  above  new 
rates  of  duty  have  been  paid.  With  the  publication  of 
this  decree  the  various  enactments  issued  in  1921  and 
1922  are  rescinded. 

Greek  customs  tariff. — The  new  Greek  customs  tariff 
is  on  the  double  column  system,  containing  maximum  and 
minimum  (or  preferential)  rates  of  duty, which  are  charge- 
able on  the  weight  of  the  goods.  The  following  are  the 
rates  of  duty  on  a  few  goods  of  pharmaceutical  interest, 
expressed  in  metal  drachma  per  100  kilos  : —

An  outbreak  of  "  hays." — Among  claimants  to  dis- 
coveries equal  in  value  with  Mr.  Grindell-Matthew's  so- 
called  "  Death  Ray  "  is  Mr.  Edgar  Hill,  F.I.C,  Ph.C, 
Welbury  Drive,  Bradford,  who  states  that  he  worked  on 
the  idea  of  electrical  projection  of  a  beam  of  light,  rich 
in  ultra-violet  or  similar  rays,  as  far  back  as  1916.

The  turnover  was  practically  the  same, 
and  the  moderate  increase  in  the  net  profit  was  due  to 
the  reversion  to  the  pre-war  rate  of  depreciation  on  plant 
and  machinery.     During  the  war  period  the  rate  was 
increased  to  meet   the    abnormal    depreciation  which 
occurred  through  working  at  full  pressure  night  and  day 
and  under  conditions  which  did  not  permit  of  doing 
repairs  at  an  early  stage.     These  conditions  no  longer 
exist,  and  the  plant  and  machinery  to-day  are  in  better 
order  than  for  many  years  past.     "  The  maintenance  of 
our  net  profits  "  (continued  the  chairman)  "  is  due  in 
a  large  measure  to  the  improved  efficiency  of  our  pro- 
cesses in  our  fine  chemical  department  and  to  working 
economies  in  our  various  factories.     We  have  to  devote 
the   greatest  attention  in  these   directions.      Out  fine 
chemical  department  was  greatly  extended  during  the 
war  period,  and  has  since  been  fostered  under  the  pro- 
tection afforded  by  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act. 
This  Act  expires  in  September  1926,  when,  unless  it  is 
extended  for  a  further  period,  we  shall  be  exposed  to 
world-wide  competition.     In  view  of  the  low  rate  of 
wages^  now  being  paid  on  the  Continent  and  the  depre 
ciated  currencies  existing  in  competing  countries,  this 
will  be  a  serious  matter,  and  we  may  even  be  forced 
to  discontinue  the  manufacture  of  some  of  our  products. 
In  that  event  not  only  would  the  costly  plant  which  has 
been  erected  with  so  much  skill  be  scrapped,  but  a 
number  of  men  would  be  thrown  out  of  employment.  We 
are  among  those  who  value  highly  the  tariff  preferences 
given  to  British  products  by  the  Dominions  ;  in  some 
cases  their  assistance  has  enabled  us  to  continue  manu- 
facturing.   We  cannot,  however,  rely  upon  such  exterior 
aids,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year 
very  gratifying  improvements  have  been  achieved  by  our 
chemists  in  several  of  our  processes.    I  have,  therefore, 
considerable  confidence  that  we  shall  be  able  to  meet 
foreign   competition   in   a   number   of   products.  .  The 
benefit  of  these  improvements  will  be  greater  during  the 
current  year  or  in  the  near  future.    Our  subsidiary  coni- 
panies,  both  in  America  and  in  Canada,  made  substantial 
profits  and  are  in  a  sound  financial  condition."  Sir 
George  Hayter  Chubb,  Bart.,  seconded  the  resolution, 
which  was  carried    unanimously.       Mr.   A.   W.  Bush 
(managing  director)  moved  that  Sir  George  Hayter  Chubb 
be  re-elected  a  director,  and  Dr.  P.  C.  C.  Isherwood, 
O.B.E..  Ph.D.,  F.I.C.,  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 
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Deadly  Indian  Plants 

If  there  are  virulent  poisons  in  the  animal  world  whose 
introduction  into  the  human  system  means  swift  and 
painful  death,  there  are  poisons,  too,  in  the  vegetable 
kingdom  whose  action  is  no  less  quick  and  which  have, 
moreover,  played  a  far  greater  part  in  the  field  of 
criminology  than  any  poison  of  animal  origin.  Like  many 
other  countries,  India  has  its  own  quota  of  poisonous 
plants,  the  deadly  qualities  of  which  have  been  known 
to  the  people  for  centuries  past.  We  need  not  dwell 
here  on  such  plants  as  the  datura  and  cannabis.  The 
employment  of  the  one  for  wholesale  robberies  and  of 
the  other  as  an  ordinary  intoxicant,  and  of  both  in 
medicine,  is  quite  well  known  in  and  out  of  India.  Three 
species  of  datura  occur  in  India  from  the  hills  to  the 
plains,  and  the  distribution  of  cannabis  i6  equally  wide, 
there  being  tracts  in  the  North-West  Frontier  Provinces 
and  Kashmir  where  even  mile-long  patches  of  wild 
"  bhang  "  are  not  uncommon.  Elegant  foliage  and  beau- 
tiful blossoms  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  benevolent 
nature  of  a  plant.  This  is  readily  instanced  by  some 
of  the  highly  prized  garden  plants.  The  Indian  Oleander, 
Nerium  odorum,  with  its  bunches  of  milk-white  or  rose- 
coloured  flowers,  is  a  very  attractive-looking  plant.  The 
roots  and  leaves  are  highly  poisonous,  especially  affecting 
the  heart.  The  root  is  also  used  as  an  abortefacient.  The 
"  Kaner  "or  "  Kurubee,"  as  the  plant  is  called  in 
vernacular,  is  found  up  to  6,500  ft.  on  the  Himalayas, 
and  people  are  so  well  aware  of  its  death-dealing 
properties  that  in  village  quarrels  the  contending  parties 
often  bid  each  other  go  and  eat  the  "  Kaner  "  root. 
The  use  of  Oleander  both  for  suicidal  and  homicidal 
purposes  is  not  rare.  Thevetia  neriifolia  is  another  pretty 
shrub  with  large  yellow  flowers.  One  seed  of  this  plant 
is  enough  to  cause  the  death  of  a  child,  while  women 
have  been  known  to  put  an  end  to  their  lives  with  the 
powder  of  four  or  five  seeds.  Gerbera  odallum  is  a  hand- 
some tree  belonging  to  the  same  order  as  the  above 
two.  It  is  a  native  of  the  swamps  in  the  coasts  of 
India,  and  the  kernel  of  its  fruit  is  an  equally  virulent 
poison,  vomiting,  purging,  collapse  and  death  following 
with  four  to  six  hours  from  the  time  of  its  introduction 
into  the  stomach. 

A  Dangerous  Liliaceous  Climber 
Of  Gloriosa  superba  the  eminent  botanist,  Roxburgh, 
says  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  ornamental  plants  any 
country  can  boast  of.  Yet  its  root,  which  has  now 
been  found  to  contain  an  alkaloid  allied  to  colchicine,  is 
so  virulent  a  poison  that  in  one  case  of  self-administration 
a  painful  death  accompanied  by  convulsions  occurred 
within  four  hours.  The  lurid  greenish-yellow  flowers  and 
purple  berries  of  Atropa  belladonna  and  the  offensive- 
smelling  leaves  of  Hyosryamus  niger,  both  of  which  are 
to  be  found  in  the  North-West  Himalayas,  give  a  warn- 
ing of  the  malevolent  nature  of  the  plants.  The  former, 
being  a  native  of  high  altitudes  only,  does  not  cause 
much  poisoning,  accidental  or  intentional,  though  shep- 
herd boys  sometimes  eat  the  berry  and  get  sick  and  blind 
for  a  few  days.  Hyoscyamus  is,  however,  smoked  like 
"  ganja,"  and  naturally  an  overdose  brings  about  death. 
It  is  also  given  with  food  for  criminal  purposes,  the 
victims  losing  all  sense  in  three  to  four  hours.  The 
peculiar  flowers  of  aconite  are  suspicious-looking,  and 
it  is  a  well-known  fnct  that  for  many  a  sudden  death, 
Loth  of  men  and  animals,  in  the  hills  the  roots  of  one 
or  other  of  about  half  a  dozen  species  of  aconite  are 
responsible.  Aconite  is  also  used  as  an  arrow-poison. 
Wild  animals  like  tigers  are  sometimes  killed  by  these 
poisoned  darts  or  by  the  more  sinister  method  of  poison- 
ing the  water  of  drinking-water  pools  known  to  be 
frequented  by  animals,  in  which  case  the  predaceous  and 
harmless  beasts  die  alike.  Among  the  large  trees  which 
yield  poisonous  fruit  or  bark,  none  can  surpass  the  Nux 
vomica  tree.  Nux  vomica  is  the  most  important  Indian 
drug,  so  far  as  the  quantity  and  value  of  export  are 
concerned.  Strychnos  nvx  vomica  is  a  widely-distributed 
tree,  and  its  yellow  round  berries  are  conspicuous  during 
the  early  summer.  The  seeds  are  the  source  of  strychnine 
and  brucine.     The  pulp  of  the  fruit  is  said  to  contain 


strychnine  also,  but  it  is  eaten  by  birds.  The  bark, 
too,  is  poisonous,  and  it  has  caused  a  lot  of  accidental 
poisoning  by  being  confused  with  the  comparatively  inert 
bark  of  Holarrhena  antidy  sent  erica,  the  well-known  Indian 
remedy  for  dysentery.  In  Indian  bazaars  nux  vomica 
seeds  and  aconite  roots  are  easily  available,  and  hence 
these  two  poisons  figure  frequently  in  the  annals  of 
poisoning.  The  use  of  "  Ak,"  Calotropis  g'ujantea  and 
procera,  in  Indian  medicine  is  more  extensive  than  those 
of  the  above  two.  This  highly  useful  plant  was  and  is 
abused  in  more  ways  than  one.  When  criminal  infanti- 
cide, especially  as  regards  female  children,  was  in  vogue 
in  former  times  the  milky  juice  of  the  "  Ak  "  plant 
put  in  the  mouth  of  the  new-born  babe  was  the  principal 
means  by  which  this  nefarious  act  was  speedily  accom- 
plished. Young  branches  of  the  plant  are  still  used  as 
ahortefacients. 

Prayer  Beads 

A  curious  Indian  poison  is  that  obtained  from  the 
seeds  of  Abrus  precatorius,  the  jequirity  plant.  The 
leaves  and  roots  are  sweetish  to  the  taste.  The  scarlet 
and  white  seeds  are  commonly  used  by  Indian  gold- 
smiths as  weights.  They  contain  a  poison  which  in  its 
action  is  somewhat  similar  to  snake-venom.  For  the 
purpose  of  inflicting  death  on  animals  or  men  the  seeds 
are  decorticated,  soaked  in  water,  pounded  and  made 
into  the  shape  of  minute  needles,  which  are  driven 
beneath  the  victim's  skin  with  the  help  of  a  wooden 
handle.  The  "  chamars  "  (skinners)  specialise  in  the 
preparation  of  this  poison.  Murders  by  means  of  jequirity 
seeds  are  not  so  common,  but  many  cattle  are  killed 
by  this  subtle  poison,  whose  lethal  dose  for  a  full-grown 
cow  is  only  a  few  grains.  It  is  very  fortunate  that 
some  of  the  deadly  plants  are  confined  to  particular 
tracts.  In  the  drv  hills  of  Northern  India  and  in  Deccan 
a  small,  unpretentious  euphorbiaceous  tree  is  to  be  met 
with,  the  leaves  of  which  no  animal  will  touch.  It  is 
known  botanically  as  CVeistanthus  collinus,  and  although 
all  parts  of  the  plant  are  poisonous,  the  woody  capsule 
is  specially  so.  A  couple  of  fruits  will  cause  death  in 
four  to  five  hours.  Antiaris  toxicaria,  the  upas  tree  of 
the  extreme  south,  and  Taocus  baccata,  the  yew,  of  the 
extreme  north  of  India,  are  also  reputed  poisons,  but  not 
usually  occurring  near  human  habitations,  are  not  much 
employed  for  criminal  purposes.  While  on  the  subject 
of  the  deadly  plants  of  India,  we  should  not  forget  to 
mention  those  whose  touch  leaves  a  deep  impression  on 
the  memory,  and  in  some  extreme  cases  a  physical  trace 
too.  The  "  Marking  nut  "  tree,  Semecarpus  anacardium, 
is  an  instance  to  the  point.  The  juice  of  the  tree  is 
so  very  irritant  that  jungle  people  fear  to  cut  the  wood. 
The  shell  of  the  nut  contains  a  vesicant  oil  that  raises 
blisters  on  the  skin.  Advantage  is  taken  of  this  property 
by  malingerers  who  wish  to  produce  ophthalmia  and  skin 
eruptions.  The  juice  of  the  sumachs,  Rhus  wallichii  and 
R.  punjabensis,  is  equally  corrosive.  Carelessness  in 
handling  the  trees  has  often  resulted  in  ophthalmia  and 
blindness.  Of  nettles  there  is  no  want  in  India.  Urtica 
heterophylla  is  a  ferocious-looking  plant  with  its  long 
white  stings.  But  though  this  gigantic  n6ttle  stings 
virulently,  the  pain  does  not  last  for  more  than  an  hour. 
The  shrubby  nettle  of  the  higher  altitudes,  Urtica  crenu- 
Idta,  is,  however,  a  plant  which,  once  touched,  is  ever 
remembered.  The  stinging  hairs  here  are  not  at  all 
conspicuous,  and  the  plant  in  all  outward  appearance  is 
quite  innocent-looking.  But  if  an  unfortunate  traveller 
happens  to  touch  it  with  a  finger,  or  even  to  approach 
it  closely,  then  he  is  done  for.  The  sneezing  and  running 
at  the  nose  and  tetanic  symptoms  may  continue  for  two 
days  even,  and  the  effects  will  not  totally  disappear 
before  a  week.  N.  B.  D.  (7/1).

Royal  Sanitary  Institute  Congress

Very  much  astray. — We  are  indebted  to  a  correspon- 
dent (10/6)  for  the  following  specimen  of  Johnsonese, 
taken  from  the  "  Birmingham  Mail  "  of  June  7  : — 

We  have  all  heard,  no  doubt,  of  the  boy  who  goes  into 
the  pastry  cook  shops  for  stale  buns  and  broken  cakes,  but 
few  people,  I  should  say,  have  heard  that  the  same  young 
gentleman  is  the  purchaser  of  "  stray  pills  "  at  chemists' 
shops.  Stray  pills,  I  am  credibly  informed,  are  those  pills 
which,  during  the  process  of  being  put  into  boxes,  fall  on 
to  the  floor  and  are  swept  up.  Thev  vary  in  size  and 
potentiality,  of  course,  according  to  the  particular  class  of 
pills  being  handled,  but  to  the  majority  of  people  a  pill 
is  a  pill,  and  one  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  another; 
and  so  they  are  bought  under  the  strange  title  of  "  strays." 
There  can  be  little  doubt,  after  reading  this,  that  stray 
paragraphs  vary  widely  in  potentiality — and  also  in 
credibility. 


Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record  of  matters    concerning    Chemists'    interests    In  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 
Local  Reports 

Blackpool.  —  Addressing  a  Blackpool  gathering  en 
June  12  on  Insurance  medical  benefits,  Mr.  J.  A.  Speed, 
clerk  to  the  Lancashire  Health  Insurance  Committee,  dealt 
with  excessive  prescribing,  and  said  in  Lancashire,  in 
1916,  1,526,000  prescriptions  were  received,  for  which 
chemists  were  paid  £40,000.  In  March  this  year  prescrip- 
tions were  being  issued  at  the  rate  of  three  million  per 
annum,  compared  with  2,428,000  in  March  last  year.  What 
was  the  reason  for  this  persistent  increase?  Was  if  that 
the  people  as  a  whole  were  developing  into  a  community 
of  chronic  medicine  takers?  Certainly  the  brake  would 
have  to  be  put  on.  The  cost  of  medicines  supplied  to 
insured  persons  was  getting  so  serious  that  the  Ministry 
were  looking  closely  into  the  matter.  It  was  high  time 
there  was  a  campaign  against  this  fetish  practice  of  medi- 
cine drinking.  It  was  said  of  Lancashire  people  that  they 
thought  more  of  the  bottle  of  medicine  than  they  did  of 
the  services  of  the  practitioner.  It  was  interesting  to 
note,  he  added,  that  since  the  passing  of  the  Insurance 
Act  practitioners  in  the  administrative  county  had  not 
been  fined  one  penny  piece  on  the  ground  of  excessive 
prescribing.  How  far  the  Ministry  would  be  able  to. 
educate  public  opinion  so  as  to  reduce  the  demand  for  the 
8-oz.  graduated  bottle  remained  to  be  seen. 

Bolton. — During  the  three  months  ended  March  31, 
96,715  prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of 
£3,478  12s.  8d.  The  average  cost  per  insured  person  was 
9.90d.  In  the  Lancashire  Prescription  Bureau's  area  7.75d. 
is  the  average  cost  at  Blackpool,  and  the  highest  14.33d. 
at  Preston. 

Bournemouth. — According  to  the  annual  report  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  there  are  45  chemists  on  the  panel 
list.  Last  year  85,023  prescriptions  were  made,  the  cost 
beine  £3,211  14s.  lid.  The  prescriptions  in  the  previous 
year  were  78,404,  and  the  cost  £3,134.  The  average -cost 
of  prescriptions  last  year  was  9. Id.  each,  as  against  10.6d. 
in  the  previous  year.  The  drug  fund  totalled 
£3,254  19s.  Id. 

Chippenham.— The  Wiltshire  Pharmaceutica.1  Com- 
mittee met  on  June  4,  Mr.  R.  T.  Christopher  in  the 
chair.  The  new  terms  of  service  were  fully  considered 
and  accepted.  A  report  from  the  Dispensing  Subcom- 
mittee with  respect  to  the  opening  of  a  pharmacy,  and 
application  for  admission  to  the  panel  in  a  rural  area, 
was  granted.  The  question  of  opening  shops  for  dispensing 
at  times  other  than  those  agreed  upon  in  the  scheme  for 
the  county  was  considered,  and  a  recommendation 
made  that  there  should  be  no  deviation  from  the  times 
allotted  under  the  scheme.  Reports  from  the  Checking 
Bureau  were  satisfactory.  Notifications  of  further 
admissions  to  the  panel  were  given. 

Kent. — At  a.  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
June  11  it  was  reported  that  during  the  quarter  ending 
March  31,  329,082  prescriptions  were  made  up  at  a  cost 
of  £12,768  5s.  3d.  The  average  value  per  prescription  was 
9.3d.,  the  ingredient  price  being  4.7d.  It  was  reported 
that  a  complaint  had  been  made  by  an  insured  person 
against  a  chemist  failing  to  supply  medicine  with  reason- 
able promptness.  Following  the  receipt  of  the  complaint 
a  prescription  was  submitted  to  the  chemist  under  the 
analysis  of  medicines  scheme,  and  the  officer  deputed  to 
obtain  it  handed  in  the  prescription  at  12.5  p.m.  and  was 
told  that  he  could  not  have  the  medicine  until  3  p.m.,  as 
the  chemist  was  not  at  home.  On  visiting  the  pharmacy 
for  the  third  time  he  was  told  that  the  medicine  was  nob 
prepared  and  that  the  chemist  would  probably  return  at 
6  p.m.  The  shop  was  left  in  charge  of  a  girl  assistant, 
aged  seventeen,  who  was  unqualified.  The  chemist  was 
now  taking  every  step  to  engage  a  qualified  assistant,  and 
he  had  been  severely  censured. 
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"  Tell  More— Sell  More  " 

The  above  is  my  business  slogan ;  and  I  feel  that  it  is 
also  a  fitting  title  for  this  article  on  selling  more  goods. 

Some  years  ago  I  was  asked  if  I  could  increase  the 
turnover  of  a  small  branch  pharmacy  situated  in  a 
scattered  hillside  village.  All  the  information  given  was 
that  it  had  been  opened  about  two  years,  that  the  weekly 
takings  had  increased  for  the  first  six  months  or  so,  and 
then  "  just  stuck,"  and  that  three  managers  had  thrown 
up  the  sponge.  This  seemed  a  real  chance  to  test  my 
capabilities  as  a  business  builder,  and  I  decided  to 
take  a  busman's  holiday  and  spend  it  in  this  quiet 
country  spot.  Scattered  it  was  indeed,  and  so  was  the 
business.  This  is  what  I  found.  A  country  village 
with  a  population  under  one  thousand,  scattered  over  an 
area  of  five  square  miles.  Some  half-dozen  shops,  none 
of  any  size.  A  plentiful  supply  of.  inns.  A  racecourse, 
golf  links,  and  a  fairly  good  hotel  which  catered  for 
visitors  attracted  by  the  golf  links.  Nearest 
market  town  five  miles  away.  The  business 
done  was  of  a  very  mixed  variety.  Dispensing, 
prescribing,  agricultural,  horticultural,  photography, 
dentistry  (of  a  kind),  several  agencies,  such  as  dyers 
and  cleaners,  circulating  library,  and  insurance.  It  was 
a  case  of  a  little  bit  of  everything  and  not  enough  of 
anything.  There  was  no  fixed  policy  for  developing 
any  department. 

This  is  the  conclusion  I  came  to  :  The  size  of  this 
business  is  limited  to  the  people  to  whom  the  shop 
and  the  goods  are  known.  The  greater  the  number  of 
people  who  become  aware  of  its  existence,  the  greater 
the  amount  of  trade  we  shall  do.  Obviously,  in' such  a 
situation,  there  were  a  great  many  people  who  never 
passed  the  shop  and  never  knew  of  it,  and  so  the 
problem  was  how  to  get  these  potential  customers. 
Ways  and  means  were  found — by  advertising  in  the 
papers  published  in  the  near  country  towns — by  circu- 
larising the  villages — by  special  offers,  sampling  schemes, 
etc.,  and  continuous  advertising  in  one  form  or  another, 
go  that  people  could  not  possibly  forget  the  shop.  It 
is  impossible  to  go  into  details  of  all  the  various  pub- 
licity schemes,  but  the  following  general  plan  may  be 
helpful  to  many  chemists  who  are  anxious  to  increase 
their  turnover  : — First  a  circle  was  drawn  on  a  map, 
with  a  three-mile  radius  from  the  shop.  The  whole 
of  this  area  was  then  concentrated  on  with  the  different 
schemes,  until  we  felt  that  every  person  knew  of  the 
■business  and  its  methods.  This  was  followed  by  a 
second  circle  with  a  six-mile  radius,  which  brought  in 
several  larger  villages  and  one  small  town,  and  pro- 
vided ample  working  ground  for  over  twelve  months. 
In  the  process  of  combing  out  the  first  circle,  a  school 
for  sons  of  gentlemen  and  a  cookery  school  for  ladies 
were  discovered.  Business  with  these  was  developed  to 
the  fullest  extent.  Photography  and  toilet  requisites  for 
the  pupils,  household  goods,  soaps,  disinfectants,  medi- 
cines, etc.,  for  the  management.  All  the  inns,  hotels, 
club  houses,  hospitals  and  other  institutions  were  listed 
on  a  card  index,  and  canvassed  periodically  by  personal 
calls  and  letters. 

The  above  provides  much  food  for  thought  for  the 
chemist  who  desires  to  develop  his  business  field,  and 
here  are  a  few  pointers  he  can  take  from  it  : — 

(1)  Have  you  developed  your  district  to  its  fullest 
extent  ? 

(2)  There  are  many  chemists'  shops  in  London  and 
the  provinces  where,  if  a  circle  with  a  half-mile  radius 
from  the  shop  were  drawn,  such  shop  would  be  unknown 
to  the  majority  of  people  outside  that  radius. 

(3)  Ask  yourself  the  question  :  Who  are  the  people  to 
buy  my  goods?  Analyse  your  district.  Determine  the 
amount  of  its  buying  power  and  the  percentage  which 
comes  into  your  shop. 

(4)  Study  the  wants  of  your  district.  Don't  take  it 
for  granted  that  whenever  they  want  an  article  people 
will  come  to  you  for  it. 

(5)  There  are  thousands  of  people  who  buy  the  goods 
you  sell — and  would  buy  them  from  you  if  you  gave 
them  sound  reasons  for  doing  so. 


Too  many  chemists  wait  for  business  to  come  to  them 
without  going  out  after  it.  You  must  go  out  for  it  in 
some  way  or  other.  It's  no  use  thinking  you  can't 
afford  to  advertise,  because  if  not,  then  you  shouldn't  be 
in  business.  The  money  spent  on  fitting  up  and  open- 
ing your  pharmacy  was  advertising.  If  you  paint  the 
shop  front,  put  in  a  new  showcase,  or  a  new  lino  on  the 
floor,  it's  advertising.  In  fact,  the  very  rent  you  pay 
for  a  good  position  is  for  advertisement — if  not,  you 
oould  just  as  easily  shut  up  shop  and  do  your  business 
from  some  barn  or  stable.  The  be6t  object-lesson  for 
the  would-be  advertiser  is  the  success  attained  by  the 
constant  advertiser.  "  But,"  he  says,  "  I  cannojt  spend 
money  like  the  big  firms  do,"  and  it  is  most  difficult  to 
convince  the  small  man  that  it  is  not  only  unnecessary 
but  inadvisable  for  him  to  do  so.  Everything  has  a 
beginning,  and  most  of  the  national  advertisers,  who 
owe  their  success  to  consistent  and  truthful  advertising, 
were  at  one  time  in  quite  a  small  way  of  business. 
Start  small,  and  as  your'  business  grows,  increase  your 
advertising ;  then;  as  your  advertising  increases,  so  will 
the  volume  of  business  and  also  your  means  of  handling 
it.  Supposing,  for  instance,  that  you  could  afford  to 
take  the  front  page  of  a  morning  paper,  and  as  a  result 
of  one  advertisement  you  had  some  twenty-seven  thousand 
applications  for  samples,  how  could  you  handle  them  ? 

One  of  our  most  successful  business  men  said  that 
good  goods  and  advertising  win  the  day,  and  it  is 
here  that  I  come  to  my  business  slogan,  "  Tell  more — 
sell  more."  It  is  no  use  having  good  goods  to  sell  unless 
you  tell  the  public  about  them — and  the  more  you  tell, 
the  more  you'll  sell.  The  great  secret  in  advertising  is 
to  find  the  most  effective  way  of  .making  your  goods 
known  at  the  least  cost,  and  here  I  will  say  that  there 
is  no  "  best  way  "  that  can  be  applied  to  every  business. 
One  can  give  many  general  suggestions  and  tell  of  pit- 
falls to  be  avoided ;  but  to  get  the  best  value  for  money 
each  advertising  problem  must  be  treated  on  its  merits, 
no  two  being  alike.  The  young  advertiser  of  to-day  has 
one  advantage  over  the  older  advertisers,  however  :  he 
can  call  in  an  expert  and  thus  profit  by  the  experience 
of  others.— Herbert  E.  Kendrick.

LXII.  Common  Chamomile 

Anthemis  nobilis,  Linn6,  the  common  chamomlla 
(Fig.  198),  is  a  small  creeping,  branched  perennial 
native  to  this  country  which  is  found  growing  wild  on 
open  commons  or  gravelly  pasture  land.  It  is  also  cul- 
tivated as  a  medicinal  herb  for  the  sake  of  its  aromatio 
flower-heads.  The  flower-heads  appearing  from  June 
to  September  are  "  single  "  in  the  wild  plants, 
having  only  one  row  of  ray  florets,  but  under 
cultivation  the  inflorescence  becomes  double  owing 
to  transformation  of  more  and  more  of  the 
central  tubular  flowers  into  the  ligulate  type. 
In  the  wild  state  the  hollow  stem  is  more  or  less 
procumbent,  but  it  becomes  stronger  and  more  erect 
under  cultivation,  attaining  one  foot  high.  The  leaves 
are    much    divided     (bipinnate),   the    linear  segments

being  slightly  downy.  The  flower-head,  which  is  borne 
terminally  (Fig.  198),  has  an  involucre  of  two  to  three 
rows  of  overlapping  bracts,  with  thin  papery  (scarious) 
margins  and  a  solid  conical  receptacle,  with  florets  on 
the  axles  of  concave  bracts  known  as  paleae.  [Compare 
matricary  (Fig.  197  last  week),  which  has  a  hollow  recep- 
tacle without  scaly  bracts.]  In  the  cultivated  flower- 
heads  nearly  all  the  florets  are  pistillate  or  "  female  " 
only,  and  have  white  strap-shaped  (ligulate)  corollas 
with  three  teeth  (Fig.  199a),  but  in  the  wild  plants 
there  is  only  a  single  row  of  these  ligulate  flowers,  and 
the  centre  of  the  inflorescence  is  occupied  by  yellow 
florets  with  tubular  corollas  surrounding  five  stamens  and 
a  bifid  stigma  (Fig.  199b).  The  calyx  is  completely 
adherent  to  the  ovary,  and  it  does  not  develop  in  the 
fruit,  so  that  this  is  without  a  pappus.  The  lower 
tubular  portion  of  both  the  ligulate  and  tubular  corollas 
bears  tiny  glands  containing  volatile  oil  (about  0.75  per 
cent,  of  the  dried  "  flowers  "),  with  its  distinctive  odour. 
The  bitter  taste  of  chamomile  "  flower  "  is  due  to  a 
glucosidal  principle  known  as  anthemic  acid. 

Chamomile  "  flowers  "  used  in  this  country  are  culti- 
vated chiefly  in  Belgium,  but  there  are  periodical  failures 


of  this  crop,  when  French  supplies  come  in  at  enhanced 
prices,  approaching  those  of  the  highly-priced  home- 
grown chamomile  flowers,"  which  are  ordinarily  worth 
os.  to  6s.  per  lb.  Under  cultivation  chamomile  prefers 
a  dry  sandy  loam,  but  stifflsh  blaok  loam  gives  the  best 
crop  of  flowers.  The  usual  method  of  propagation  i$ 
from  "  sets,"  each  old  plant  in  March  being  divided 
Into  ten  or  twelve  portions, 
which  are  planted  in  rows 
2A  ft.  apart  with  a  distance 
or  18in.  between  each  plant 
in  the  row.  Chamomile  may 
also  be  grown  from  seed,  but 
some  plants  will  produce  the 
less  desirable  single  flowers. 
The  flowers  are  picked  in  Sep- 
tember, or  earlier  if  the  sea- 
eon  is  dry.  Collection  is  done 
by  women  and  children.  Rapid 
drying  is  necessary  in  order 
that  the  flowers  may  retain 
their  whiteness,  the  flowers 
being  laid  on  canvas  trays  in 
a  heated  drying  closet.  From 
6  to  6  lb.  or  fresh  flowers 
yield  1  lb.  of  dry  flowers. 
The  yield  of  dry  flowers  is 
about  4  cwt.  per  acre. 

Chamomile  flowers  are  still 
extensively  used  as  a  warm 
fomentation,  especially  with 
bruised  poppy  capsules  for 
toothache.  Chamomile  tea  is 
also  used  as  a  stomachic,  or 
the  extract  (best  made  at  low  temperature  to  avoid 
decomposition  of  anthemnic  acid)  or  volatile  oil  may  ba 
Used  for  the  same  purpose,  usually  given  in  pill  form.

Hair  Lotion. — -A  lotion  for  stimulating  the  growth  of 
the  hair,  consisting  in  a  mixture  of  :  Linseed  oil,  6  oz. ; 
kerosene,  2  oz.  j  and  sulphur,  1  drachm.  For  horses  and 
other  animals  the  proportions  of  kerosene  and  sulphur  are 
correspondingly  increased.    (A.  Crawford.  215,950.) 

Soap  Manufacture. — A  process  for  producing  hard 
soaps  from  drying  and  semi-drying  oils,  e.g.,  linseed  oil, 
consisting  in  heating  the  oil  to  160° — 170°  C.  in  a  closed 
vessel  without  the  admission  of  air,  in  the  presence  of 
a  suitable  catalyst,  i.e.,  a  metallic  salt  of  a  fatty  or 
naphtha,  acid.    (G.  Petroff.  214,679.) 

Phosphoric  Acid. — A  process  for  the  manufacture  of 
substantially  pure  phosphoric  acid,  consisting  in  convert- 
ing  dibasic,  or  tribasic,  sodium  phosphate  into  barium 
phosphate  by  treatment  with  barium  sulphide,  followed  by 
decomposition  of  the  barium  phosphate  by  sulphuric  acid. 
(B.  Laporte,  Ltd.,  and  H.  E.  Alcock.  215,813.) 

Cancer  Antitoxin. — A  method  of  producing  antitoxins

The 
book  consists  of  some  5,000  pages,  and  gives  information 
as  to  20,000  foreign  and  colonial  cities  and  towns,  over 
1,500,000  trade  descriptions  being  given.  The  directory 
is  in  two  volumes.  The  first  deals  with  foreign  countries 
and  their  dependencies,  while  the  second  gives  informa- 
tion concerning  England,  Scotland,  Ireland  and  Wales 
and  the  British  dominions  and  possessions.  For  each  of 
the  foreign  towns  and  cities,  carefully  classified  lists 
are  given  of  those  engaged  in  trade  and  commerce,  with 
the  class  of  goods  in  which  they  deal.  In  the  section 
devoted  to  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  classified  trade 


lists  are  given  for  (1)  London  and  its  suburbs,  and  (2) 
for  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  information  is  indexed 
in  four  languages,  so  that  all  vital  information  is 
instantly  accessible  to  the  reader.  There  is  also  an 
alphabetical  list  of  the  telegraphic  addresses  of  the 
individuals  and  firms  whose  names  appear  in  the  section 
devoted  to  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  use  of  the 
book  is  considerably  simplified  by  a  concise  explanation 
of  its  arrangement  in  four  languages,  just  after  the 
title  page. 

Berton's  new  premises.— Chemists  will  find  it  worth 
their  while  to  accept  the  invitation  of  Arthur  Berton, 
Ltd.,  proffered  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  to  visit  their 
newly-erected  premises,  Britannia  House,  Old  Street, 
London,  E.C.2.  Founded  nearly  seventy-five  years  ago 
in  Worship  Street,  E.C.2,  the  business  grew  until  it 
was  housed  under  five  separate  roofs.  The  whole, 
factories,  showrooms,  stores  and  offices,  has  now  been 
accommodated  in  a  well-planned,  well-lighted  and  well- 
tentilated  establishment  of  six  floors  opposite  Old  Street 
tube  station.  The  basement,  or  rather  semi-basement,  as 
it  is  well  flooded  by  daylight,  is  used  as  a  store ;  the 
ground  floor  is  devoted  to  the  showrooms  and  offices, 
and  those  above  to  packing  and  manufacturing.  These 
last  sections  are  built  on  the  up-to-date  American  style 
with  no  partitions,  so  that  the  whole  floor  can  be  seen 
at  a  glance,  the  ceiling  or  floor  above  being  supported 
by  columns,  and  the  lighting  is  from  windows  on  either 
side.  To  witness  the  interleaving  of  cotton-wool,  the 
making  of  bandages,  washing  squares  and  kindred  articles 
by  machinery,  is  interesting  and  instructive.  The  build- 
ing has  a  frontage  of  120  feet  to  Old  Street  and  a  depth 
of  212  feet  to  Cowper  Street,  from  which  there  is  a 
goods  entrance  and  approach  for  road  vehicles.  Being 
detached,  with  a  spacious  area  on  either  side,  which  has 
also  been  acquired  by  Messrs.  Berton,  there  is  no  fear 
of  encroachment  by  future  neighbours.

The  Many  Kindnesses 

I  received  as  a  youth  from  the  late 
Dr.  Ayrton  would  invest  any  jubilee  connected  with 
the  firm  he  helped  to  establish  with  a  peculiar  interest 
for  me.  I  well  remember  the  surprise — I  might  say 
the  amazement — with  which  his  announcement  of  his 
intention  to  relinquish  the  medical  profession  and  start 
upon  a  commercial  career  was  received  by  the  friends 
to  whom  it  was  first  made  known,  and  I  fancv  the 
doubts  of  the  wisdom  of  the  step  which  I  heard  ex- 
pressed were  pretty  general.  The  new  firm  was  to  be 
a  "sundries  house  " ;  there  were  already  two  in  the 
town,  not  to  speak  of  those  at  a  distance  who  were 
well  represented  there,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that 
in  those  days  "sundries"  did  not  form  so  large  a 
portion  of  our  business  as  they  do  now.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  old  drug  houses  did  not  then  trade  in  sundries 
as  most  of  them  now  do.  Still,  the  difficulties  to  be 
overcome  were  very  great,  and  immense  energy  and 
business  ability  must  have  been  exercised  to  achieve  the 
position  the  firm  speedily  acquired.  In  after  years  I 
knew,  more  intimately  than  was  always  agreeable,  what 
ability  and  energy  were  exercised.  One  had  to  be  a 
very  early  .  bird  to  catch  the  worms  the  new  firm's 
representatives  were  after. 

A  Retrospect 

of  sixty-two  years  into  which  I  have  been 
led  by  the  foregoing  reflections  includes  almost  as  great 
changes  in  the  drug  trade  as  those  that,  if  Thomas 
Hardy's  picture  is  to  be  trusted,  have  taken  place  in 
the  little  seaside  town  in  which  I  write,  where  "  some 
wives  "  had,  like  Hester  Pyncheon  in  Hawthorne's  tale, 
"learned  to  keep  shops,"  the  doors  of  which  "were 
formed  of  an  upper  hatch,  usually  kept  open,  and  a 
lower  hatch,  with  a  bell  attached,  usually  kept  shut." 
These  shops  have  now  given  place  to  "establishments" 
equal  to  those  of  any  London  suburb,  and  the  old 
"  wives  "  to  wide-awake  business  men,  among  whom  are 
two  thoroughly  up-to-date  chemists,  one  a  Ucalite,  the 
other  a  Rexallite.  But  of  all  the  changes  in  the  drug 
trade  the  greatest  is,  to  my  mind,  one  that  I  have 
rarely  heard  noted — a  moral  one,  a  change  of  attitude 
in  the  better  class  of  pharmacists.  They  are,  unless 
I  am  mistaken,  more  commercially  minded,  for  all  their 
education,  than  the  best  men  of  sixty  years  ago — men 
of  the  type  (with  which  I  was  most  familiar)  of  Mr. 
Redford,  of  Oxford  Street,  Liverpool,  and  Mr.  Dutton, 
of  Rock  Ferry,  to  naane  only  two.  The  chief  aim  of 
these  men,  I  verily  believe,  was  not  to  make  money, 
but  to  uphold  the  dignity  of  their  calling  and  discharge 
what  they  took  to  be  their  duty  to  the  public.  No 
doubt  the  general  ethical  as  well  as  the  educational 
level  of  the  craft  to-day  is  higher  than  it  was  then, 
but  I  fear  the  commercial"  spirit  is  also  more  generally 
pervasive. 

An  Error 

was  pleaded  the  other  week  in  excuse  for  the 
omission  of  the  word  "  poison  "  from  an  oxalic  acid 
label.  It  seems  almost  incredible  that  such  an  omission 
could  be  either  unnoticed  or  allowed  to  pass  as  negli- 
gible, but  a  large  experience  has  convinced  me  that  no 
limit  can  be  placed  to  the  indifference  of  some  people 
to  matters  of  detail  of  this  kind ;  and,  though  the  plea 
was  not  allowed  to  pass,  I  can  easily  believe  it  was 
thought  good  by  the  chemist.  I  remember  a  very 
amusing  instance  of  such  easy-going  allowance  when  I 
was  on  "  the  road."  A  customer  brought  out  a  nice 
cosmetic  lotion  under  the  name  "  Red  Rose  Skin  Lotion," 
for  which  I  helped  him  to  design  what  I  thought  a 
tasteful  label.  I  was  to  have  a  liberal  commission  on 
all  I  sold.  When  a  sample  consignment  was  sent  to 
me  it  appeared,  to  my  horror,  with  the  legend,  "  Red 
Nose  Skin  Lotion,"  My  friend  thought  it  didn't  matter, 
as  everybody  would  see  from  the  rest  of  the  label  what 
was  meant,  and  he  could  not  understand  my  refusal  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  an  article  so  named. 


Mr.  C.  Denby  Day 

indulges  in  some  rather  vague  specula 
tions  as  to  what  would  happen  to  the  chemist  if  the 
trade  in  proprietaries  were  stopped.  As  this  is  not 
likely  to  happen,  these  speculations  have  only  an 
academic  interest;  but  if  Mr.  Day's  acquaintance  with 
the  trade  were  as  long  as  mine  he  would,  I  think, 
have  been  led  to  somewhat  different  conclusions  from 
those  he  seems  to  point  at.  I  do  not  say  that  the  trade 
would  upon  the  whole  be  better  off  without  patents, 
but  I  certainly  knew  some  men  between  fifty  and  sixty 
years  ago  who  did  better  when  virtually  withoiit  them 
than  most  men  I  know  do  with  them  now.  Two  of 
my  old  governors  set  their  faces  steadily  against  what 
they  saw  to  be  the  growing  tendency  to  cultivate  this 
trade.  They  kept  only  a  very  few  old-established 
favourites  in  stock,  and  these  were  kept  quite  in  the 
background.  One  of  these  men  had  a  capital  dispensing 
connection;  the  other  was  a  famous  counter  prescriber. 
Other  men  whom  I  knew  a  little  later,  when  the  cutting 
of  patents  had  made  them  unremunerative,  did  hardly 
anything  in  them ;  they  were  mostly  men  in  small  shops 
in  poor  neighbourhoods,  and  they  may  be  said  to  have 
lived  practically  on  counter  prescribing.  Their  returns 
were  not  large,  but  their  profits  (and  this  is  the  main 
point)  were  high.  Other  men  in  better  neighbourhoods 
depended  largely  on  the  sale  of  their  own  preparations, 
eked  out  by  counter  prescribing.  A  return  to  this  state 
of  things  may  be  neither  probable  nor  desirable  ;  .  but 
by  the  help  of  Insurance  work — and  Insurance  work  does 
not  exclude  counter  prescribing — a  living,  and  a  fairly 
good  one,  may  still  be  got  on  comparatively  small 
returns. 

One  of  your  Correspondents 

asks  for  the  opinion  of  the 
trade  on  the  practice  of  sending  trade  terms  on  post- 
cards. Possibly  there  may  be  some  ground  for  the 
objection  made  against  it,  but  as  an  old  subpostmaster  of 
long  standing  I  should  say  that  it  may  very  easily  be 
exaggerated  and  is  probably  outweighed  by  other  con- 
siderations. Post  Office  officials,  so  far  as  my  experience 
goes,  are  not  in  the  habit  of  paying  undue  attention  to 
postcards,  especially  not  to  printed  ones ;  and  if  they 
were  it  is  not  likely  that  such  cards  as  are  referred  to 
would  mean  much  to  them.  In  any  case  they  would 
pass  unnoticed  in  unsealed  envelopes  at  a  halfpenny 
each,  in  which  they  would,  I  suppose,  if  properly 
worded,  come  under  the  head  of  "  printed  papers."  I 
remember,  indeed,  having  once  had  my  eyes  opened  as 
to  the  prime  cost  of  mainsprings  to  watches,  but  that 
was  in  a  telegram,  not  on  a  postcard. 

Freud's  Theory 

of  the  origin  of  dreams  can,  I  presume,  be 
tested  by  a  trivial  instance  as  well  as  by  one  apparently 
more  serious.  I  venture  therefore  to  submit  a  dream— 
or,  rather,  two  dreams — of  my  own  to  the  reader's 
judgment.  I  have  recently  been  ill  in  bed,  and  the 
other  day  I  noticed  that  a  lady  visitor  who  sat  between 
me  and  the  fire  was  wearing  a  hat  with  an  unusually 
wide  brim.  During  the  night  that  followed  I  dreamt 
that  an  old  assistant  of  mine  (who,  by  the  way,  has 
been  dead  for  some  years)  was  sending  off  the  errand  boy 
with  a  hat  with  grotesquely  wide  brims  to  a  neighbouring 
hatshop.  "  And  mind  you,"  he  said,  "  you  are  not  to 
say  who  sent  it."  Then  I  woke,  but  later  in  the  night 
I  slept  and  dreamt  again.  I  was  opening  my  morning 
paper,  and  the  first  thing  I  saw  was  a  letter  from  that 
hatshop  proprietor  saying  that  he  was  quite  unmoved 
by  the  absurdly  large  hat  that  Mr.  So-and-so  had  sent 
him  (my  name  was  mentioned),  as  no  article  even  remotely 
approaching  it  in  size  had  ever  left  his  shop,  and  in 
any  case  he  only  supplied  such  hats  as  his  customers 
demanded,  and  was  in  no  sense  responsible  for  the 
fashions.  The  point  of  the  story  is  that  I  had  only 
noticed  my  friend's  hat  casually,  for  not  more^  than 
an  instant,  and  had  never  thought  of  it  again,  much 
less  felt  or  suppressed  a  wish  that  it  were  either  bigger 
or  less  than  it  actually  was.  Is  there  any  Joseph  who 
can  explain  the  "  complex  "  that  caused  my  dreams?

Editorial  Articles 

Encephalitis  Lethargica 

Epidemic  encephalitis,  or  sleepy  sickness  as  it  is  called, 
is  attracting  much  attention  owing  to  the  many  reports  of 
cases  occurring  in  various  parts  of  Great  Britain.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  a  revised  version  of  a 
memorandum  on  the  subject,  which  was  first  brought  out 
in  1921.  This  contains  a  summary  of  the  chief  features 
of  the  disease,  and  as  we  have  received  several  requests 
for  information  on  the  subject  we  commend  the  pamphlet 
to  our  readers.  The  disease  has  been  known  for  some 
centuries,  but  it  is  only  in  modern  times  that  a  definite 
clinical  and  pathological  study  has  been  made  of  it. 
Encephalitis  lethargica  is  widespread,  and  during  the 
past  five  years,  epidemics  have  occurred  in  Europe,  Asia, 
.America,  and  Australasia.  In  England  and  Wales  there 
were  1,470  cases  notified  in  1921,  1,025  in  1923,  and  during 
the  first  twenty  weeks  of  this  year  2,468  cases  were  noti- 
fied, compared  with  1,155  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1921.  The  winter  and  spring  months  show  the  highest 
prevalence.  One  of  the  most  characteristic  symptoms  of 
the  disease  is  progressive  lethargy  and  stupor  due  to  a 
lesion  in  or  about  the  nuclei  of  the  third  pair  of  cranial 
nerves.  From  a  clinical  point  of  view  three  types  are 
distinguishable  :  (1)  General  disturbance  of  the  functions 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  but  without  localisation; 

(2)  various  localisations  in  the  central  nervous  system; 

(3)  mild  or  so-called  abortive  cases.  After  a  period  of 
incubation,  the  duration  of  which  cannot  at  present  be 
specified,  a  prodromal  period  ensues;  this  includes  the 
first  seven  days,  but  may  extend  to  two  or  three  weeks, 
during  which  lethargic  somnolence,  headache,  double 
vision"  general  lassitude,  and  occasionally  vomiting  and 
diarrhoea  may  occur.  Soreness  or  dryness  of  the  throat 
may  also  be  present.  The  acute  symptoms  which  follow 
include     a    febrile     temperature    (101°    to    102°  F.), 
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marked  asthenia,  stupor  (alternating  often  with  nocturnal 
delirium),  difficulties  in  speech,  and  spasmodic  twitch- 
ings  of  the  face  and  limbs.  Skin  eruptions  are  occasion- 
ally noted.  There  is  no  characteristic  rash ;  an  erythema 
is  most  often  seen,  but  the  eruption  may  be  petechial, 
papular,  morbilliform  or  scarlatiniform.  The  rashes 
when  present  appear  early  in  the  disease  and  during  the 
pyrexial  period.  They  are  transient,  fading  in  24  hours 
as  a  rule.  In  the  type  of  the  disease  with  localisa- 
tions in  the  central  nervous  system,  paralysis  of  accom- 
modation with  diplopia  is  very  frequent  and  occurs  early. 
There  may  be  ophthalmoplegia,  external  or  internal,  with 
ptosis.  The  muscle1*  innervated  by  the  facial  nerve  may 
also  be  paralysed  as  well  as  the  muscles  of  the  tongue 
and  pharynx,  etc.,  rarely  those  of  the  limbs.  The  para- 
lysis is  progressive  in  character.  Sensory  troubles  are 
the  exception.  There  is  often  urinary  or  fsecal  incon- 
tinence and  sometimes  retention  of  urine.  Death  appears 
due  to  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  nervous  centres.  It 
is  preceded  by  an  increase  in  delirium  and  stupor  merg- 
ing into  coma.  It  occurs  most  frequently  before  the  end 
of  the  third  week.  The  severest  cases  lie  in  bed  like  a 
log  or  resemble  a  waxen  image  in  the  lack  of  expression 
and  of  mobility.  The  immobility  may  be  accompanied  by 
catalepsy.  Various  degrees  of  stupor  have  been  noted. 
The  condition  may  be  one  of  deep  coma  with  open  eyes, 
total  lack  of  facial  expression  and  inability  to  be  roused. 
"  More  commonly  the  condition  is  not  so  grave,  but  the 
patients  are  in  a  profound  sleep  from  which  they  can  bo 
roused  to  answer  questions  or  to  partake  of  food.  When 
undisturbed  they  quickly  lapse  again  into  stupor.  Cer- 
tain patients  resent  being  roused  and  display  intense 
irritability  or  utter  moaning  cries  when  touched.  The 
duration  of  the  stupor  is  very  variable.  It  may  last  for 
only  two  or  three  days,  or  more  often  may  persist  for 
two  to  five  or  even  eight  weeks.  Periods  of  remission 
may  occur  in  the  oourse  of  the  malady.  The  onset  of 
coma,  although  grave,  does  not  always  imply  a  fatal 
issue.  Many  patients  display  extreme  emotion  and  are 
"  childish  "  in  demeanour.  It  is  added  that  in  the  pre- 
sent epidemic  the  clinical  type  of  case  is  less  severe  than 
in  1921.  The  after  effects  of  the  disease  are  often  severe, 
involving  partial  paralysis.  As  regards  the  treatment, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  admit  that  no  specific  treatment 
is  available.  The  patient,  so  soon  as  the  disease  is 
recognised,  should  be  confined  to  bed  and  isolated  from 
other  members  of  the  household,  or  if  in  hospital,  should 
be  nursed  in  a  separate  ward  or  on  a  "  barrier  "  system. 
The  services  of  a  trained  nurse  are  almost  essential,  and 
if  they  cannot  be  provided,  removal  to  hospital  is  advis- 
able. In  severe  cases  day  and  night  attendance  are 
required.  In  violent  intervals  of  delirium  the  patient 
has  to  be  nursed  on  a  mattress  on  the  floor.  In  many 
instances  transient  or  permanent  relief,  with  diminution 
of  stupor,  follsws  on  the  withdrawal  of  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  by  lumbar  puncture.  When  this  improvement 
results,  lumbar  puncture  may  be  repeated,  with  due  pre- 
cautions, at  intervals,  according  to  the  condition  of  the 
patient.  It  is  seldom  advisable  to  administer  hypnotics, 
morphine  or  other  preparation  of  opium;  urotropine,  if 
prescribed,  should  be  administered  in  small  doses  with 
caution  and  the  urine  should  be  tested  daily  for  blood 
and  albumen.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  degree 
of  infectivity  from  person  to  person  is  of  a  low  order. 
It  is  only  seldom  that  association  can  be  traced  between 
the  cases  which  are  notified,  and  one  case  in  the  household 
is  rarely  followed  bv  a  second.  At  the  same  time,  it  is 
recommended  that,  as  a  precautionary  measure  against 
infection,  antiseptic  nasal  sprays  or  throat  gargles  should 
be  advised,  such  as  (1)  1  per  cent,  solution  of  hydrogen 
peroxide ;  (2)  a  solution  of  potassium  permanganate  (1  in 
5,000)  in  0.8  per  cent,  solution  of  sodium  chloride;  or 
(3)  liq.  sodse  chlorinatse,  0.5  per  cent.  The  room  in 
which  any  infected  person  has  been  nursed  should  be  well 
cleansed  and  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the  illness. 


Facts  About  Mercury 

The  articles  which  have  recently  appeared  in  our 
columns  dealing  with  the  position  of  mercury 
have  been  followed  with  close  attention  in  German  in- 
dustrial circles,  and  in  discussing  this  important  question 
the  "  Rheinisch-Westfalische  Zeitung,"  the  authoritative 
mouthpiece  of  the  Rhenish  heavy  industry,  and  the 
"  Chemische  Industrie,"  the  official  organ  of  the  Associa-' 
tion  for  the  Protection  of  the  Interests  of  Germany's 
Chemical  Industry,  base  their  comments  on  the  facts  and 
figures  published  by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  The 
matter  is  one  of  considerable  importance  to  German  in- 
dustry, since  that  country's  normal  annual  requirements 
amount  to  about  one-quarter  of  the  world's  total  produc- 
tion of  mercury  (estimated  to  aggregate  4,000  tons), 
chiefly  for  the  manufacture  of  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products,  large  quantities  of  which  are  exported. 
In  1923  Germany  imported  443  tons  of  mercury,  com- 
pared with  951  tons  in  1913  and  535  tons  in  1922,  Italy 
being  the  chief  source  of  supply ;  purchases  in  Great 
Britain  declining  from  92  tons  in  1922  to  only  5.4  tons  in 
1923.  An  interesting  review  of  the  developments  which 
have  taken  place  since  1912  in  the  mercury  market  is  con- 
tained in  an  article  published  by  our  German  contem- 
porary, as  a  complementary  contribution  to  the  subject,' 
of  which  we  reproduce  the  more  important  statements. 
The  principal  sources  of  supply  of  mercury,  it  is  stated, 
are  the  mines  of  Idria  in  Carinthia,  Monte  Amiata  in> 
Tuscany,  Atmaden  in  Spain,  and  California.  In  1912 
the.  London  house  of  Rothschild  concluded  an 
agreement  with  the  Spanish  Government  (the  mines 
of  Almaden  are  the  property  of  the  Spanish  State 
and  yield  about  one-third  of  the  world's  total, 
output  of  mercury).  According  to  the  terms  of  this 
agreement  the  marketing  of  the  entire  output  of  the  mines 
of  Almaden,  with  the  exception  of  500  bottles  reserved  for 
Spanish  industries,  was  entrusted  to  the  house  of  Roth- 
schild on  the  following  basis  :  the  minimum  sale  price  was 
fixed  at  £7  sterling  per  bottle  of  34.5  kilos  ;  if  the  sale 
price  exceeded  £8  2s.  the  house  of  Rothschild  participated 
to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent,  in  the  excess.  Further,  the- 
Spanish  Government  allowed  a  commission  of  1.25  per 
cent,  on  the  net  sale  price,  and  in  addition  paid  6s.  on' 
every  bottle  of  mercury  exported.  By  tnis  contract, 
which  was  to  run  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  the  house  of  . 
Rothschild  held  in  its  hands  the  entire  trade  in  mercury, 
thus  assuming  the  heritage  of  the  Fuggers  of  Augsburg, 
who  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  exploited 
the  Spanish  mines.  During  the  war  large  quantities  of 
mercury  were  required  for  the  manufacture  of  detonators 
and  antiseptics,  and  the  house  of  Rothschild  derived  a 
considerable  revenue  from  the  mercury  business.  At  the 
same  time  steps  were  taken  to  increase  materially  the 
production  of  mercury,  particularly  in  America,  with  the 
result  that  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  large  stocks 
had  accumulated,  and  the  price  fell  from  about  £22  to 
£8  or  £9  per  bottle.  In  the  Peace  Treaty  the  Austrian 
mines  at  Idria  were  ceded  to  Italy,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  possession  of  these  mines,  together  with  those  of 
Monte  Amiata,  Italy  has  now  become  the  chief  source  of 
supply  of  mercury  with  a  maximum  annual  output  of 
about  1,600  tons.  Owing  to  the  low  prices  then  ruling 
only  the  richer  ores  were  extracted,  and  for  this  reason 
production  fell,  especially  in  Italy  and  in  America.  In 
Spain,  constant  labour  troubles  were  responsible  for  a 
reduction  of  the  output  by  about  one-half  ;  indeed,  mining 
operations  occasionally  ceased  entirely.  During  this 
period  of  depression  the  house  of  Rothschild  succeeded 
(says  our  oontemporary)  in  renewing  the  agreement  with 
Spain.  However,  nothing  definite  has  transpired  regard- 
ing the  stipulations  contained  in  the  new  contract.  At  the 
same  time  the  Rothschilds  are  credited  with  having 
acquired  control  over  the  Italian  production  of  mercury, 
possibly  indirectly  by  granting  credits  at  favourable 
rates.  Production  is  insufficient  to  meet  actual  require-! 
ments,  and  the  house  of  Rothschild  is  once  again  in  a 
position  to  gather  a  fat  harvest  as  the  fruit  of  ite  far- 
seeing  financial  policy. 
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The  Linseed  Oil  Market 

All  indications  point  to  the  fact  that  there  will  be  much 
larger  supplies  of  linseed  available  this  season  to  meet 
the  world's  requirements.  At  the  same  time  there  has 
been  rather  more  vitality  lately  in  both  linseed  and  oil, 
and  decidedly  firmer  conditions  have  obtained  as  the 
result  of  stronger  American  support  of  the  market.  As 
"we  suggested  in  our  issue  of  February  16  (pp.  236-237) 
dealing  with  the  position  of  linseed  oil,  developments 
continue  to  depend  in  no  small  degree  on  the  American 
demand.  Recently  this  demand  has  asserted  itself 
on  a  larger  scale  for  shipments  of  Argentine  seed, 
as  had  been  generally  anticipated,  and  there  is  a  good 
prospect  of  this  continuing  for  some  time.  The  outlook 
has  certainly  been  strengthened  appreciably,  although  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  linseed  at  anything  upward  of  £18 
per  ton  is  still  very  dear,  especially  considering  that  this 
season's  total  world's  resources  promise  to  be  greater 
than  ever  before,  thanks  to  the  much  heavier  River 
Plate  yield.  This  obviously  is  an  important  factor  to 
keep  well  in  mind  in  the  event  of  any  slackening  in  the 
general  demand,  but  for  the  present,  market  potentialities 
are  rather  the  other  way  and  might  in  fact  be  still  more 
so  but  for  the  obscure  aspect  of  the  Continental  trades 
under  adverse  political  and  economic  situation.  More 
recent  reports  relating  to  the  state  of  the  transatlantic 
trade  state  that  there  is  no  accumulation  of  oil  stocks 
worth  mentioning  in  crushers'  hands,  owing  to  the  good 
demand  from  consumers,  although  prospects  in  the  oil 
and  paint  manufacturing  branches  cannot  be  said  to  be 
as  good  as  they  were  in  the  previous  year.  Seed  crushers, 
nevertheless,  appear  to  be  assured  of  well-sustained 
activity  for  some  time,  while  the  carrying  on  of  their 
operations  depends  in  a  large  measure  on  the  continuation 
of  good  supplies  from  the  Argentine,  although  the  total 
American  takings  for  the  current  year  are  not  expected 
to  be  anything  like  so  heavy  as  for  the  preceding  year, 
when  they  amounted  to  considerably  over  half  a  million 
tons.  The  receipts  of  linseed  on  this  side  have  been  very 
well  absorbed  of  late,  the  aggregate  for  the  first  five 
months  of  this  year  at  182,246  tons  being  somewhat 
short  of  the  returns  for  the  same  period  last  year ; 
and  it  is  rather  significant  that  although  incoming 
supplies  since  have  been  on  a  fairly  liberal  scale,  this 
has  had  but  little  or  only  temporary  effect  on  the  trend 
of  prices  beyond  reducing  by  a  mere  fraction  the  notable 
premium  which  was  generally  realised  for  spot  or  near 
arrival.  Home  crushers  have  adhered  to  a  conservative 
policy  in  providing  for  their  needs,  while  their  margin 
of  profit  on  mill  operations  is  distinctly  lean.  There  is 
a  good  possibility  of  considerably  larger  quantities  of 
River  Plate  seed  coming  forward  to  European  ports 
towards  the  autumn,  if  not  before,  unless  something 
goes  seriously  amiss  with  the  North  American  crops, 
the  acreage  for  which,  according  to  recent  advices,  is 
understood  to  have  been  considerably  enlarged.  So  far  it 
certainly  cannot  be  said  that  the  full  weight  of  the 
Argentine  crop  is  making  itself  felt  as  regards  exports 
to  Great  Britain.  India-  this  season  has  increased  her 
acreage  under  linseed,  but  the  total  of  her  crop,  which 
should  be  roughly  550,000  tons,  will  be  rather  less  than 
last  season.  Up  to  now  Indian  shippers  have  not  been 
very  anxious  to  push  offers  on  the  European  markets,  so 
that  their  c.i.f.  terms  still  stand  at  a  fairly  large 
premium,  amounting  to  close  on  £2  per  ton,  com- 
pared with  those  ruling  for  Argentine  seed,  the  latter 
having  been  lately  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £18  per  ton 
for  near  shipment.  In  the  earlier  part  of  May  the 
London  spot  price  of  linseed  oil  fell  away  to  £37  per 
ton,  which  is  £1  under  the  extreme  lowest  point  touched 
last  year,  but  the  market  hardened  quietly  for  some 


time  past  to  about  £40  10s.,  forward  positions  improving 
more  or  less  in  sympathy,  the  discount  on  September- 
December  contracts  in  which  business  has  been  transacted 
at  around  £37  10s.  thus  amounting  to  about  £3  per  ton. 
Whether  this  figure  is  fully  justified  on  the  marked 
abundance  of  seed  supplies  looked  for  over  the  remainder 
of  this  year,  is  open  to  question,  albeit  speculative 
interest  appears  to  have  been  attracted  on  a  fair  scale 
on  that  basis.  In  the  course  of  last  week,  the  tone  of 
the  market  became  more  particularly  firmer,  with  clear 
indications  of  quite  active  buying  by  consumers  and 
dealers  practically  in  all  positions,  despite  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  some  slackening  off  in  the  demand  for 
linseed  at  the  recent  advance.  The  current  price  of  spot 
oil  here  is  still  about  £14  under  the  extreme  figure 
touched  last  February  of  £55.  It  would  seem  as  though 
the  stability  of  the  market  promises  to  be  at  least  well 
maintained,  due  to  the  firmer  tendency  of  the  River  Plate 
and  American  markets.  Our  export  trade  in  linseed  oil 
(  has  been  sustained  within  the  last  month  or  two  on  a 
moderately  good  scale,  while  the  quantities  coming  into 
this  country  from  the  Continent  so  far  this  year  have 
remained  almost  negligible.  At  the  same  time,  the  fact 
has  to  be  noted  that  the  shipments  of  seed  to  the  Con- 
tinent, especially  Belgium  and  Holland,  have  been  in- 
creasing for  some  time  past,  but,  of  course,  it  will  be 
some  considerable  time  yet  before  pre-war  conditions  can 
be  restored  in  the  Continental  crushing  industry,  the 
chief  stumbling  block  being  the  seriously  debased  state 
of  the  rates  of  exchange  and  the  acute  lack  of  credit 
facilities  in  Germany. 

Curing  Foot=and-Mouth  Disease 

Enormous  losses  have  been  incurred  in  this  country  by 
the  policy  of  immediate  slaughter  of  any  cattle  affected 
with  foot-and-mouth  disease.  It  is  somewhat  of  a 
reflection  on  the  "state  of  veterinary  knowledge  that  this 
crude  process  of  slaughter  has  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture.  It  is,  we  believe,  illegal  to 
attempt  to  treat  the  disease.  And  yet  from  time  to  time 
curative  agents  have  been  stated  to  have  a  wonderful 
effect.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  Ph.C,  for  instance,  informs 
us  that  a  correspondent  of  his,  an  English  farmer  living 
in  Hungary,  assures  him  that  in  Hungary  and  Rumania 
the  local  application  of  a  solution  of  copper  sulphate 
is  a  speedy  cure.  The  strength  of  the  solution  employed 
is  3^  oz.  or  7  oz.  of  copper  sulphate  to  two  gallons  of 
water,  th.9  weaker  liquid  being  applied  to  the  mouth, 
nose  and  eyes  by  means  of  a  piece  of  sacking,  whilst 
the  stronger  solution  is  employed  for  washing  the  feet. 
It  does  not  matter  if  a  little  of  the  liquid  is  swallowed. 
Mr.  Holmes's  correspondent  has  also  used  the  copper 
sulphate  treatment  for  diseases  of  poultry  and  pheasants. 
The  remedy  is  cheap  and  safe,  and  it  seems  time  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  a  trial  of  the  remedy. 
The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  have  issued  a  leaflet 
describing  the  symptoms  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  the 
wording  of  which  we  reproduce  : — • 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  the  animal  is  lame  and 
frequently  smacks  its  lips,  and  shows  by  the  movement  of  its 
tongue  that  the  mouth  is  the  seat  of  suffering :  and  the 
saliva  flows  freely  from  the  mouth.  An  examination  of  the 
mouth  shows  the  existence  of  vesicles  on  the  tongue  and  on 
the  inner  part  of  the  upper  lip  and  on  the  pad.  These 
vesicles  show  themselves  in  the  form  of  a  tough  white  skin 
which  can  be  easily  stripped  off,  and  a  red,  raw  surface  is 
found  beneath.  The  animal  seldom  refuses  food,  but  rolls 
it  about  in  its  mouth,  and  often  drops  it  instead  of  swallow- 
ing it.  In  most  instances  the  feet  are  affected  as  well  as  the 
mouth,  and  blisters  will  form  between  the  toes  and  on  the 
heels  between  hair  and  hoof,  causing  the  animal  to  walk 
tenderly,  and  frequently  to  catch  up  one  foot  after  the  othoi 
and  shake  it  as  if  to  dislodge  something  which  was  pro- 
ducing pain.  In  milch  cows  the  teats  may  be  affected  with 
vesicles,  especially  at  the  opening  of  the  milk  duct.  This 
often,  leads  to  sores  and  crusts  being  formed,  which  prevent 
the  ready  flow  of  the  milk.  The  disease  frequently  exists 
simultaneously  among  the  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  of  the 
farm. 
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Grattan's  of  Belfast  in  1867-69 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Grattan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Belfast, 
reach  their  first  centenary  next  year,  the  following  remi- 
niscences by  Mr.  R.  Thomson,  Elgin,  a  pharmaceutical 
veteran  who  was  a  junior  assistant  with  Messrs.  Grattan 
fifty-six  years  ago,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

Shortly  before  the  end  of  my  apprenticeship  in  a  little 
branch  shop  in  a  mining  village  in  the  West  of  Fife, 
I  got  a  note  from  the  young  man  who  had  been  my 
senior  in  that  shop  during  the  first  few  months  of 
my  apprenticeship,  suggesting  that  if  I  applied  to 
Grattan  &  Co.,  of  Belfast,  where  he  was  at  that  time, 
I  might  get  in  there  as  a  junior  assistant;  accordingly 
I  applied,  and  was  engaged  to  begin  work  there  on 
September  16,  1867,  at  a  salary  of  £50  a  year,  outdoors. 
I  was  immensely  pleased  at  the  thought  of  getting 
such  a  large  salary,  even  though  1  had  to  go  to  Belfast 
to  get  it,  as  I  had  only  been  getting  6s.  a  week  to 
manage  the  little  branch  shop  during  the  last  six  months 
of  my  apprenticeship,  and  at  that  time  junior  assistants 
in  Scotland  seldom  got  more  than  13s.  or  14s.  a  week 
to  begin  with.  I  soon  found,  however,  after  I  got  to 
Belfast,  that  it  would  require  very  careful  living  on 
my  part  to  keep  within  my  good  salary  after  paying 
for  lodgings,  food,  and  respectable  clothing  for  a  whole 
year.  I  managed  it,  however,  and  saved  a  few  pounds 
out  of  it  to  send  home  during  the  first  year. 

A  few  days  before  I  had  to  start  work  in  Belfast 
I  left  a  good  home,  and  one  of  the  best  mothers  that 
ever  lived,  with  a  very  sad  heart,  proceeded  by  an 
early-morning  train  to  Glasgow,  where  I  spent  the  day, 
and  went  down  in  the  evening  to  Greenock  in  time 
to  catch  the  mail  boat,  a  paddle  steamer.  I  stood  on 
the  upper  deck  that  night  for  two  hours  alone,  gazing 
at  the  gradually  disappearing  lights  on  each  side  of  the 
Clyde,  and  thinking  much  of  "  home,  sweet  home  "  till 
we  got  down  to  Ailsa  Craig,  the  big  rock  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  Clyde,  where  all  was  dark.  I  then  turned 
in  to  my  bunk  for  the  night,  and  was  up  again  by 

5  a.m.,  just  as  we  were  entering  Belfast  Lough;  by 

6  o'clock  we  were  alongside  the  quay.  I  looked  anxiously 
around  for  my  friend,  who  had  promised  to  meet  me 
at  the  boat ;  but  he  was  nowhere  to  be  seen,  so  I  hired 
a  jaunting  car  and  drove  to  his  lodgings.  A  kindly 
old  Irish  servant  opened  the  door  for  me  and  showed 
me  up  to  his  bedroom,  where  I  found  him  lying  on 
the  top  of  his  bed  with  his  clothes  on,  half -drunk ; 
he  said  he  had  been  on  the  spree  the  night  before, 
and  had  forgotten  all  about  my  coming.  He  invited  me 
to  turn  in  till  9  o'clock,  when  he  would  take  me  down 
to  breakfast ;  but  I  preferred  to  recline  on  his  trunk 
till  that  hour,  as  there  was  no  chair  in  his  room  to 
sit  on.  Such  was  my  reception  on  first  leaving  home 
and  arriving  in  Ireland.  In  the  course  of  that  forenoon 
I  donned  my  tall  hat,  as  I  had  been  told  that  all 
the  assistants  there  wore  "  chimney-pot  "  hats,  or 
"  lums,"  as  they  are  commonly  called  in  Scotland,  and 
reported  my  arrival  at  Grattan's.  Next  day,  Sunday, 
was  my  seventeenth  birthday — too  young  to  have  gone 
anywhere  as  an  assistant,  especially  to  a  house  like 
Grattan's.  My  friend  took  me  up  to  the  shop  in  the 
forenoon  to  introduce  me  to  some  of  the  assistants,  and 
on  the  way  up  he  told  me  there  were  two  sets  of  fellows 
in  the  shop — a  quiet  set  who  went  to  church  and  other- 
wise behaved  well,  and  a  fast  set  who  went  to  public- 
houses  and  theatres  at  night.  He  advised  me  to  cast 
in  my  lot  with  the  quiet  set,  as  he  had  got  into  the 
fast  and  couldn't  get  out ;  and  he  never  did  get  out — 
it  proved  his  ruin  a  few  years  after.  I  did  as  he 
advised,  and  would  have  done  that  in  any  case. 

Next  morning  I  entered  Grattan's,  and  was  told  by 
the  manager  that  my  place  would  be  at  the  end  of  the 
front  counter,  beside  my  friend.  I  had  not  been  long 
there  before  I  could  plainly  see  that  the  experience  I 
had  got  during  my  apprenticeship  counted  for  little  or 
nothing  in  a  house  like  Grattan's,  where  there  was  a 
constant  stream  of  good-class  work  coming  in  daily,  so 
I  soon  began  to  get  into  trouble  by  making  mistakes 
of  one  kind  and  another.     Each  assistant  in  the  front 


department  had  a  reserve  job  to  go  hack  to  when  he 
had  no  customer  to  attend.  My  friend  had  seidlitz 
powders  to  put  into  packets,  and  I  had  pills  of  various 
kinds  to  put.  into  different-sized  boxes,  label,  and  finish 
off.  Before  long  some  of  my  pill-boxes  began  to  come 
back  with  the  complaint  that  there  were  no  pills  in 
them.  I  was  a  dreamer  then,  and  have  been  more  or 
less  all  my  life,  and  while  working  at  my  pills  I  had 
allowed  my  thoughts  to  stray  elsewhere.  I  thought  I  would 
soon  get  the  "  sack,"  but  in  their  goodness  of  heart  my 
employers  gave  me  a  longer  chance.  Within  a  month 
or  two  from  the  time  I  went  there  a  rumour  went  round 
the  shop  that  there  was  another  assistant  coming  from 
Dunfermline.  I  knew  who  that  would  be — a  young  man 
I  had  known  well  during  my  apprenticeship;  I  also 
knew  that  in  him  I  would  have  a  good  friend  who 
would  help  to  pilot  me  through  my  rocky  channel,  as 
he  was  a  few  years  my  senior.  And  I  was  not  mistaken  ; 
whenever  I  got  into  a  difficulty  of  any  kind  I  went 
to  him,  and  he  did 
his  best  to  get  me 
out  of  it.  That 
young  man  has 
been  a  very  good 
friend  of  mine  for 
more  than  half  a 
century.  He  is 
now  a  well-known 
old  doctor  in 
Edinburgh,  where 
he  has  befn  in 
practice  for  the 
best  part  of  fifty 
years ;  and  were  it 
not  for  his  silvery- 
white  hair .  he 
might  still  pass  as 
a  young  man — he 
has  taken  such 
good  care  of  him- 
self (and  others) 
during  all  these 
years.  While  we 
were  in  Grattan's 
his  age  and  mine 
added  amounted  to 
about  forty  -  two 
years ;  lately  we 
played  a  few 
rounds  of  golf  on 
the  Elgin  and 
Lossiemouth  golf 
courses,  when  our 
ages  had  advanced 
to  nearly  150 
years. 

To  go  back  to  Grattan's.  Old  Mr.  John  Grattan,  the 
founder  of  that  great  firm  in  1825,  was  still  alive  when 
I  was  there  in  1867-69.  He  was  a  "  grand  old  man," 
in  the  finest  sense  of  these  words  :  tall,  stout,  and 
with  a  splendid  head  development;  he  impressed  me 
as  being  a  man  who  might  have  filled  with  dignity 
the  position  of  Lord  Chancellor  of  England.  It  was 
inspiring  to  see  him  coming  in  from  his  jaunting  car 
in  the  morning,  with  his  swaying  walk,  saluting  us 
all  in  the  most  hearty  manner  as  he  passed  through 
with  "Good  morning,  gentlemen";  and  he  never  went 
up  to  his  private  room  on  the  first  floor  without  going- 
round  to  the  dispensing  department  to  salute  Mr. 
Green,  the  manager  of  that  department,  for  whom  he 
had  a  great  regard,  as  indeed  we  all  had. 

Mr.  Green  was  then  a  comparatively  young  man, 
with  fine  intellectual  forehead,  and  a  wide  range  of 
knowledge  of  pharmacy,  chemistry,  and  materia  medica. 
I  don't  think  any  chemist  in  Great  Britain  ever  passed 
through  his  hands  in  the  course  of  a  lifetime  as  many 
prescriptions  as  Mr.  Green  did  during  the  nearly  fifty 
years  he  was  actively  engaged  at  that  work  in  Grattan's. 
He  was  also  a  very  even-tempered  man.  I  could  not 
remember  ever  having  seen  him  angry  during  the  two 
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years  1  was  there,  though  he  had  often  great  cause  to 
be  by  the  slow  and  shirking  ways  of  some  of  the  assis- 
tants in  his  department.  He  became  a  director  when 
the  firm  was  formed  into  a  limited  company  years  after. 
Many  chemists  in  Scotland  who  passed  through  Grattan's 
in  Mr.  Green's  time,  including  the  veteran  secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edinburgh,  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill,  will  be  glad  to  know  that  he  is  still  alive;  and 
though  he  has  now  reached  an  age  long  beyond  the 
"  allotted  span,"  and  is  not  able  to  be  at  business  now, 
owing  to  failing  eyesight,  he  is  still  able  to  take  long 
walks  and  to  do  a  little  gardening.  Here  let  me  say 
that  I  had  occasion  to  write  my  friend  the  old  doctor 
in  Edinburgh  recently,  and,  having  mentioned  Grattan's, 
he  wrote  in  reply  the  following  high  tribute  to  old  Mr. 
Grattan  :  "  He  was  indeed  one  of  nature's  gentlemen, 
and  a  man  of  outstanding  merit.  He  impressed  us  with 
his  great  personal  strength,  his  massive  frame,  his  strong 
face  and  shapely  head,  his  encyclopaedic  knowledge  on 
all  subjects  pertaining  to  pharmacology.  Over  and  above 
all  good  qualities  was  his  goodness  of  heart  and  kindly 
interest  in  his  employees.  I  can  never  forget  when  I 
was  laid  on  a  sick  bed  in  Corporation  Street,  with  what 
was  considered  to  be  enteric  fever ;  the  old  ^gentleman 
would  walk  into  my  bedroom  sometimes  between  seven 
and  eight  in  the  morning.  After  I  got  better  he  sent 
me  home  for  a  month,  and  gave  me  an  extra  £5  note 
over  my  salary.  He  '  did  good  by  stealth,  and  blushed 
to  find  it  fame.'  "  Further,  he  suggests  that  I  should 
refer  to  the  care  exercised  in  the  dispensing  of  prescrip- 
tions in  Grattan's.  He  says  :  "  Their  system  I  consider 
as  second  to  none  that  I  have  heard  of,  for  careful 
dispensing  and  accuracy  in  method,  and  skilful  knowledge 
under  Mr.  Green's  ever-watchful  eye." 

Mr.  Pring,  the  junior  partner  of  the  firm,  and  son- 
in-law  of  Mr.  Grattan,  was  in  his  prime  when  I  was 
there.  He  was  a  very  handsome  man — the  finest-looking 
man  I  ever  saw  behind  a  chemist's  counter  or  any  other 
counter — and  he  was  a  master  of  the  art  of  attending  to 
good-class  people,  though  he  seldom  came  forward  to 
the  front  counter — he  had  so  much  else  to  do  in  the 
general  management  of  the  business.  His  brilliant  eyes 
simply  flashed  round  the  shop,  keeping  us  all  alive  to 
our  duty  of  attending  to  customers.  Mr.  Yoxall,  a 
gentlemanly  Englishman,  was  manager  of  the  front 
department,  and  had  a  very  good  manner  for  front- 
counter  work.  Shortly  after  I  went  to  Grattan's  one 
of  the  duties  assigned  to  me  by  the  manager  was  to 
go  out  at  once  to  all  carriages  that  drew  up  to  the 
door.  I  did  not  think  this  very  judicious,  as  of  course 
those  who  came  in  carriages  were  nearly  all  good-class 
people  who  would  expect  a  more  experienced  assistant 
to  attend  to  them.  This  was  soon  proved  to  my  satis- 
faction when  one  day  a  splendid  four-in-hand  coach 
drew  up  at  the  door.  I  hesitated  for  a  moment  to  go 
out,  but  went,  and  the  lady  owner  of  the  coach,  a 
loud-spoken  madam,  shouted  to  me  at  the  pitch  of  her 
voice,  "  Has  Mr.  Pring  nobody  to  send  out  but  you  ?  " 
putting  great  emphasis  on  the  "  you."  All  the  ladies 
and  gentlemen  on  the  coach  laughed  heartily ;  I  smiled 
and  withdrew  into  the  shop,  not  caring  a  straw  for  the 
snub  I  had  got,  which  I  thought  applied  to  the  firm 
more  than  to  me.  I  then  asked  the  manager  to  go 
out.  It  was  amusing  to  see  how  the  assistants  would 
shuffle  about  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  that  lady  when 
she  came  into  the  shop  at  any  time,  as  no  one  cared 
to  attend  to  her,  not  even  the  manager  if  he  could  help 
it.  I  was  also  told  to  attend  to  as  many  of  the  country 
people  as  possible,  who  came  in  on  market  days,  and 
to  be  careful  not  to  supply  them  with  laudanum,  as 
some  of  them  had  the  bad  habit  of  giving  it  to  their 
children,  to  keep  them  asleep  all  day  while  they  (the 
parents)  came  in  to  the  market.  I  caught  them  repeatedly 
wanting  it  for  this  purpose,  and  they  innocently  admitted 
it,  evidently  thinking  it  a  very  good  plan ;  but  they 
didn't  get  it. 

A  Removal 

1  was  a  year  in  the  old  shop  and  a  year  in  the 
magnificent  new  one  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street — 
the  Corn  Market,  as  it  was  called,  which  faced  down 


the  High  Street;  and  was  one  of  those  who  helped 
to  move  the  whole  stock  of  the  old  shop  into  the  new 
one,  which  we  did  in  one  night.  Starting  at  8  p.m., 
we  finished  between  2  and  3  a.m.  Every  hand  in  the 
employment  of  the  firm  was '  at  it  that  night,  about 
twenty-five  in  all,  including  Mr.  Pring  and  the  two  mana- 
gers ;  and  at  10  o'clock  the  same  morning  the  assistants  all 
assembled  in  the  High  Street  and  marched  in,  in  single 
file,  to  their  appointed  places  in  the  new  establishment, 
led  by  Mr.  Green.  It  was  a  proud  morning  for  us  all. 
The  fittings  of  the  new  shop  were  made  by  Treble  & 
Sons,  of  London,  and  were  set  up  for  display  before 
being  taken  over  in  sections  to  Belfast  to  be  fixed  up 
there.  I  believe  Grattan's  was  the  largest  and  finest 
chemist's  shop  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  that  time.  I 
saw  nothing  in  London  to  compare  with  it  between  1869 
and  1875,  except  perhaps  Corbyn's  beautiful  shop  in  tho 
City,  near  the  Bank  of  England,  but  that  was  much 
smaller,  and  could  have  gone  inside  Grattan's.  The 
front  windows  of  the  new  shop  had  no  other  ornamenta- 
tion than  large  specie  jars,  Tnounted  on  ebony  stands, 
edged  with  gold  leaf.  On  the  left  as  you  entered  there 
was  a  complete  set  of.  bottles,  pink  pots,  and  drawers, 
and  on  the  opposite  side  a  perfect  set  of  wallcases  and 
cupboards;    in  front  of  these  was  a  beautiful  large  glass

showcase.  On  the  same  side  there  was  a  desk,  specially 
set  apart  for  doctors,  who  frequently  came  in  to  write 
their  prescriptions.  Between  the  front  shop  and  the 
dispensing  department  there  was  a  large  archway,  on 
each  side  of  which  were  white  Corinthian  pillars  embel- 
lished with  gold  leaf,  and  over  these  an  ebony  signboard 
with  the  name  of  the  firm  engraved  in  gold.  Under 
this  was  Mr.  Pring's  desk  and  a  counter  where  four 
assistants  stood,  ready  to  attend  to  people;  my  friend 
and  I  stood  at  the  corner  of  the  front  counter.  Behind 
all  this  was  the  dispensing  counter,  36  feet  long,  and 
Mr.  Green's  counter  at  the  upper  end  of  it,  where  he 
checked  prescriptions  all  day ;  there  was  also  a  desk 
where  an  assistant  copied  prescriptions  and  wrote  labels 
constantly.  Above  the  dispensing  department  there  was 
a  balcony,  round  which  one  could  walk  and  view  the 
whole  establishment. 

The  shop  throughout  was  arranged  according  to  a  plan. 
Every  part  or  section  of  it  had  a  large  gilt  letter  of  the 
alphabet  over  it,  and  every  bottle  and  pot  had  a  gilt 
number  on  it  to  indicate  its  position  in  the  division  to 
which  it  belonged,  so  that  no  bottle  or  pot  was  ever 
allowed  to  get  out  of  place.  There  was  a  ground  plan 
of  the  shop  in  the  front  of  the  price  list,_  so  that  a 
new  assistant  had  only  to  get  an  understanding  of  that 
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plan,  and  then  look  up  the  price  list  foi  the  article  he 
wanted,  when  he  could  find  exactly  where  to  look  for 
it  without  having  to  ask  anyone  any  questions.  For 
some  time  after  the  new  shop  was  opened  it  was  occa- 
sionallv  nearly  full  of  people,  who  came  in  simply  to 
admire  it.  This  caused  some  of  the  assistants  in  the 
dispensing  department  to  waste  their  time  by  looking 
over  their  barricade  at  the  people  in  the  front  shop, 
with  the  result  that  there  were  complaints  that  the 
work  was  not  going  out  well.  This  was  mentioned  to 
Mr.  Grattan,  who  from  his  private  office  on  the  first 
floor  could  see  the  assistants  in  the  dispensing  department, 
and  having  satisfied  himself  that  they  were  not  working 
conscientiously,  he  soon  put  a  stop  to  it  by  introducing 
a  sheet  of  paper,  about  foolscap  size,  with  six  columns 
drawn  down  it,  and  at  the  top  of  each  column  initials 
for  each  assistant,  so  that  when  Mr.  Green  checked  off 
a  prescription  he  put  under  the  initials  of  the  one  who 
had  made  it  up,  the  mixture,  pills,  or  whatever  it  might 
be,  and  at  the  end  of  each  day  we  could  see  how 
many  prescriptions  each  assistant  dispensed.  Some  did 
about  forty,  others  fifty,  sixty,  seventy,  or  more.  This 
sheet  was  sent  up  every  morning  to  Mr.  Grattan,  who 
could  then  see  who  were  the  best  workers,  or  at  any 
rate  the  fastest.  After  that  we  heard  no  more  complaints 
about  the  work  not  going  out  promptly.  Mr.  Grattan 
had  a  carpenter's  shop,  adjoining  his  beautiful  house 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where  he  practised  that 
kind  of  work  as  a  hobby  or  recreation ;  there  he 
made  nearly  all  the  shelving  for  the  stockrooms  of  the 
new  establishment,  and  it  was  a  little  amusing  to  see 
him  sometimes  coming  down  through  the  streets  reclining 
on  one  side  of  his  jaunting  car,  and  his  old  coachman 
on  the  other  side  to  balance  it,  with  long  planks  of 
wood  20  to  30  ft  in  length  down  the  centrp  of  the 
car — the  old  man  utterly  indifferent  as  to  what  anyone 
might  think  of  him  coming  through  the  streets  in  that 
way.  He  fixed  up  most  of  that  shelving  himself,  assisted 
at  times  by  a  comical  little  Irishman  named  John  Hull, 
who  could  turn  his  hand  willingly  to  any  odd  job. 

A  Dogged  Scot 
There  were  two  or  three  interesting  assistants  in 
Grattan' s  in  my  time,  but  I  shall  only  mention  one — 
John  Stevenson,  who  was  on  night  duty  with  me.  He 
was  a  fine  type  of  a  dogged,  intelligent  young  Scot. 
He  had  his  mind  made  up  to  be  a  doctor,  and  was 
saving  up  every  penny  he  oould  to  attain  his  ambition. 
He  wore  gutta-percha-soled  boots  for  cheapness,  as  they 
cost  him  only  9s.  a  pair ;  and  one  morning,  coming 
down  from  night  duty,  his  gutta-percha  soles  slipped  at 
the  top  of  a  long,  narrow  wooden  stair,  which  had 
been  newly  washed,  and  he  went  to  the  bottom  like 
an  avalanche,  but  was  not  hurt.  I  met  him  three  years 
after  that  in  London,  where  he  was  an  assistant  in  a 
small  shop  near  Covent  Garden,  which  he  kept  open 
till  nearly  twelve  at  night,  and  slept  in  the  back  shop 
so  as  to  take  night  calls,  on  condition  that  he  got  out 
during  the  day  to  attend  lectures  at  Charing  Cross 
Hospital.  He  finished  his  medical  studies  and  took 
his  degree  in  Edinburgh,  then  joined  the  Army  as  a 
doctor  and  went  to  India  for  some  years.  He  was  after- 
wards in  charge  of  the  medical  stores  on  the  Nile,  when 
Sir  Garnet  Wolseley  went  up  to,  relieve  General  Gordon. 
I  "met  him  a  few  years  after  that  in  Edinburgh.  He 
was  then  a  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Army,  and  told  me 
he  would  retire  in  five  years  with  a  pension  of  £500  a 
year.  He  was  still  the  same  plain  blunt  man  as  in 
former  years,  no  pride  or  humbug  about  him,  and  he 
did  not  look  much  older  than  when  I  first  knew  him. 
He  invited  me  down  to  one  of  the  principal  restaurants 
in  the  City  to  have  some  refreshment  with  him.  This 
consisted  of  a  bowl  of  hotch-potch  for  each  of  us.  He 
said  he  had  never  taken  drink  while  abroad,  as  he 
had  seen  so  many  men  go  down  with  it,  so  he  wouldn't 
take  any  at  home.  I  had  no  difficulty  in  agreeing  with 
him,  as  at  that  time  I  re'stricted  myself  to  a  glass  of 
claret  or  a  bottle  of  ginger  beer  when  I  met  any  old 
friend.  I  have  looked  in  vain  for  his  name  in  the 
Medical  Directory  for  the  last  few  years. 


I  was  two  years  in  Grattan's  without  getting  one  full 
holiday.  I  had  the  half  of  two  Christmas  Days  and 
the  half  of  two  Easter  holidays — that  was  all.  When 
I  asked  the  manager  if  I  could  have  a  week's  holiday 
in  the  beginning  of  September  1868,  he  said,  "  No,  the 
holidays  are  all  over,  and  no  one  can  get  a  week's  holiday 
till  he  has  been  a  full  year  here."  I  was  then  a  fortnight 
short  of  it,  so  I  had  to  work  on  for  another  year— 
a  little  downheartedly,  I  confess.  At  the  end  of  that 
time  I  made  up  my  mind  to  leave  and  take  a  long 
holiday  at  home  before  going  on  to  London  to  try 
my  luck  there.  I  had  little  to  regret  in  having  gone 
to  Grattan's;  it  was,  and  still  is,  I  have  no  doubt,  a 
splendid  house  for  any  young  man  to  get  into.  I  just 
wish  I  had  been  a  few  years  older  before  I  went  there  : 
I  would  have  done  better.  When  I  told  Mr.  Pring 
I  wished  to  leave  he  said,  "  Why  do  you  want  to  leave1" 
I  thought  you  were  going  to  stay  with  us  for  years." 
I  was  pleased  to  hear  him  say  that.  I  shall  never 
forget  the  very  kindly  way  in  which  old  Mr.  Grattan 
called  me  aside  and  bade  me  good-bye,  expressing  the 
hope  that  I  would  get  on  well  in  life,  at  the  same  time 
handing  me  a  very  nice  testimonial  written  in  his  own 
beautiful  handwriting,  which  I  still  preserve,  and  will 
to  the  end  of  my  journey.

Edinburgh. — The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants'  and 
Apprentices'  Association,  on  June  11,  visited  the  medi- 
cinal herb  farm  of  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  at  Warris- 
ton.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Blackie,  Ph.C, 
a  large  company  spent  about  two  hours  in  a  most  inter- 
esting and  instructive  walk,  during  which  Mr.  Blackie 
gave  a  practical  demonstration  and  explanation  of  the 
plants  under  cultivation.  Owing  to  the  abnormal  rain- 
fall and  absence  of  sunshine,  though  the  plants  showed 
vigorous  growth,  they  were  unusually  late  and  very 
few  in  flower.  Attention  was  directed  to  a  group  of 
the  third  year's  growth  of  Atropa  belladonna,  grown 
from  American  seed,  which  yields  plants  more  vigorous 
than  the  British  plant.  A  few  ■  of  the  plants  were 
just  about  to  flower.  Another  interesting  specimen  was 
a  vigorous  plant  of  Valeriana  officinalis,  sending  out 
runners  and  growing  on  the  top  of  the  stone  and  lime 
boundary  wall  without  shelter  and  without  any  apparent 
soil.  As  the  plant  naturally  grows  in  moist  situations 
on  the  sides  of  ditches  and  streams  and  in  the  shadow 
of  damp  woods  its  growth  on  an  exposed  dry  position 
on  the  top  of  a  stone  and  lime  wall  seemed  contradic- 
tory, and  might  be  attributed  to  the  abnormally  wet 
and  sunless  weather.  Near  it  in  the  same  wall  a  flourish- 
ing plant  of  Atropa  belladonna  had  established  itself 
where  it  could  obtain  plenty'  of  the  lime  of  which  the 
text-books  say  it  is  fond.  Among  many  interesting 
plants  examined,  the  following,  classed  as  medicinal  and 
under  cultivation,  may  be  mentioned  :  Aconitum  napeUus, 
Papaver  somniferum,  Papaver  rhceas,  Chelidonium  ma)US, 
Cochlcaria  armoracia,  Cytisus  scoparius,  Glycyrrhiia 
glabra,  Conium  maeidatum,  Astranlia  major,  Grindelia 
robusta,  Inula  helenium,  Anthemis  nobilis.  The  grasses, 
Phleum  pratense,  Ci/nosurus  cristatus,  Dactylis 
glomerata,  Poa  pratensis,  ,and  Lolium  perenne,  used 
for  collecting  pollen  for  making  hay  fever  anti- 
toxin, and  Juniperus  sabina.  On  the  motion  of  Air. 
Eric  Knott  (Vice-President),  a  vote  of  thanks  for  ms 
interesting  description  and  explanations  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  Blackie,  and  also  to  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co. 
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Three  Reminiscences 

The  following  reminiscences  have  been  sent  us  by  Mr.  H.  L. 
Hunt,  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  who  qualified  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  many  years  ago  in  London. 

I 

It  had  been  a  busy  market  day  in  a  small  town  of  the 
Fen  district  of  England.  We  were  just  about  to  close 
the  shop  when  a  gentleman  stepped  in  and,  the  other 
assistants  being  busy,  asked  me — an  apprentice  of  nearly 
three  years — for  a  dose  to  relieve  his  head — stomach  no 
doubt  the  cause.  I  reached  for  the  shop  round  of  mist, 
sennas  co.,  which  sat  with  other  bottles  just  above  my 
head,  and  poured  him  out  an  ounce.  He  swallowed  this 
down,  paid  the  threepence  asked,  and  took  his  departure. 
I  was  replacing  the  bottle  when,  horror  of  horrors,  I 
saw  that  it  was  the  wrong  bottle — tr.  opii  !  Visions  of 
terrible  death,  of  judges  and  jury,  of  murder  or  man- 
slaughter flashed  into  my  suddenly  fevered  brain.  I 
snatched  up  my  cap  and  ran  into  the  night.  Instinct 
took  my  hurrying  feet  to  the  railway  station,  and  I 
took  train  into  a  country  district,  some  distance  from 
home.  I  had  a  relative  there  running  a  farm,  who  would 
think  nothing  of  my  coming  there  for  a  little  holiday. 
I  spent  a  terrible  week  of  anxiety  and  suspense,  but 
could  get  no  news  in  the  greedily  devoured  newspapers 
that  afforded  any  satisfaction.  That  the  man  must  die 
was  inevitable,  whatever  verdict  might  be  brought  in. 
Day  after  day,  of  this  awful  week,  nothing  could  be 
learned,  and  I  was  in  fear  and  dread  that  my  where- 
abouts would  be  discovered.  At  the  end  of  a  week  I 
could  contain  myself  no  longer,  and  decided  I  would 
go  back  and  try  to  find  out  what  happened.  I  arrived 
at  the  town  after  dark,  purposely,  and  hid  myself  near 
the  shop  awaiting  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  errand 
boy.  My  wait  was  riot  very  long ;  he  had  an  errand  to 
run  and  came  out ;  I  waited  till  he  was  a  safe  distance 
from  the  shop  and  made  for  him,  besieging  the  puzzled 
boy  with  questions.  Nothing  had  happened,  only  every- 
body was  asking  after  myself,  and  my  people  were  very 
alarmed  as  to  where  I  had  gone.  This  much  relieved, 
I  went  home  and  back  to  the  shop,  explaining  I  had  felt 
terriblv  ill  and  in  need  of  a  quick  change.  The  un- 
accountable incident  had  passed  over,  but  was  not 
forgotten  by  me.  It  must  have  been  six  months  after- 
wards that  a  gentleman  came  into  the  shop  and  looking 
for  me  came  up  to  where  I  was  standing.  "  You  are 
the  young  man,"  he  said,  "  that  gave  me  a  dose  the 
last  visit  I  was  here ;  it  was  fine — did  me  a  world  of 
good — I  brought  it  all  up — it  cleared  my  stomach  fine — 
I  want  another."  I  had  gone  hot  and  cold  and  hot 
again.  Needless  to  say,  he  got  mist,  senna?  co.  this 
time. 

II 

I  was  asked  by  a  gentleman  with  a  prescription  what 
would  be  the  charge  for  an  eight-ounce  mixture  containing 
liquor  arsenicalis  and  aqua  chloroformi,  tablespoonful 
doses.  "  Eighteenpence,"  I  replied.  "  Isn't  that  an 
awful  price  for  a  little  bit  of  arsenic?  "  said  he.  Point- 
ing to  a  40-oz.  shop-round  bearing  a  gold  and  red  inscrip- 
tion, "  Acid.  Arsenics. — Poison,"  I  said  to  the  man  : 
"  Sir,  there  is  the  arsenic — help  yourself ;  no  charge." 
Non-plussed,  and  evidently  convinced  that  the  know- 
ledge and  skill  of  a  chemist  were  worth  something,  he 
quickly  replied,  "  I  think  you  had  better  make  it  up." 

Ill 

Some  years  ago,  in  a  suburb  of  Greater  London,  I  was 
conducting  a  large  retail  chemist's  shop.  One  evening 
a  man  handed  me  a  prescription  calling  for  four  dozen 
Blaud  pills  with  strychnine  sulphate,  silvered,  asking  how 
much  would  be  the  oost.  I  quoted  him  the  then  usual 
charge  for  such — one  shilling.  He  replied  he  thought 
that  a  high  price  for  some  iron  pills.  I  asked  him  if 
he  was  in  a  hurry  for  half  an  hour  ;  and  upon  his  reply- 
ing that  he  was  not,  I  told  him  he  could  see  them 
dispensed  and  pay  me  whatever  he  thought  they  were 
worth.  Seating  him  near  the  dispensing  counter,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  weigh  tip  on  the  balance  10  gr.  of  a  10  per 
cent,  triturate  of  strychnine  sulphate,  calling  an  assistant 


from  the  front  counter  to  check  the  weight  and  examine 
the  bottle  and  prescription,  as  was  our  rule.  This 
triturate  I  placed  in  the  pill  mortar,  weighing  up  the 
other  ingredients  for  pil.  ferri  carb.,  adding  the  excipient 
last  and  pounding  the  whole  into  a  mass.  My  observer 
was  more  than  a  little  interested  as  I  proceeded  to  roll 
out  the  mass  quickly,  dividing  it  equally  in  two  and 
subsequently  rolling  the  portions  to  the  required  length 
on  the  pill  machine  and  cutting.  Now  came  the  rotating 
under  the  finisher.  I  then  put  them  into  the  varnishing 
box,  and  dried  them  on  the  pill  tile  while  I  wrote  the 
label  and  copied  the  prescription.  The  silvering  took  a 
few  minutes  longer ;  then,  placing  them  in  the  box,  I 
wrapped  them  up  and  sealed  the  package.  As  I  handed 
them  to  him,  with  his  prescription  placed  in  our  envelope, 
I  remarked  :  "  There  you  are,  my  friend,  what  are  they 
worth?  "  "  All  you  ask,"  he  said  as  he  put  the  shilling, 
with  a  broad  smile,  into  my  hand. 


A  Few  Hints  on  Dispensing 

Read  the  prescription  carefuly  through  to  begin  with. 
This,  in  order  that  any  unusual  combination  of  chemicals 
or  drugs  ordered  may  be  at  once  noted  and  prepared  for, 
or  any  unusual  dose  detected.  One  of  the  first  items  in  a 
dispenser's  equipment  must  be  an  accurate  and  unforget- 
able  knowledge  of  the  doses  of  all  potent  medicines.  It 
should  never  be  necessary  to  consult  any  book  or  label ; 
they  may  not  be  handy,  or  may  not  carry  the  information.- 
Have  it  in  your  memory,  even  if  you  have  to  re-learn  it 
once  a  week,  until  you  are  as  certain  of  it  as  you  are  of 
your  salary  or  your  hours  of  duty. 

When  you  get  to  work,  be  ready  for  it.  Have  a  clear 
field — I  mean  a  table,  or  counter,  or  bench,  with  nothing 
on  it  but  the  bottle  and  the  scales.  As  you  use  each  ingre- 
dient, replace  it  on  its  proper  shelf,  reading  the  label  on 
it  before  and  after  use.  Don't  put  the  prescription  on  the 
dispensing  counter ;  it  may  get  drops  of  water  or  still 
more  objectionable  liquids  dropped  on  it.  Your  measuring 
glasses  should  be  clean  and  ready  for  use.  If  you  use  a 
resinous  tincture  in  one  of  them,  don't  put  it  on  one  side 
until  the  resin  has  dried  on  to  the  glass,  but  rinse  with  a 
few  drops  of  methylated  spirit  and  wash  at  once.  Be  tidy. 
Don't  splash  emulsions  over  the  eide  of  the  mortar  on  to 
the  counter.  If  the  amount  of  emulsifier,  or  the  ex- 
cipient of  a  pill,  is  left  to  you,  note  at  the  side  of  the 
copy  in  the  prescription  what  it  is  and  what  the  quantity 
used.  Should  there  be  any  apparent  error,  never  hint  at 
this  to  the  customer.  Say  that  it  will  take  some  little 
time  to  dispense,  so  that  you  can  either  consult  the  pre- 
scriber,  or  in  some  other  way  assure  yourself  as  to  what 
course  it  is  proper  to  take.  Acquire  the  habit  of  pouring 
into  the  measure  just  what  is  ordered,  and  no  more.  Pour- 
ing back  an  excess  of  the  proper  amount  is  slovenly.  It 
is  better  to  write  the  label  as  soon  as  you  have  copied  the 
prescription,  if  it  has  to  be  copied  ;  or,  if  not,  as  soon 
as  you  have  carefully  read  it.  Finish,  wrap,  and  direct 
each  bottle  or  other  package  before  you  begin  on  another 
piece  of  work.  When  you  have  finished,  read  the  pre- 
scription once  more. 

A  workman  is  at  a  disadvantage  without  tools, 
and  one  indispensable  tool  for  all  dispensers  is  a 
manual  or  text-book  of  the  art,  which  should  be 
read  and  re-read  until  it  becomes  familiar.  Prescriptions 
are  sometimes  badly  written.  Very  often  these  cannot  be 
read,  but  have  to  be  divined  by  a  sort  of  intuition. 
This  super-sense  is  most  easily  acquired  by  reading  as 
many  prescriptions  as  you  can  and  noting  how  they  han^ 
together — that  is,  what  ingredients  go  frequently  with 
others.  It  does  no  harm  to  know  why  they  are  so  pre- 
scribed, and  no  dispenser  is  the  worse  for  possessing  and 
reading  some  standard  work  on  therapeutics  and  phar- 
macology. Finally,  quickness  in  "your  work  is  valuable, 
and  this  comes,  always  and  only,  from  order  and  method.

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Anglo-Polish  Trade 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  Polish 
customs  tariff  of  November  4,  1919,  in  which  the  rates  of 
duty  were  based  on  gold  (Polish)  marks,  has  been  sub- 
stituted by  a  new  tariff  in  which  the  charges  are  expressed 
in  gold  francs.  The  new  tariff  gains  special  importance 
to  British  exporters  in  view  of  the  Treaty  of  Commerce 
and  Navigation  which  was  concluded  between  Great 
Britain  and  Poland  on  November  26,  1923,  but  which  has 
not  yet  been  ratified.  Article  II  of  this  treaty  extenda 
unconditionally,  without  request  and  without  compensa- 
tion, most-favoured-nation  treatment  to  each  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  in  all  that  concerns  importation  and 
oxportatdon,  customs  duties  and  formalities  which  either 
signatory  has  granted,  or  may  hereafter  grant,  to  any 
other  foreign  state.  The  Franco-Polish  Commercial  Con- 
vention of  February  6,  1922,  stipulates  that  certain  French 
goods  on  importation  into  Poland  shall  enjoy  preferential 
treatment,  taking  the  form  of  a  fixed  reduction  in  the 
rates  of  duty  chargeable  according  to  the  tariff  in  force. 
In  virtue  of  the  above  quoted  most-favoured-nation 
clause  provided  in  the  British-Polish  Commercial 
Treaty  referred  to  in  the  foregoing,  the  preferen- 
tial treatment  accorded  to  certain  French  goods  will 
be  automatically  extended  to  similar  goods  originat- 
ing in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  soon  as  the  treaty 
Is  ratified.  Appended  are  the  new  rates  of  duty, 
in  gold  francs  for  100  kilograms,  for  6ome  of  the  more 
important  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products,  together 
with  the  percentage  reduction  in  duty  where  applicable' 
to  British  goods  enjoying  preferential  treatment  : — •

The  Medicine  Stamp  Tax.— General  Smuts  has  written 
to  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South 
Africa,  stating  that  "  the  policy  of  the  South  African 
Party  is  that  during  the  next  financial  year — at  an  early 
opportunity — the  first  tax  to  be  remitted  will  be  the  tax 
on  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  and  it  is  not  intended 
to  impose  taxation  on  medicines  in  any  other  shape  or 
form." 

Cape  Province 

Examination  results. — The  half-yearly  Qualifying 
examination  for  certificate  as  "  apothecary,  chemist  and 
druggist  "  was  held  at  the  board  room  and  laboratory 
in  the  New  Law  Court  Buildings,  Capetown,  on  May  6 
and  8.  Of  thirteen  candidates  examined,  only  two  passed, 
viz.,  Messrs.  V.  J.  Lindstrom  and  B.  J.  McNally.  The 
examiners  were  Messrs.  J.  Parry  (chemistry),  J.  H. 
Carter  (botany),  J.  McJannet  (materia  medica),  G. 
Darroll  (pharmacy),  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (dispensing),  and 
Dr.  W.  Darley  Hartley  (prescription  reading). 

A  school  for  doctors. — During  the  hearing  of  a  police- 
court  case  in  London  on  June  18,  a  detective-sergeant 
stated  that  the  defendant  had  been  taking  12^  gr..  of 
morphine  every  other  day,  but  was  now  taking  only 
5  gr.  in  the  same  period  :  the  Home  Office  had  advised 
the  doctor  to  decrease  the  doses  in  this  way.

There  is  a  continued  lack  of  confidence  in  the  markets, 
and  buyers  only  come  forward  for  current  requirements, 
as  is  usual  when  prices  are  tending  downwards.  Lack 
of  finance  is  also  another  factor  which  adds  to  the  de- 
pressed conditions,  and  these  are  likely  to  continue  more 
or  less  acute  until  there  is  a  settlement  of  the  reparations 
question.  Germany,  however,  appears  to  be  passing 
through  another  crisis,  the  increasing  scarcity  of  money 
and  restriction  of  credit  by  the  Reichsbank  weighing 
heavily  upon  the  economic  position.  The  few  changes 
in  drugs  include  a  decline  in  menthol  and  mint  oil  owing 
to  arrivals  both  for  London  and  the  Continent.  New 
crop  cascara  sagrada  is  slightly  easier.  Hydrastis  is 
held  for  higher  rates  :  Mexican  sarsaparilla,  culvers  root, 
and  Japan  wax  are  cheaper.  Dutch  caraway  seed  is  still 
declining,  and  the  oil  follows.  Albumen  has  sold  more 
freely  at  easier  rates.  English  medicinal  castor  oil  is  £1 
per  ton  dearer.  Isinglass,  shellac,  and  peppers  have 
declined.  Japanese  refined  camphor  and  crude  are  also 
•weaker.  Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals  business  is 
strictly  from  hand  to  mouth,  this  being  partly  due  to 
a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  present  position  and  general 
financial  stringency.  Acetanilide  seems  slightly  steadier. 
The  demand  for  bromides  is  slow  and  prices  are  very 
irregular.  Good  white  potassium  crystals  are  firmer,  but 
granular  is  cheaper.  Salicylic  acid  and  sodium  salicylate 
have  a  weak  undertone.  Vanillin  is  firm,  with  a  tendency 
to  hightr  rates.  The  volume  of  business  done  in  indus- 
trial chemicals  is  still  limited,  but  with  a  few  exceptions 
prices  are  steady.  Acetone  has  improved  its  position  on 
a  better  inquiry.  Arsenic  is  weak  and  lower,  demand 
being  poor.  Oxalic  acid  shows  a  further  slight  decline; 
potassium  and  sodium  products  are  fairly  steady ;  acetate 
of  soda  is  easier.  There  is  a  lack  of  interest  in  coal-tar 
products;  carbolic  acid  is  quite  neglected.

Writing  further  on  June  16,  our  Bergen  correspondent  states 
that  the  cod  fishery  at  Finmarken  last  week  was  not  so 
important  as  that  of  the  previous  week,  but  in  consideration 
of  the  advanced  season  it  was  yet  a  good  one,  viz.,  2.800,000 
cod,  against  1,700,000  in  1923,  400,000  in  1922,  300,000  in 
1921,  and  1.300,000  in  1920.  The  total  output  of  the  cod 
fishery  at  Finmarken  up  to  June  7  is  as  follows  :  30,300,000, 
against,  1913,  15.400,000;  1922,  18,000,000;  1921,  5,700,000: 
1920.  4,400.000.  The  output  of  this  fishery  this  year  is  greater 
than  that  of  the  previous  years  since  1912,  when  the  catch 
was  32,300,000.  Probably  the  fishery  soon  will  be  closed.

Arrival  prices 
are  nominal  in  the  absence  of  business.     The  "  London 


Maru  "  has  brought  100  cases  "menthol"'  and  110  cases 
mint  oil  to  London.  The  "  Katori  Maru"  has  also 
brought  110  cases  menthol  and  30  cases  mint  oil  in 
transit  for  the  Continent. 

Mercury  has  remained  unaltered  and  rather  idle,  with 
occasional  inquiries  for  small  lots  and  only  few  sellers, 
quotations  standing  at  about  £13  to  £13  5s.  per  bottle. 
The  strongest  feature  in  the  situation  is  the 
fact  that  Continental  producers  maintain  a  stiff 
attitude,  the  equivalent  of  their  terms  at  about 
£13  10s.  c.i.f.  net  being  well  over  £1  per  bottle 
above  spot  parity.  Our  imports  for  last  month  were 
4,679  bottles,  making  14,011  bottles  for  the  five  months, 
compared  with  21,872  bottles  for  the  same  period  last 
year.  Arrivals  this  week  comprise  1,875  lb.  from  British 
India. 

Opium. — The  following  report  has  been  received  from 
Turkey  : — 

Constantinople,  June  11.—"  During  the  period  May  28 
to  date  arrivals  were  as  follows:  druggists',  1,575;  'softs,' 
111 ;  and  Malatia,  108  cases.  The  stocks  amounted  to : 
druggists',  167;  'softs,'  22;  and  Malatia,  10  cases.  During 
the  past  fortnight  12  cases  '  softs  '  were  sold  at  2,550  to 
2.850  piastres,  and  23  cases  '  druggists'  '  at  2,000  to  2.200 
piastres,  per  oke.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of  buyers,  the 
market  retained  its  firm  tendency.  Rains  having  continued 
to  fall  in  the  interior,  it  is  now  possible  to  estimate  the 
yield  of  the  new  crop  at  a  minimum  of  5,000  and  a  maxi- 
mum of  6,000  cases.  In  the  '  bazars  '  of  several  Anatolian 
towns  opium  of  the  new  crop  is  being  offered.  The  first 
quite  insignificant  transactions  which  have  so  far  taken 
place  in  the  interior  are  being  concluded  without  any  con- 
sideration as  to  prices,  the  position  of  the  principal  markets, 
the  extent  of  the  demand  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and 
regardless  of  the  new  laws  regulating  the  traffic  in  opium 
in  various  countries.  Indeed,  the  restrictions  placed  on  the 
traffic  in  opium  are  not  sufficiently  known  in  detail  here, 
and  it  must  be  confessed  that  information  bearing  on  this 
subject  would  be  welcomed.  In  any  case,  prices  will  be 
largely  dictated  by  actual  requirements,  and  here  the  law  of 
demand  and  supply  will,  as  usual,  exert  its  influence.  As 
characteristic  of  the  present  situation,  it  is  reported  that 
a  producer  recently  came  to  Smyrna  with  150  okos  of  opium. 
He  sold  only  15  okes,  to  cover  his  expenses;  and  returned 
home  with  the  remainder  of  his  stock,  hoping  to  obtain 
better  prices  later." 

Orris. — Good  Florentine  selected  is  offered  at  £32  per 
ton  and  fair  sorts  at  £30  per  ton  c.i.f. 

Podophyllum  root. — Indian  (P.  Emodi)  is  scarce  and 
unobtainable  on  the  spot,  while  there  is  also  a  lack  of 
offers  for  shipment  from  India.  It  is  said  that  the 
collection  of  this  indigenous  drug  has  become  more  diffi- 
cult owing  to  being  found  in  less  accessible  regions.  The 
less  preferred  American  (P.  Peltatvm)  is  offered  at 
slightly  less  than  90s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f. 

Rubber. — The  market  has  been  extremely  quiet  this 
week,  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  displayed  by  the 
American  manufacturers.  On  the  other  hand,  there  has 
been  a  steady  demand  on  the  spot,  especially  for  "  off  " 
grades,  which  are  realising  very  good  prices.  The 
speculative  element  which,  to  a  great  extent,  ruled 
this  market  in  former  days,  is  now  almost  absent.  First- 
hand holders  are  still  very  reluctant  to  release  other 
than  small  quantities,  with  the  result  that  any  good 
demand  for  spot  might  easily  improve  the  market.  It 
is  difficult  to  say  at  present  how  much  July  rubber  has 
to  be  liquidated,  but  although  prices  may  give  way 
slightly  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks,  any  reduc- 
tion will  soon  be  recovered.  Imports  for  the  week  total 
549  tons,  and  deliveries  846  tons,  with  a  decrease  of 
297  tons  in  the  stocks.

Two  colourless  reports 
have  been  issued  recently  by  shippers  of  Messina  essential 
oils,  according  to  which  it  appears  that  there  is  really  no 
authentic  information  to  be  divulged  concerning  the  next 
season's  oils.  On  the  one  hand,  it  is  stated,  the  good  crop 
of  blossoms  augur  well,  but  against  this,  other  conditions, 
-  as  is  usual,  prevail,  leaving  matters  as  they  were.

Actual  spot  is  quoted  at 
from  14s.  to  14s.  6d.  per  lb.,  but  business  is  largely  a 
matter  of  negotiation.  The  price  quoted  from  Japan  is 
firm,  16s.  c.i.f.  being  asked  in  some  directions.  About  100 
cases  have  arrived  this  week. 

— Sicilian  sweet  is  unchanged  on  the  spot  at  from 
12s.  to  12s.  6d.  pnr  lb.  The  price  quoted  for  shipment  is 
cheaper  at  from  lis.  3d.  to  lis.  .9d.,  c.i.f. 

Otto  of  Rose. — The  price  quoted  for  a  well-known 
Bulgarian  oil  is  37s.  per  oz. 

Palmarosa. — Original  pots,  testing  95  per  cent,  of  geraniol, 
are  offering  on  the  snot  at  18s.  per  lb.  Ordinary  quality  is 
17s.  6d.,  and  June-July  shipment  17s.,  c.i.f. 

Patchouli.— For  fine  grade  Mysore  distilled  oil  spot 
holders  ask  24s.  to  25s.  per  lb.  Singapore  oil  is  unchanged 
and  various  grades  are  offering.  For  fair  average  quality 
about  17s.  6d.  per  lb.  is  quoted. 

Petitgrain.— Spot  is  slightly  easier,  with  sellers  at  from 
8s.  3d.  to  8s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Sandalwood. — East  Indian  is  unchanged  at  25s.  per  lb.

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  etc. 

The  consensus  of  reports  to  hand  this  week  is  that  business 
is  still  falling  short  of  the  average  in  volume,  and  it  seems 
that  one  or  two  good  days  are  followed  by  others  of  almost 
idle  markets.  This  feature,  together  with  the  limited  quan- 
tities wanted  by  buyers,  show's  that  the  hand-to-xnouth  policy 
is  maintained.  This  is  partly  due  to  lack  of  confidence  in 
the  present  position,  and  the  general  financial  stringency. 
The  spot  market  keeps  quite  steady,  despite  the  long  period 
of  poor  business  experienced,  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  would  in  most  cases  be  very  difficult  to  replace  by 
fresh  imports  stocks  at  their  present  values.  Phenacetin, 
phenazone,  phenolphthalein,  paraformaldehyde,  and  guaiacol 
carbonate  are  offered  at  cheaper  rates. 

Acetanilide  seems  steadier  this  week  at  2s.  3d.  to  2s.  5d. 
per  lb.,  which  shows  a  further  slight  fall.  The  demand  for 
spot  supplies  remains  slow. 

Amidol. — Quotations  are  listed  from  9s.  6d.  to  lis.  6d. 
per  lb.  These  prices  are  mentioned  by  dealers  ;  practically 
no  inquiry  on  the  market. 

Amidopyrin  is  now  in  short  spot  supply  at  from  14s.  6d. 
to  15s.  per  lb.    The  market  is  firm. 

Ammonium  benzoate  is  of  no  interest  to  buyers;  dealers 
continue  to  quote  at  about  3s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Aspirin  keeps  fairly  steady  at  the  recent  rates  for  good 
spot  material,  but  the  demand  is  below  normal.  Dealers 
offer  from  3s.  2gd.  to  3s.  3d.  per  lb. 

Barbitone  remains  dull  on  spot,  with  holders  asking  from 
15s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Benzaldehyde  (percentage  of  chlorine  0.03)  is  steady,  but 
persistently  quiet,  with  offers  at  about  3s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Benzoic  acid  (ex  toluol)  is  mentioned  at  2s.  6d.  per  lb., 
and  the  B.P.  quality  near  3s.  6d.  per  lb.;  the  latter  in 
limited  supply  on  spot. 

Benzonaphthol  is  well  maintained  at  6s.  3d.  per  lb.,  but 
there  is  seldom  any  inquiry  on  spot. 

Borio  acid. — The  reduction  of  £3  per  ton  for  British, 
notified  last  week,  has  been  met  by  a  similar  move  by 
dealers. 

Bromides. — There  is  little  to  add  to  our  comments  of  last 
week.  Quotations,  both  spot  and  to  arrive,  still  vary  with 
a  wide  margin,  while  the  demand  remains  slow  and  small. 
The  position  on  the  Continent  is  also  erratic :  spot, 
ammonium,  from  9£d.  to  lOd.  per  lb. ;  potassium,  B.P. 
crystals  and  granular.  7d.  to  8d.  per  lb. ;  good  white 
crystals  are  held  for  8jd.  per  lb.,  and  not  too  plentiful ; 
sodium,  B.P.  crystals  and  granular  7gd.  to  8-jd.  ner  lb. 

Calcium  lactate  continues  to  find  fair  business,  and  prices 
on  spot  keep  very  steady  at  about  Is.  8d.  to  Is.  9d.  per  lb. 

Chloral  hydrate  is  firm  and  in  fair  demand.  Olfers  of 
dutv-paid  crystals  are  steady  at  3s.  8d.  to  3s.  9d.  rer  lb. 

Citric  acid. — The  recent  improvement  in  the  weather  may 
bring  along  better  business,  but  so  far  it  has  not 
materialised.  The  quoted  price  runs  from  Is.  6d.  ner  lb. 
and  upwards,  less  5  per  cent.,  but  not  a  few  holders  seem 
rather  anxious  to  unload,  and  for  good  business  the  figure 
mentioned  would  probably  be  shaded.  An  improvement  in 
demand  would  no  doubt  stiffen  the  market  immediately. 

Cocaine  is  steady,  the  tendency,  if  anything,  being  harder.

Copper  sulphate. — Quotations  continue  rather  wide  at  be- 
tween £24  10s.  and  £25  5s.  per  ton,  f.o.b.,  in  casks,  _  less 
5  per  cent.,  while  Lancashire  makers  are  keen  competitors 
down  to  the  lower  figure  mentioned.  The  export  demand 
is  quiet.

hards,  38s. ;  bleached,  40s..  all  spot.  Rape.— The  dull  tone 
previously  reported  continues  here  and  values  are 
unchanged  :  refined,  about  51s. ;  crude,  about  48s..  all  spot. 
Soya. — Prices  quoted  are  a  shade  higher,  with  the  market 
closing  dull :  deodorised,  49s.  6d. ;  crude,  42s.  9d.,  all  spot. 
Turpentine. — The  market  has  been  quiet  and  irregular,  with 
an  easier  feeling  in  current  quotations.  although 
America  was  rather  firmer,  with  the  Savannah  price  advanc- 
ing to  about  79  cents.  The  London  s>ot  price  closed  on 
Wednesday  at  68s.  per  cwt.,  and  July  to  December 
66s.  9d.  Deliveries  last  week  were  arood  at  about  2,000  bar- 
rels, and  the  stocks  (June  14),  including  a  trivial  quantity 
of  French  spirit,  amounting  to  about  6,300  barrels.  This 
shows  a  further  decrease,  but  it  is  understood  that  between 
about  10,000  and  15,000  barrels  are  on  the  way  from  America. 


Our  imports  for  May  were  1,276  tons,  making  a  total  of 
4,545  tons  for  the  five  months,  against  5,775  tons  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  Wood. — Hankow,  in  barrels,  has 
further  declined  to  69s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  spot;  June  to  July 
shipment,  68s. ;  and  Hongkong,  67s.,  spot. 

Lubricating,  Mineral  and  Burning  Oils,  etc.— The  only 
change  to  note  is  a  weaker  spot  market  for  paraffin  wax 
and  scale,  all  other  products  being  level  on  the  week.

— Prices  quoted  by 
British  makers  are  level  on  the  week,  with  dealers  offering 
at  very  competitive  rates.  Crude  65's,  10j.d.  to  Is.;  standard 
motor,  about  Is.  6d. ;  pure,  Is.  8£cl.  to  Is.  lOd.  per  gallon, 
ex  works,  in  tank  wagons.  Prices,  including  free  drums, 
about  sixpence  more  per  gallon,  f.o.b.  Fuel  oil.— There  is 
no  change  ;  market  steady  but  dull  :  890  gravity,  £5  7s.  6d. : 
950  gravity,  £4  7s.  6d.  per  ton,  ex  tank.  Paraffin  wax  and 
scale. — A  further  slight  weakening  is  recorded  and  tho 
market  remains  dull.  Wax  is  quoted  from  about  3jd.  to 
5|d.  per  lb.,  according  to  melting  point,  in  bags;  scale  for 
shipment  is  quoted  at  the  lower  price  of  24s.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f.  U.K.  port.  Solvent  naphthas. — The  quieter  tone 
recently  reported  continues  and  prices  are  none  too  steady  : 
90  to  160,  about  Is.  3d.  per  gallon,  and  heavy  90  to  190, 
about  Is.  2d.  per  gallon.  Paraffin  oils  are  steady,  with  tho 
usual  business  being  done.  American  standard  white, 
Is.  Id.;  water  white,  Is.  2d.  per  gallon,  barrels  free; 
Russian  prime  white  kerosene,  6jd.  to  7d„  ex  tank ;  7^d. 
buyers'  barrels,  filled  free,  and  10^d.  per  gallon,  barrels 
free,  ex  wharf.  London.  Petroleum  jellies  keep  steady  but 
still  quiet:  white  to  snow  white,  £64  to  £69;  amber  and 
yellow,  £25  to  £28;  red  vet,  about  £22;  dark  stiff  green, 
about  £20  per  ton,  ex  wharf,  London.  White  oils. — Prices 
on  spot  are  level  on  the  week;  market  dull.  Special  No.  1, 
£44;  No.  1,  £38;  No.  3  half-white,  £30;  No.  4  half-white, 
about  £20  per  ton,  drums  and  barrels  free,  ex  wharf, 
London.  Lubricating  oils. — Some  reduction  is  reported  in 
crude,  but  so  far  refiners  in  America  have  not  notified  any 
changes.

Bulgarian  Otto  of  Rose 

A  report  from  Shipkoff  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sofia,  Bulgaria, 
dated  May  16,  states :  The  rose  harvest  is  expected  to  begin 
about  May.  The  outlook  is  fair,  though  not  as  encouraging 
as  we  would  have  liked  it  to  be.  The  long,  protracted 
severe  winter  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  rose  bushes, 
especially  in  elevated  localities,  like  Klissoura,  Kalofer  and 
Isvorovo.  The  weather  during  April  was  unfavourable,  but 
since  May  1  we  have  had  abundant  rains  all  over  the  rose 
district,  and  they  have  greatly  improved  the  prospects  and 
have  insured  us  at  least  as  good  a  crop  as  last  year's.  All 
now  depends  on  the  weather  during  the  harvesting  season. 
The  price  of  the  flowers  has  not  yet  been  fixed,  as  the 
demands  of  the  growers  are  excessive.  While  the  manu- 
facturers are  disposed  to  pay  them  leva  8  per  kilo,  which 
is  an  advance  of  30  per  cent,  over  last  year's  price,  tho 
growers  demand  leva  12  (about  10  cents)  per  kilo — an  advance 
of  85  per  cent,  on  last  year's  price — an  impossible  advance, 
and,  as  the  harvesting  of  the  crop  is  approaching,  the  con- 
flict between  the  manufacturers  and  the  growers  is  becoming 
more  acute.  This  conflict  has  been  stirred  up  mostly  by 
outside  influences  and  mainly  by  the  co-operative  spirit  of 
the  Agricultural  Bank,  whose  ambition  is  to  centre  the  dis- 
tillation in  the  hands  of  the  cooperative  peasant  societies 
which  they  finance.  On  May  4  the  growers  met  at  Karlovo 
to  fix  the  price  of  the  flowers.  They  unanimously  fixed  this 
year's  price  at  leva  12  and  issued  a  sort  of  ultimatum  to 
the  manufacturers  to  accept  or  to  refuse  this  price  by 
May  20,  and  at  the  same  time  sent  an  appeal  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  to  intercede  in  their  favour.  Our  impression 
is  that  there  will  be  a  compromise,  and  that  ultimately  the 
price  to  be  aereed  to  will  be  leva  9  or  10  per  kilo.  While 
the  price  of  the  flowers  is  the  main  factor  that  determines 
the  cost  price  of  otto,  it  is  no  less  true  that  the  output  of 
the  crop  and  the  yield  of  otto  from  the  flowers  play  no  less 
important  part  in  determining  the  price  of  new  oil.  Unusually 
propitious  weather  during  the  harvesting  season,  causing 
the  rose  flowers  to  yield  one  ounce  of  otto  from  180  lb.  of 
roses,  instead  of  240  lb.  as  was  the  case  last  year,  may  again 
give  us  a  crop  20  to  25  per  cent,  larger  and  reduce  the  cost 
price  of  the  new  otto  to  about  the  same  figures  as  last  year's, 
or  to  only  10  to  15  per  cent.  more.

Analysts  v.  Pharmacists 

Sm, — The  action  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  in  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti's  case  can 
only  be  interpreted  as  an  act  of  open  hostility  towards 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  cannot  lead  to  more  friendly 
relations  between  the  two  professions.  Mr.  Cofman- 
Nicoresti  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  disinterested 
help  he  has  offered  to  the  retail  pharmacists  when  they 
most  needed  it.  All  those  who  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  make  use  of  his  generous  offer  will  be  unanimous  in 
condemning  the  mercenery  motives  which  have  led  his 
critics  to  censure  his  letters.  That  members  of  our  own 
Society  should  have  forgotten  their  duty  to  the  extent 
of  acting  against  the  interests  of  our  profession  is  very 
disconcerting.  I  hope  that  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti  will 
not  let  the  matter  drop,  but  will  forward  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  names  of  the  persons 
involved  so  that  the  Society  may  take  the  necessary 
steps'  to  protect  the  chemist  from  being  undermined  by 
people  who  ostentatiously  call  themselves  his  friends. —

The  Street  Sale  of  Disinfectants 

Sir, — In  some  of  the  Metropolitan  boroughs  the  most 
objectionable  practice  of  collecting  house  refuse  by 
means  of  open  carts  in  broad  daylight  still  obtains. 
One  regrets  this  the  more  when  one  has  had  the  sorry- 
experience  of  cycling  past  the  cart  just  at  the  moment 
chosen  by  the  dustman  to  shoot  his  load  on  the  other 
side.  I  have  noticed  lately  a  gentleman  hanging  in 
the  wake  of  the  carts,  carrying  in  one  hand  a  gallon  tin 
and  in  the  other  an  old  enamelled  mug  to  be  used  as 
a  measure.  He  walks  in  a  leisurely  fashion  down  the 
middle  of  the  road,  crying  lustily,  "Car — bolic  !  Car- 
bolic! "  and  evidently  retails  the  liquid  contents  of  his 
tin  at  so  much  per  mugful  to  all  who  realise  the 
advantages  of  an  aseptic  existence.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  and  its  homo- 
logues  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  these  sub- 
stances may  only  be  sold  by  registered  chemists  and 
druggists,  the  gentleman  to  whom  I  have  referred  must 
either  foe  contravening  the.  Pharmacy  Acts  or  imposing  on 
the  public  with  some  dilute  preparation.  I  suppose  we 
may  leave  the  law  to  look  after  its  own  affairs  ;  -but  is 
it  not  time  that  some  action  was  taken  to  regulate  the 
sale,  to  a  confiding  but  ignorant  public,  of  these  so- 
called  disinfectants  ?— I  am,  etc.,

Sources  of  Inaccuracy 

Sir, — A  few  weeks  ago  we  dispensed  a  prescription 
and  had  it  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  local  food  and 
drugs  inspector.    The  script  was  : — 

Potas.    iodid.    3iij. 

Syr.  aurantii    5vj. 

Aq   ad  3vj.; 

We  subsequently  were  charged  by  the  secretary  of  the 
local  health  committee  with  negligent  and  careless  dis^ 
pensing,  on  the  analyst  .certifying  that  the  mixture  con- 
tained exactly  186  gr.  of  potassium  iodide.  Our  exact 
reply  does  not  matter  here ;  but  as  the  iodide  had  been 
checked  in  the  dispensing,  as  also  the  volume  of  the 
resulting  mixture  had  likewise  been  checked,  investigation 
was  demanded.  In  the  first  place,  we  did  discover  a 
6-oz.  bottle  accurate  to  3j.  The  difficulty  has  been  since 
to  find  a  bottle  so  accurate.  The  meniscus  of  a  10-oz. 
graduated  and  stamped  glass  measure  was  so  wide 
(2|  in.)  as  to  account  for  the  inaccuracy,  and  to  suggest 
that  in  future  only  cylindrical  narrow  measures  should 
be  used  for  accurate  dispensing.     But  of  what  use  is 


accurate  dispensing?  Experts  commit  perjury  con- 
sistently, as  witness  cross-examinations  in  many  cases. 
And  again,  with  the  customary  translations  of  the 
apothecaries'  signs  for  quantities  to  be  taken  by  the 
patients — e.g.,  pulv.  rhei  co.,  sj.  nocte  sumend  (recent 
N.H.I.) — how  correctly  translate  these?  Again,  what  is 
a  teaspoonful  of  water?  Three  teaspoons  of  different 
makers  were  accurately  measured,  and  each  yielded  110 
minims  of  water,  while  three  tablespoons  yielded  respec- 
tively 3vj.,  3viss.,  and  3vij.  m.  40  of  water  at  15°  C.

Sir, — "  Xrayser  IPs  "  reflections  on  the  passing  of  the 
Leeds  Association  (C.  &-  D.,  June  14,  p.  833)  remind  us 
that  in  the  case  of  most  of  the  local  associations  the 
expected  has  happened,  and  they  have  been  asphyxiated 
by  the  branches.  Under  the  association  system,  each 
member  felt  that  he  was  part  of  an  independent  body, 
which  in  many  instances  he  had  contributed  to  bring 
into  being,  and  he  was  theref  ore  in  a  body  in  which  he 
was  free  to  express  his  opinion,  quite  apart  from  the 
fact  that  he  might  also  be  a  member  of  the  Society ; 
and  there  can  foe  no  doubt  that  this  free  and  indepen- 
dent train  of  thought  was  in  the  nature  of  a  tonic  to  the 
Societv  itself.  Now,  however,  a  meeting  of  a  branch  is, 
in  a  small  way,  a  meeting  of  the  Society  itself,  and 
many  men  would  refrain  from  expressing  ideas  which 
might  appear  critical  of  their  own  body.  If  a  circular 
is  sent  round  on  any  subject,  it  is  more  likely  to  be 
accepted  without  criticism  than  it  would  have  been 
when  we  were  units  in  free  organisations.

If  Proprietaries  were  Stopped 

Sir, — Mr.  "  C.  Denlby  Day's  "  supposition  (C.  d-  D., 
June  14,  p.  846)  that  an  Act  might  be  passed  to  forbid

advertised  lines  only  being  in  the  number  of  sales,  and 
therefore  they  would  all  foe  stopped.  We  should  then 
foe  left  to  sell  pennyworths  of  salts,  lump  ammonia, 
etc.,  as  the  doctors  would  never  give  up  dispensing, 
even  if  we  gave  up  prescribing. — I  am,  etc.,

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Unqualified  Vendors  of  Poisons 

Sik, — In  your  concluding  article  on  "  The  Wholesaling 
of  Poisons  "  (C.  Jb  D.,  May  17,  p.  696)  you  strikingly 
point  out  a  glaring  absurdity.  For  a  wholesale  drug- 
gist, who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  his  customers, 
to  have  to  take  all  the  elaborate  precautions  of  register- 
ing the  supply  of  poisons,  and  to  observe  all  the  special 
storage  arrangements,  while  it  is  left  open  to  any  trader 
to  sell  arsenical  weed-killers  and  disinfectants,  without 
any  qualification  or  knowledge,  is  farcical  in  the  ex- 
treme. I  think  it  can  be  safely  said  that  no  pharmacist 
to-day  would  supply  anyone  with  "dangerous"  drugs; 
in  fact,  many  do  not  care  about  selling  Part  I  poisons, 
and  most  will  not  dispense  a  prescription  containing  a 
"  dangerous  "  drug  unless  they  know  the  doctor's  hand- 
writing and  are  familiar  with  his  usual  methods  of 
prescribing.  It  would  therefore  be  only  fair  for  the  sale 
of  all  poisons  to  be  restricted  to  pharmacists  on  the 
register,  as  you  suggest,  and  it  would  be  some  recogni- 
tion of  the  status  we  expect  to  get  when  qualifying.  —

Sale  of  Razor  Blades 
Fair-play  (31/5),  writes  regarding  the  confusion  that 
results  both  in  the  trade  and  with  the  public  regarding 
American  and  Canadian  Gillette  blades.  He  suggests 
that  the  makers  should  advertise  to  the  public  that  the 
blades  should  only  be  purchased  in  unbroken  wrappers  to 
which  a  small  seal  should  be  affixed  (to  guard  against 
the  passing  off  of  resharpened  rubbish),  and  that  the 
retail  price  should  be  protected  under  the  scheme  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  (to  prevent  price 
cutting). 

Improving  British  Trade 
I  have  repeatedly  read  that  no  one  in  England  is  able 
to  make  any  feasible  suggestion  for  improving  British 
trade,  therefore  I  venture  to  make  one,  viz.  :  Beduce  the 
sample  and  parcel  post  rates  for  abroad.  This  I  am 
convinced  would  bring  about  a  better  state  of  things. 
Abandon  export  credits,  and  all  complicated  methods 
employing  a  large  official  staff,  get  down  to  work,  and 
let  every  man  be  put  on  the  same  simple  level.  Officials 
will,  of  course,  prove  the  necessity  for  their  existence, 
but  the  state  of  the  country  proves  we  have  had  too  much 
of  them.

Auction  Sales  of  Poisons 
What  is  the  position  when  a  box  of  300  specimens  of 
B.P.  drugs  in  cardboard  boxes  and  containing  such 
things  as  opium,  coca  leaves,  cantharides,  nux  vomica, 
and  other  strong  poisons  is  put  up  for  auction  sale  or 
sold  to  a  second-hand  bookseller  for  re-sale.  Can  such 
transactions  be  carried  through  ?  Some  time  ago  I  wae 
in  a  marine  store  dealer's  shop  window  a  pound-stoppered 
bottle  filled  with  sodium  peroxide,  not  a  statutory  poison 
although  he  thought  it  was.  He  got  over  the  difficulty 
by  selling  the  bottle  only  and  giving  the  contents  free. 
Can  the  same  be  done  in  the  above  case  ?  —  Percy

Gelatin  Capping  Solution 
Mr.  E.  Griffiths,  Ph.C.,  Birkenhead,    writes  :— I  am 
using  the  following  as  a  simple,  neat  and  efficient  cork 
dip  in  place  of  capping  : — ■ 

Gelatin  sheet  (cut  small)  ...       ...  Jij. 

Glycerin   "  ...  3vj. 

Glue  size   .••     ...  ^iv. 

Magenta       ...  (1  in  6  of  equal  parts  of  glycerin 

and  water) 

Amyl  acetate     niij. 

Soak  the  gelatin  in  cold  water  for  ten  minutes,  press, 
add  the  glue  size  and  glycerin.  Dissolve  in  a  water  bath, 
then  add  the  magenta  solution  and  amyl  acetate.  Dip 
while  hot.  This  makes  a  very  fine  capping  for  bottles 
of  glycerin  and  own  proprietaries. 


Legal  Queries 

D.  G.  (11/6). — A  person  who  ia  not  registered  as  a 
dentist  may  not  carry  on  the  business  of  a  dentist  in  the 
manner  you  suggest. 

Aspirin  (6/6). — Chlorodyne  would  be  misnamed  if  it  did 
not  contain  poison,  so  that  the  sale  of  a  "  non-poisonous 
chlorodyne  "  would  not  only  be  dangerous  but  illegal. 

J.  B.  G.  (6/6). — The  labels  you  send  would  not  render 
the  preparations  to  which  they  are  affixed  liable  to  medi- 
cine-stamp duty.  The  words  "  Blood  Mixture  "  are  regis- 
tered as  a  trade-mark  and  should  not  be  used  without 
authority. 

A.  E.  F.  (6/6). — Pyridinised  methylated  spirit  will  be 
the  only  kind  available  for  preparing  methylated  lini- 
ments by  chemists  so  soon  as  the  stooks  of  the  old  variety 
are  exhausted. 

E.  G.  G.  (5/6). — The  regulations  to  be  observed  upon 
the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  included  in  Schedule  5 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  are  given  in  the 
G.  <£■  D.  Diary,  1924,  p.  254.  We  also  publish  them  (with 
other  regulations)  on  the  G.  <L-  D.  Poisons  Card,  No.  1, 
which  is  sold  at  Is.  post  free. 

J.  B.  (29/5). — There  are  two  ways  of  overcoming  the 
difficulty  which  you  are  in  through  your  examination  certi- 
ficate having  being  burnt  :  (1)  By  paying  31s.  6d.  per 
annum  and  becoming  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Sooiety ;  (2)  by  paying  Is.  per  annum  for  a  certificate 
affirming  that  your  name  is  on  the  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists.  Both  are  valid  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Bents  (13/6)  has  become  the  owner  of  a  number  of 
houses  the  rentals  of  which  vary  from  £25  to  £33  per 
annum,  the  tenants  paying  the  rates.  In  every  case 
the  tenant  is  paying  the  pre-war  rent.  What  is  the 
maximum  amount  by  which  the  rents  may  be  increased  ? 
[The  rents  may  be  increased  by  40  per  cent,  provided 
that  "Rents  "  is  responsible  for  the  whole  of  the  repairs 
and  keeps  the  premises  in  a  reasonable  6tate  of  repair. 
If  the  tenants  are  bound  to  do  part  of  the  repairs  the 
amount  of  the  permitted  increase  will  be  correspondingly 
reduced.] 

J.  M.  (12/6).  has  recently  returned  from  South  America 
and  intends  settling  down  here  at  home.  He  has  money 
invested  there,  but  the  capital  has  never  been  in  this 
country,  and  it  is  not  intended,  for  some  years  at  least, 
to  have  any  of  the  income  remitted  to  him  here.  He 
wants  to  know  if  he  is  under  any  obligation  to  disclose 
the  existence  of  these  investments  when  making  his  return 
for  income  tax.  [He  is.  Anyone,  being  a  British  subject 
and  ordinarily  resident  in  this  country,  is  liable  to  pay 
income  tax  upon  annual  profits  accruing  to  him  from  any 
kind  of  property,  whether  situate  in  the  United  Kingdom 
or  elsewhere,  and  upon  all  interest  of  money,  annuities 
and  other  annual  payments,  without  reference  to  the 
country  from  which  the  interest  or  other  money  originates 
or  where  it  is  paid.  If  the  country  abroad  is  a  British 
Dominion  or  Colony  there  may  be  an  allowance  to  be 
made  for  Dominion  income  tax.] 

Smoker  (12/5)  asks  if  we  can  suggest  anything  which 
might  be  added  to  a  herbal  smoking  mixture  prepared 
by  him  and  used  either  in  pipe  or  in  cigarettes  which 
would  give  it  a  flavour  somewhat  approaching  the  flavour 
of  tobacco,  and  he  further  wishes  to  know  if  such  a 
mixture  were  offered  for  sale  as  non-tobacco  smoking 
mixture,  non-tobacco  cigarettes,  non-injurious  to  health, 
etc.,  without  using  the  word  "herbal,"  would  the  Excise 
authorities  be  likely  to  object?  [The  enterprise  suggested 
by  "  Smoker  "  is  one  which  it  would  be  illegal  to  engage 
in.  It  is  an  offence  punishable  with  a  fine  of  £200  and 
forfeiture  of  the  materials  used  for  anyone  to  "  cut, 
grind,  pound,  colour,  stain,  dye  or  manufacture  any 
leaves,  or  any  herb  or  plant,  moss  or  weed,  or  any  other 
vegetable,  or  any  other  matter  or  material  to  imitate  or 
resemble  tobacco  or  snuff,  or  to  prepare  any  of  the  said 
articles,  matters,  or  materials  to  be  mixed  with  or  to  be 
added  to  tobacco  or  snuff."] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries

E.  P.  (28/5). — We  require  further  information  regard- 
ing "  gingerette  as  sold  by  herb  stores."  Is  it  a  bever- 
age or  substitute  for  ess.  zingib.  ? 

B.  L.  (28/5). — Waterproofing  canvas. — The  method  of 
waterproofing  canvas  varies  according  to  the  uses  to  which 
the  fabric  is  to  be  put,  but  the  following  is  a  process  often 
used  : — 

Dissolve  3  oz.  of  alum  and  4  oz.  of  lead  acetate  in  a 
gallon  of  water  and  soak  the  cloth  in  the  unfiltered 
liquid. 

W.  D.  B.  (28/5). — (1)  Extirpating  tree  stumps. — The 
process  consists  in  boring  a  number  of  holes  in  the  tree 
stump,  tamping  them  with  potassium  nitrate,  and  then 
firing  the  nitre.  It  has  been  reported  to  us  that  this  method 
is  practised  with  considerable  success.  (2)  Mechanical 
means  are  best  for  destroying  thistles  on  pasture  land. 
They  should  be  dug  up  with  the  special  tools  made  for 
the  purpose. 

C.  R.  W.  (28/5). — Killing  bottle  for  insects. — Wide- 
mouth  jars  are  required  for  insect-killing  bottles  arid 
these  should  be  fitted  with  glass  stoppers  or  box  wood 
caps.  A  few  pieces  of  potassium  cyanide  broken  up 
small  are  placed  on  the  bottom  of  the  bottle  and  upon 
this  is  poured  plaster  of  Paris  made  into  a  cream  with 
water,  and  allowed  to  set.  The  plaster  being  porous 
allows  hydrocyanic  acid  to  escape  as  a  result  of  the 
decomposition  of  the  potassium  cyanide,  and  it  is  this 
gas  collecting  in  the  bottle  that  kills  the  moths,  butter- 
flies and  insects  placed  in  it. 

W.  G.  (30/5). — Freezing  salt  generally  employed  in 
ice  making  in  small  quantities  is  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  ammonium  nitrate  and  crystal  sodium  carbonate. 
At  the  time  of  using  one  part  of  water  is  added.  The 
salt  can  be  recovered  by  evaporation  and  recrystallisation 
and  used  again,  but  the  cost  of  the  recovery  is  probably 
more  than  fresh  salt.  If  ice  is  available  a  mixture  of 
ice  and  common  sa,Tt  is  an  economical  freezing  agent  to 
employ. 

A,  G.  (31/5).— (1)  The  dose  for  a  child  of  1-2  months 
of  the  teething,  soothing  and  cooling  powders  "  P.F. ," 
p.  760,  would  be  gr.  iss  to  gr.  ij.  (2)  The  method  of  ad- 
justing the  dose  of  cooling  and  other  powders  containing 
calomel  and  grey  powder  for  children  of  from  2  to  14 
years  is  to  take  into  account  the  proportion  of  these 
mercurials  in  the  compound  powder.  The  dose  of  hyd.  c. 
creta  is  about  double  that  of  calomel,  as  follows  : —

/.  0.  (31/5). — Rabbit  poisoning  is  largely  practised 
in  Australia,  where  rabbits  are  a  pest,  but  it  is  not 
legal  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  to  lay  poison  for 
rabbits.  Could  not  the  farmers  and  landlords  organise 
the  local  sportsmen  and  popularise  rabbit  shooting  ? 

A.  C.  (2/6). — Annual  stocktaking. — (1)  Winchesters, 
jars,  drums,  etc.,  come  under  the  head  of  returns  which 
you  should  total  up  and  charge  on  stock,  they  are  in  the 
same  position  as  goods  for  sale,  the  only  difference  being 
there  is  no  profit  on  returns,  more  frequently  a  loss. 
(2)  Shop  rounds,  fixtures  and  fittings  are  charged  to 
capital  account.  (3)  The  stock  of  mortars,  knives, 
stationery,  etc.,  should  be  included  in  the  same  account, 
but  you  should  be  careful  not  to  inflate  the  "liquid  " 
value  of  these  ;  especially  stationery.  For  small  articles 
used  in  trade,  a  lump  sum  suffices  for  stocktaking 
purposes.

/.  A.  S.  (2/6). — -Lacquer  for  silverware. — The  two 
varieties  of  lacquer  for  preserving  silverware  from  tarnish- 
ing are  (1)  that  made  with  bleached  shellac  with  a  trace, 
of  castor  oil  or  linoleic  acid,  and  (2)  a  diluted  collodion. 
The  last-named  seems  now  to  be  the  most  used,  but 
we  have  had  some  complaints  that  the  resulting  lacquer 
is  sometimes  opaque.  This,  we  think,  results  from  the 
water  in  the  solvent,  and  oould  be  prevented  by  slightly 
warming  the  metal  (as  by  placing  it  in  the  sun)  before 
dipping  into  the  lacquer. 

B.  &  S.  (3/6). — Foot-prints  casts. — It  is  plaster  of 
Paris  that  is  used  by  the  police  to  take  casts  of  foot- 
prints, etc.,  but  melted  paraffin  wax  would  also  be 
quite  suitable  for  the  purpose.

Spanish  Flies  in  England 

Only  two  insects  are  now  admitted  into  our  Pharma- 
copoeia, namely,  Spanish  Fly  (Cantharis  vesicatoria)  and  the 
Cochineal  insect  (Coccus  Cacti).  The  name  Spanish  Fly  is 
not  exactly  correct;  strictly  speaking,  it  is  beetle,  and  even 
"  Spanish  Beetle  "  would  be  scarcely  accurate,  for  though 
it  was  formerly  procured  almost  exclusively  from  Spain 
and  Italy,  it  is  now  chiefly  obtained  from  St.  Petersburgh 
and  Sicily — not  because  we  are  unable  to  secure  a  supply 
from  Spain,  but  because  the  Russian  insect  is  much  more 
valuable.  It  would  be  difficult,  perhaps,  to  detect  a  sample 
from  Russia  if  placed  by  the  side  of  a  Spanish  specimen, 
so  far  as  external  appearance  is  concerned,  but  it  is  a 
stubborn  fact  that  the  drug  brokers  show  strong  preference 
for  the  parcels  from  St.  Petersburgh  to  those  from  the  south 
of  Europe.  The  insect  is  found,  though  sparingly,  in  the 
south  of  France,  and  English  invalids,  who  spend  the 
summer  at  Montpelier,  often  find  a  specimen  when  passing 
through  the  stony  and  rough  olive  yards.  It  may  surprise 
some  readers  to  hear  that  it  is  also  an  English  insect; 
nevertheless  this  is  the  fact,  although  it  is  so  rare  and  is 
met  with  so  seldom  that  it  cannot  be  made  serviceable. 
Suffolk  is  a  paradise  to  the  enthusiastic  entomologist,  for 
he  there  meets  with  many  exceedingly  rare  specimens  for 
his  cabinet,  and  in  the  summer  and  autumn  of  the  year 
1837  an  immense  quantity  of  the  cantharides  appeared  at 
Colchester.  They  are  said  to  have  literally  swarmed  on 
the  ash  trees  in  that  neighbourhood,  so  much  so  that  these 
trees  were  repeatedly  beaten  with  long  poles  to  rid  them 
of  the  insect,  which  threatened  to  strip  them  of  their  foliage 
and  thus  destroy  the  trees.  In  the  same  year  they  abounded 
at  Ipswich,  as  well  as  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  they  were  also  reported  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  A 
physician  in  the  latter  locality,  evidently  awake  to  his  own 
interests,  collected  a  quantity  and  used  them  in  the  place 
of  the  exotic  specimens.  We  are  not  aware  that  they  have 
ever  been  observed  in  any  quantity  since  1837,  but  it  is  well 
to  bear  this  strange  entomological  freak  in  memory,  so  as 
to  make  it  useful  should  it  occur  again.

Exemption  of  Midwives  from  Jury  Service 

The  following  letter,  signed  "  M.  B.  Simpson,"  has 
been  issued  to  under-sheriffs  throughout  the  country  from 
the  Home  Oftioe  : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  say  that 
his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  difficulty  caused 
to  midwives  in  following  their  calling  by  their  liability 
to  jury  service.  It  is  obvious  that  when  their  profes- 
sional services  are  required  they  are  required  urgently, 
and  often  at  very  short  notice.  Mr.  Henderson  has  no 
doubt  that  midwives  are  in  fact  readily  excused  from 
service  as  jurors  whenever  their  attendance  at  a  con- 
finement is  a  matter  of  pressing  urgency,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  exempting  them  altogether  from  liability  will 
be  considered  as  soon  as  a  suitable  opportunity  for  legis- 
lation on  the  subject  presents  itself ;  but  in  the  mean- 
time he  would  suggest  that  trouble  and  correspondence 
will  be  saved  if,  when  any  woman  who  is  liable  to  jury 
service  supplies  you  with  evidence  (1)  that  she  is  a 
certified  midwife,  and  (2)  has  given  notice  to  the  local 
supervising  authority  (i.e.,  the  county  or  county  borough 
council)  of  her  intention  to  practise  as  such,  you  should 
affix  a  mark  to  her  name  in  the  jurors'  book  so  as  to 
prevent  a  summons  being  sent  to  her.  It  seems  to  the 
'Secretary  of  State  that  the  nature  of  the  work  done 
by  certified  midwives  gives  them  a  claim  for  special  con- 
sideration higher  than  that  of  any  other  section  of.  the 
community  not  already  exempted  by  law  from  liability 
to  jury  service.  -  . 

Inquests 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Osbournby,  on  June  14,  on 
the  body  of  Amos  Atter,  labourer.  The  widow  said  her 
husband  was  told  to  drill  dry  arsenic  in  with  the  wheat 
two  years  ago  at  Walton  Fen.  He  was  not  cautioned, 
and  had  no  idea  that  arsenic  was  a  poison.  His  sufferings 
were  terrible.  The  jury  found  that  Atter  died  from 
arsenical  poisoning  contracted  at  work,  and  condemned 
the  practice  of  using  arsenic  in  that  manner. 

An  inquiry  was  oaened  by  the  Central  London  coroner, 
on  June  13,  concerning  the  death  of  Minnie  Marcus, 
Southampton  Bow,  W.C.,  widow  of  a  jeweller.  Mr. 
D.  C.  Jones,  chemist,  Southampton  Bow,  stated  that 
on  May  28  Mrs.  Marcus  purchased  from  him  a  tube 
containing  twelve  tablets  of  Dial.  He  warned  her,  and 
she  replied  that  she  knew  the  dose,  adding  that  she 
was  not  yet  tired  of  life.  She  signed  the  poison-book. 
A  medical  witness  said  that  10  gr.  of  Dial  was  a  fatal 
dose.  Death  was  due  to  pneumonia,  following  the  taking 
of  a  narcotic. 

Birmingham

Beswick,  has  just  passed  the  examina- 
tion for  the  F.R.C.S.  diploma. 

While  descending  a  hill  near  Altrincham,  recently,  the 
motor-car  conveying  Mr.  W.  Clapham  (William  Clapham, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Lightbowne  Road,  Moston),  his  wife  and 
two  friends  overturned.  Mr.  Clapham  escaped  injury, 
but  the  other  occupants  of  the  car  were  taken  to  a  local 
hospital. 

Whit-week  has  been  observed  in  Manchester,  as  usual, 
as  a  holiday  week.  In  many  districts  chemists  open 
only  until  midday  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday/ 
and  Friday,  with  whole-day  opening  on  the  other  two 
days.  The  supply  of  medicines  is  provided  for  by  a 
rota  system. 

At  Manchester  City  Police  Court,  on  June  11,  Edith 
Annie  Proctor  (35),  Chatham  Street,  was  charged  with 
being  in  unlawful  possession  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs, 
and  with  having  unlawfully  procured  quantities  of  similar 
drugs  by  means  of  forged  orders.  A  detective-inspector 
stated  that  when  he  and  another  officer  showed  the 
defendant  a  number  of  orders  purporting  to  have  been 
signed  "  F.  Proctor,  M.R.C.V.S.,"  each  for  "half  a 
gross  of  morphine  hydrochloride  1-gr.  tafcets  for  veter- 
inary purposes,"  she  said  that  she  wished  to  take  full 
responsibility,,  and  that  her  brother  knew  nothing  about 
the  matter.  During  the  last  twelve  months  the  defendant 
had  obtained  6,384  gr.  of  morphine.  The  defendant  said 
that  the  chemist  who  supplied  the  drugs  had  not  the 
remotest  idea  what  they  were  being  used  for.  She  began 
the  drug  habit  when  she  was  a  nurse,  and  found  she 
coidd  not  stop  it.  She  was  willing  to  do  anything  now 
if  she  could  be  cured.  Her  family  had  no  idea  that  she 
had  been  taking  drugs.  The  magistrates  remanded  the 
defendant  in  custody  for  a  week,  and  it  was  intimated 
that  the  Court  would  listen  sympathetically  to  any 
proposal  from  the  family  to  place  her  under  medical  care. 
On  June  18  the  accused  was  bound  over,  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  she  remained  at  a  nursing  home  till  cured. 

Sheffield

Harold  Greenwood,  chemist  and  druggist,  Eastbank 
Street,  was  fined  £1  for  selling  a  tooth-brush  and  scap 
after  8  p.m. 

Shopping  carnival. — At  the  Llandudno  Junction  shop- 
ping carnival  held  recently,  Mr.  E.  Harrison,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  awarded  the  first  prize  in  the  window- 
dressing  competition  (Section  B). 

Poisoning. — A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  during  temporary 
insanity  "  was  given  at  an  inquest  held  by  the  East 
Surrey  coroner,  on  June  18,  on  the  body  of  Alexandra 
M.  Stringer,  a  vocalist,  who  was  found  to  have  com- 
mitted suicide  by  taking  a  corrosive  poison,  probably 
salt  of  lemon. 

Unlawful  possession  case. — At  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  June  13,  A.  Wong,  described 
as  a  cook,  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment  for 
being  in  possession  of  cocaine  without  authority.  A  tube 
found  on  the  accused  was  stated  to  contain  about  15  gr. 
of  cocaine  hydrochloride. 

Education  week  in  Leicester. — A  decided  success 
attended  the  education  week  recently  held  in  Leicester. 
Exhibits  of  work  done  in  the-  various  schools  were 
arranged  in  the  Junior  Training  Hall,  the  chemistry, 
physics  and  pharmacy  departments  being  well  represented 
in  the  technical  section.  Specimens  of  pharmaceutical 
products  made  by  the  students  and  a  collection  of  interest- 
ing drugs  attracted  much  attention. 

In  the  courts. — At  Dudley  Police  Court,  on  June  13, 
Maurice  Rsdfern  (35),  of  no  fixed  abode,  was  sentenced 
to  a  month's  imprisonment  in  the  second  division  on  a 
charge  of  embezzling  three  sums  amounting  to  £9  3s.,  the 
moneys  of  his  employers,  Raybould,  Whitehouse  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Reform  Works. — At  Newport, 
Isle  of  Wight,  on  June  14,  Richard  Cardwell  Barron, 
otherwise  Marcus  Beresford  Sanday,  perfume  manufac- 
turer, was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  having  obtained  credit 
for  more  than  £10  without  disclosing  the  fact  that  he  was 
an  undischarged  bankrupt. — At  Guildhall  Police  Court, 
London,  recently,  Nora  S.  Rice,  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  was  fined  20s.,  with  21s.  costs,  on  a  charge  of 
travelling  by  train  with  intent  to  avoid  oayment  of  fare. 
— At  Westminster  Police  Court,  recently,  George  H. 
Salmon,  tobacco  blender,  Osbaldeston  Road,  N.,  was 
ordered  to  pay  double  duty  amounting  to  £7  lis.  6d.  on 
smuggled  eau  de  Cologne,  which  was  confiscated. — At 
London  Sessions,  on  June  18,  the  appeal  of  John  Cecil 
Freeman,  chemist,  against  a  conviction  at  Bow  Street 
Police  Court,  with  sentence  of  three  months'  hard  labour, 
on  a  charge  of  being  a  rogue  and  vagabond,  was  dis- 
missed, with  costs.

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Irish  News 

Brevities 

At  a  meeting  of  the  South  Cork  County  Board  of 
Health  a  complaint  was  made  that  the  supplying  of 
surgical  appliances  required  for  Queenstown  district  had 
ibeen  delayed  by  the  action  of  the  Local  Government 
Department  in  insisting  that  such  articles  should  be 
obtained  from  contractors  selected  by  the  Dail.  It  was 
decided  to  point  out  to  the  L.G.D.  the  advantages  of 
procuring  such  articles  locally,  and.  to  refer  to  cases 
where  it  was  found  that  the  local  article  was  superior 
to  that  supplied  by  the  Dail  contractors. 

Under  the  Irish  Free  State  Liquor  Bill,  the  text  of 
which  was  issued  recently,  ingredients  used  for  illicit 
distillation  are  to  bo  controlled,  and  purchasers  of  them 
will  require  police  permits.  Severe  penalties,  including 
imprisonment,  will  be  imposed  for  infringement.  The 
drinking  of  methylated  spirit  is  to  be  an  offence  punish- 
able with  imprisonment.  The  sale  of  methylated  spirit 
between  9  p.m.  on  Saturday  nights  and  9  a.m.  on  Monday 
mornings  is  prohibited,  and  on  other  days  it  is  governed 
by  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Dublin 

The  matter  of  Fine  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  came  before  Mr. 
Justice  Pirn  in  the  Chancery  Division,  Dublin,  on  a 
memorandum  for  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  on  the  ques- 
tions (1)  whether  the  claim  of  Mr.  Bernard  Halligan  for 
the  sum  of  £4,232  in  respect  of  an  expired  period  of 
engagement  for  ten  years,  viz.,  eight  years  and  eleven 
months,  is  proper  to  be  allowed,  and  (2)  whether  the 
Salon  Restaurant  was  the  property  of  the  company 
(C.  &  D.,  February  2,  p.  147).  Mr.  Overend,  K.C.,  who 
appeared  for  Mr.  Halligan,  asked  his  Lordship  to  allow 
the  matter  to  stand.  Mr.  Dickie,  K.C.,  who  appeared 
for  the  liquidator,  said  an  inquiry  was  sent  to  the  chief 
clerk  to  inquire  into  what  arrears  of  salary  were  due  to 
Mr.  Halligan,  who  had  been  managing  director.  But  Mr. 
Halligan  put  in  a  claim  to  the  chief  clerk  not  for  arrears 
of  salary,  but  for  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal  amount- 
ing to  over  £3,000.  That  was  not  a  matter  that  came 
under  the  inquiry  sent  to  the  chief  clerk.  It  was  a 
matter  that  should  be  fought  out  upon  a  question  of  fact. 
Mr.  Overend  said  Mr.  Halligan  was  managing  director 
of  the  company,  and  his  salary  was  £50  a  month,  and  his 
term  of  office  ten  years.  There  was  a  term  of  eight  years 
and  eleven  months  to  go  at  the  time  he  was  dismissed.  He 
submitted  that  Mr.  Hallisran's  claim  was  one  that  would 
be  properly  brought  in  in  the  winding-up.  Mr.  Justice 
Pim  said  that  if  there  was  not  a  consent  there  would 
have  to  be  an  action.    He  adjourned  the  matter. 


Wine  Licences  Appeal 

Further  applications  brought  hy  Belfast  chemists  in 
respect  of  the  loss  of  wine  licences  were  heard  on 
June  10,  11  and  12  at  the  City  Claims'  Tribunal,  pre- 
sided over  by  Judge  Thompson.  In  the  claim  of  James 
Cotton,  R.D.,  28  Upper  Newtownards  Road,  Mr. 
Warnock,  for  the  applicant,  stated  that  Mr.  Cotton 
commenced  business  on  January  1,  1923.  He  had  not 
got  a  complete  year's  trading,  and  the  claim  was  accord- 
inglv  made  on  two  hases.  First  of  all  they  took  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  year  as  the  period  of  trading, 
and  as  an  alternative  they  took  nine  months'  trade. 
They  worked  out  differently,  as  applicant  was  closing 
down  his  wine  business,  and  bought  veTy  little  in  the 
last  two  months.  Counsel  submitted  that  the  seven 
months  was  a  fairer  basis  than  the  nine  months. 
Applicant's  wine  sales  for  the  seven  months  were 
£79  7s.  10d.,  and  for  the  nine  months  £84  lis.  3d.  The 
«iet  profits  for  the  seven  months  worked  out  at 
£13  13s.  10d.,  and  for  the  nine  months  £14  6s.  lOd.  The 
applicant,  in  reply  to  Judee  Thompson  (chairman),  said 
it  was  a  new  business  which  he  started.  W.  E.  Rut- 
ledge.  Ph.C,  363,  Ormeau  Road,  sought  £141  for  the 
loss  of  his  wine  licence.  Mr.  Warnock  said  the  accoun- 
tant   for    the    Ministry    and    the    accountant   for  the 


claimant  had  agreed  that  the  profits  were  £28  4s.  9d. 
John  Long,  R.D.,  2  Castlereagh  Road,  claimed  £280, 
while  claims  for  £172  lCs.  and  £182  were  made  respec- 
tively by  R.  G.  McKinstry,  Ph.C,  225  Holy  wood  Road, 
and  Thomas  Mitchell,  Ph.C,  139  Newtownards  Road. 

In  the  claim  of  George  Johnston,  R.D.,  Ravenhill 
Road,  Mr.  B.  J.  Fox  said  the  applicant  had  been  duly 
assessed  for  the  three  years.  As  regards  the  net  profits 
on  the  wine  business,  they  accepted  the  figures  of  the 
Government  accountant.  The  average  net  profit  was 
£34  3s.  2d.,  and  the  claim  amounted  to  £170  156.  lOd. 
David  McR.  Honeyman,  R.D.,  177  Shankill  Road, 
claimed  for  the  loss  of  his  wine  licence.  Mr.  Fox  said 
this  was  a  case  somewhat  out  of  the  ordinary.  The 
applicant  commenced  business  in  January,  1923,  and 
prior  to  that  the  premises  had  been  used  as  a  barber's 
shop,  and  the  claimant  consequently  had  to  develop  a 
new  business.  The  figures  were  taken  for  the  period 
from  January  to  September,  and  therefore  they  did  not 
include  what  he  submitted  was  the  best  time  of  the 
year  for  the  sale  of  wine.  He  submitted  that  the  appli- 
cant would  have  done  more  trade  in  the  four  winter 
months,  which  would  have  included  the  Christmas  season, 
than  he  did  in  the  previous  eight  months.  The  judge 
asked  on  what  other  basis  can  they  work.  Mr.  Fox: 
I  am  afraid  your  Honour  is  bound  by  the  figures.  The 
average  net  profits  on  wine  worked  out  at  £43  17s. 
Mr.  Roche  (a,  member  of  the  Tribunal)  said  the  claims 
of  sonje  of  the  chemists  from  the  Shankill  Road,  who 
had  been  there  for  a  lengthy  period,  are  a  great  deal 
less.  Applicant  replied  that  some  of  them  had  only  a 
wine  licence  for  about  three  months.  The  claim  wa6 
referred  back  to  the  acoountant.  Herbert  E.  Mcllroy, 
R.D.,  117  York  Street,  sought  £499  for  the  loss  of  his 
wine  licence.  Mr.  Philip  Bell,  for  the  applicant,  said  there 
was  no  income  assessment  for  1921,  but  in  1922  he  was 
assessed  in  £300  and  1923  in  £250.  The  drop  in  the 
assessment  in  1922  was  due  to  the  riots  in  the  city. 
Applicant's  business  premises  were  situated  in  the  worst 
part  of  the  city,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  disturb- 
ances, his  business  was  not  60  good  that  year.  His 
average  wine  profits  were  £99  19s.  3d.  Claimant,  in 
evidence,  stated  that  he  commenced  business  in  York 
Street,  in  April,  1919.  The  premises  had  previously 
been  used  as  a  chemist  shop.  In  1922,  owing  to  the 
riots,  he  had  to  close  frequently.  He  interviewed  the 
income-tax  people  about  the  way  his  trade  had  been 
disturbed  by  the  trouble  in  the  city,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence they  reduced  his  assessment  for  that  year  to 
£250.  In  the  claim  by  John  Taggart,  Crumlin  Road, 
Mr.  Philip  Bell  said  that  a  drapery  business  had  been 
carried  on  in  the  premise;,  prior  to  the  applicant  open- 
ing on  August  4,  1922.  The  wine  sales  amount  to 
£269  lis.  9d.,  and  the  purchases  to  £196  3s.  lOd.  The 
net  profits  were  £58  5s.  8d.  In  reply  to  His  Honour, 
the  applicant  said  the  wine  business  was  steadily  in- 
creasing, constituting  between  seven  and  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  gross  turnover.  The  profits  adjusted  for  income-tax 
purposes  were  £417  19s.  2d.  William  James  McKee, 
Grosvenor  Road,  who  started  business  on  February  23, 
1922,  stated  his  net  profits  on  wine  for  a  year's  trading 
were  £21  Is.  9d.  He  sought  £105  8s.  9d.  for  the  loss 
of  his  licence.  Charles  A.  Talbot,  R.D.,  137  Ligoniel 
-Road,  applied  for  £116  compensation.  His  average  net 
profit  on  wine  was  £23  6s.  5d.  Rose  Anne  Finegan, 
120  Royal  Avenue,  claimed  £136.  The  average  net  profit 
on  wine  for  a  year  was  £27  4s.  6d.  Applicant  informed 
the  Tribunal  that  the  business  had  been  carried  on  by 
her  brother  for  twenty-two  years.  On  his  death  on 
December  14,  1922,  she  took  over  charge  of  the  business 
James  Brown,  R.D.,  381  Woodstock  Road,  claimed  £392 
He  said  his  average  net  profit  on  wine  was  £78  9s  8d 
James  Macauley,  R.D.,  18-20  Holy  wood  Road,  who 
claimed  £136,  said  that  his  averasre  "net  profits  on  wine 
were  £27  5s.  lid.    An  average  net  profit  of  £39  17s  6d

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American  Notes 

By  "  The  Man  from  London." 

Two  more  vitamins  have  been  discovered,  according 
to  a  report  from  the  University  of  California.  One  is  a 
vitamine  found  in  tea,  and  the  other  is  a  substance  ex- 
tracted from  wheat.  This  latter  is  stated  to  have  three 
hundred  times  the  life-giving  qualities  of  any  known 
vitamins. 

French  perfume  manufacturers  exhibited  their  pro- 
ducts in  America  at  the  French  Industrial  Exposition, 
Grand  Central  Palace,  New  York  City,  from  April  23  to 
May  3.  The  leading  perfumer  of  France  exhibited  for 
the  first  time  in  this  way,  and  the  exposition  was 
opened  by  Ambassador  Jusserand,  thus  being  under  the 
official  guidance  of  the  French  Government. 

Accuracy  in  clinicals. — A  Bill  is  to  be  introduced  in 
the  U.S.  Senate,  which  will  require  accuracy  in  all 
thermometers  sold  by  druggists  and  others.  The  Bureau 
of  Standards  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  will  be 
required  to  inspect  and  test  all  clinical  thermometers, 
etc..  and  to  certify  ae  to  their  correct  registering, 
marking  them  accordingly  before  they  may  be  shipped 
in  interstate  commerce,  or  into  or  from  a  foreign  country 
into  the  United  States.  The  Bill  fixes  a  fine  of  $200 
and  makes  it  a  misdemeanour  to  handle  uncertified  clinical 
thermometers. 

Industrial  alcohol  commissioner  for  U.S. — It  is  now 
proposed  to  create  a  position  of  Commissioner  under 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  who  would  have 
supervision  and  control  of  the  permissive  provisions  of 
the  National  Prohibition  Act.  This  Act  is  entitled  : 
"  An  Act  to  Prohibit  Intoxicating  Beverages,  and  to 
Regulate  the  Manufacture,  Production,  Use,  and  Sale 
of  High-Proof  Spirits  for  other  than  Beverage  Purposes, 
and  to  Insure  an  Ample  Supply  of  Alcohol  and  Promote 
its  Use  in  Scientific  Research  and  in  the  Development 
of  Fuel  and  Dye,  and  Other  Lawful  Industries." 

Drug  store  'phone  demand. — Thousands  of  druggists 
in  New  York  City  are  threatening  to  have  the  public 
telephone  pay  stations  removed  from  their  stores  unless 
the  telephone  company  allows  them  25  per  cent,  of  the 
receipts.  The  druggists  claim  that  the  percentage  they 
now  receive  from  the  telephone  company  does  not  pay 
for  the  space  occupied  by  the  booths  and  the  time  of 
the  clerks  in  giving  change  for  telephone  users.  The 
manager  of  one  large  drug  store  in  the  city  state* 
that  he  received  between  $75  and  $85  a  month  as  his 
share  of  the  receipts  from  six  booths.  He  does  not 
believe  the  booths  brought  any  additional  business. 

Chlorine  for  influenza. — Among  other  new  remedies 
being  advertised  largely  before  the  public,  the  chlorine- 
gas  treatment  of  colds,  the  common  influenza  kind,  has 
been  of  late  receiving  much  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  newspapers.  It  would  not  be  surprising  to  hear 
that  druggists  were  getting  many  calls  for  "  chlorine 
gas,"  as  this  is  just  the  kind  of  novelty  likely  to  "  catch 
on  "  with  the  American  public.  From  all  accounts  the 
chlorine-gas  treatment  in  whooping  cough,  bronchitis  and 
asthma  has  given  satisfaction,  and  the  fact  that  the 
President  of  the  United  States  was  allowed  to  take  it 
has  given  it  a  magnificent  advertisement,  and  shown 
that  the  treatment  is  considered  safe. 

The  demand  for  liquor. — John  Gorini,  of  the  Alps 
Drug  Company  of  New  York  City,  testified  on  March  21, 
before  the  Senate  committee  investigating  Attorney- 
General  Daugherty,  that  he  collected  and  paid  $200,000 
as  "  graft  "  in  connection  with  permits  for  the  withdrawal 
of  liquor.  He  further  testified  that  to  his  own  knowledge 
50,000  to  60,000  cases  of  whiskey  were  withdrawn  from 
bonded  warehouses  and  distributed  to  bootleggers  in  New 
York  City.  Mr.  Gorini  said  that  the  prioe  paid  per  permit 
was  at  the  rate  of  $15  a  case.  The  lawyer  attached  to 
the  ring,  he  said,  received  50  cents  on  each  case  of  liquor 
released  from  the  warehouses.  He  also  testified  that  $4 
of  each  $15  went  to  highrup  Federal  Prohibition  officials, 
whom  he  mentioned  by  name.  The  druggist  in  whose 
name  the  withdrawal  was  made  received  $1  a  case;  he 
himself  got  $1. 


Alcoholic  Pharmacy  in  New  York  City. — Palmer 
Canfield,  prohibition  director  of  New  York,  is  responsible 
for  the  statement  that  during  1923  more  than  600  liquor 
licences  of  the  city's  pharmacists  were  revoked.  Also  that 
for  the  first  four  months  of  the  current  year  the  number 
ot  licence  revocations  is  greater  than  the  corresponding 
period  for  1923.  This  means  that  one  out  of  every  five 
New  York  druggists  were  found  to  have  been  violators 
of  the  Volstead  Prohibition  Act.  The  same  conditions 
prevailed  in  1922.  At  present  more  than  half  of  the  drug-* 
gists  in  Now  York  are  enforced  "  dries,"  as  far  as  the 
dispensing  of  intoxicating  liquor  is  concerned.  As  whisky 
and  brandy  have  been  made  legal  medicines,  and  are  to 
be  included  in  the  next  U.S. P.,  these  druggists  may  find 
themselves  later  on  in  a  peculiar  position  regarding  the 
filling  of  legal  prescriptions. 

German  Potash  Loan  Denied. — A  report  was  current 
in  New  York  that  the  German  potash  industry  had  been 
successful  in  arranging  an  American  dollar  credit.  This 
is  now  denied  by  the  interests  mentioned  as  having  given 
the  credit  as  well  as  by  H.  A.  Forbes,  vice-president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Potash  Importing  Corporation  of 
America,  which  is  the  sole  agency  of  distribution  of  the 
Kali  Syndicate  in  this  country.  The  Kali  Syndicate  in 
Germany  ships  through  the  Potash  Importing  Corporation, 
of  America  each  year  into  this  country  between  $20,000,000 
and  $25,000,000  worth  of  German  'potash  for  fertiliser 
uses.  The  American  Corporation  buys  the  potash  out- 
right, paying  for  it  in  dollars,  and  resells  the  product  to 
American  fertiliser  manufacturers.  Before  the  war  the 
Kali  Syndicate  did  its  own  merchandising  in  America. 
There  has  been  apparently  a  good  deal  of  agitation  for  an 
American  credit  for  the  German  potash  industry  for 
months. 

Tax  on  carbonated  beverages. — According  to  the 
annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
for  1923,  the  tax  on  carbonic-acid  gas  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  beverages  amounted  to  $1,378,051.71,  and 
the  tax  on  syrups  used  in  the  manufacture  of  beverages 
amounted  to  $4,283,895.74,  a  total  of  $5,661,947.45.  This 
is  about  one-third  of  the  amount  levied  upon  candy. 
Carbonic-acid  gas  is  taxed  in  the  United  States  at  the 
rate  of  four  cents  a  pound.  On  the  basis  of  tax  receipts 
above,  there  was  used  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
34,451,293  pounds  of  carbonic-acid  gas.  In  1917  the 
experience  of  many  users  showed  that  it  takes  one 
pound  of  carbonic-acid  gas  to  carbonate  eight  gallons 
of  water.  On  this  basis  34,451,293  pounds  of  gas  will 
carbonate  275,610,344  gallons  of  water,  equivalent  to 
5,427,318,894  glasses  and  bottles  holding  six  and  one-half 
fluid  ounces.  It  is  estimated  each  gallon  of  soda  water 
or  beverage  contains  about  three-fourths  of  a  pound  of 
sugar,  and  the  consumption  of  sugar  in  this  manner 
amounted  to  around  103,354  tons  last  fiscal  year. 

New  alcohol  regulations  came  into  force  May  1, 
1924,  among  which  is  noted  :  "  That  all  records  and 
files  required  by  these  regulations  must  be  kept  for 
three  years  in  such  a  manner  so  the  agents  of  the  Pro- 
hibition Commissioner  can  inspect  them  at  any  time.  If 
a  druggist  wishes  to  have  a  different  pharmacist  desig- 
nated in  his  permit  the  routine  is  such  that  he  will 
have  to  sign  three  copies  of  his  permit  application. 
Where  any  person  who  holds  a  permit  dies,  or  where 
the  rights  or  privileges  of  any  such  person  pass  by  law 
to  a  successor  or  to  a  legal  representative,  such  shall 
succeed  to  none  of  the  privileges  granted  by  the  permit 
except  the  duty  to  be  responsible  for  such  supplies  of 
liquor  on  the  premises.  No  liquor  may  be  transferred 
to  the  purchaser  or  used  or  sold  by  him  if  a  business 
is  sold  until  he  gets  a  permit  himself.  Alcohol  and 
other  distilled  spirits  and  wines  may  be  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations  unfit  for  beverage 
purposes,  compounded  in  accordance  with  the  formulas 
of  the  U.S. P.  or  N.F.,  and  in  the  manufacture  of 
patented,  patent,  proprietary,  or  other  medicines  unfit  for 
beverage  purposes."  The  following  are  among  the  U.S. P. 
and  N.F.  preparations  held  to  be  fit  for  beverage 
purposes  :  Elixir  aromatic,  elixir  of  liquorice,  elixir  of 
terpin  hydrate,  spirits  of  ether  (Hoffman's  Drops),  wine 
of  beef,  wine  of  pepsin,  etc. 
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Turkish  chemical  imforts. — In  order  to  promote  the 
development  of  a  national  chemical  industry,  which  at 
present  is  practically  non-existent  in  Turkey,  the  Turkish 
Government  has  decided  that  those  factories  which  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  law  for  the  promotion  of 
industrial  enterprises  shall  be  permitted  to  import 
certain  chemicals  free  of  duty.  This  exemption  from 
customs  charges  is  to  be  extended  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  and  the  list  of  duty-free  chemicals  includes,  inter 
alia,  arsenic,  mercuric  chloride,  mercuric  oxide,  antimony, 
tin,  anilin  and  alizarin  dyes,  potassium  bicarbonate, 
sodium  hyposulphite,  hydrochloric,  nitric,  sulphuric, 
acetic,  formic  and  tartaric  acids ;  borax,  gelatin,  soda, 
ammonia,  palm  oil,  sesame  oil,  cacao  butter,  paraffin, 
glycerin,  ammonium  thiocyanate,  phosphorus,  hydrogen 
peroxide,  caustic  soda,  raw  rubber,  magnesium  sulphate, 
glycerin. 

Egyptian  alcohol  duty. — An  Egyptian  decree  pub- 
lished May  12  fixes  the  rate  of  duty  to  be  charged  on  all 
beverages,  perfumes,  pharmaceutical  and  industrial  pro- 
ducts, etc.,  containing  over  2  per  cent,  of  pure  alcohol  at 
200  milliemes  per  1,000  c.c.  of  pure  alcohol  present.  In 
addition,  the  general  import  duty,  amounting  to  8  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  will  be  levied  on  the  product  after 
deducting  the  value  of  the  alcohol  present  from  the  total 
chargeable  value.  Importers  are  required  to  state  on  the 
customs  declaration  forms  the  percentage  of  pure  alcohol 
contained  in  the  article  to  be  cleared,  and  in  the  absence 
of  this  statement  will  have  to  bear  the  cost  of  analysis. 
This  requirement  will  be  enforced  from  July  12.  De- 
naturated  alcohol' complying  with  the  requirement,  of  the 
Egyptian  customs  authorities  is  chargeable  at  the  rate  of 
2  milliemes  per  kilo.  No  drawback  will  be  allowed  on 
re-exporting  alcoholic  products  on  which  the  above  new 
rates  of  duty  have  been  paid.  With  the  publication  of 
this  decree  the  various  enactments  issued  in  1921  and 
1922  are  rescinded. 

Greek  customs  tariff. — The  new  Greek  customs  tariff 
is  on  the  double  column  system,  containing  maximum  and 
minimum  (or  preferential)  rates  of  duty, which  are  charge- 
able on  the  weight  of  the  goods.  The  following  are  the 
rates  of  duty  on  a  few  goods  of  pharmaceutical  interest, 
expressed  in  metal  drachma  per  100  kilos  : —

An  outbreak  or  "  hays." — Among  claimants  to  dis- 
coveries equal  in  value  with  Mr.  Grindell-Matthew's  so- 
called  "  Death  Ray  "  is  Mr.  Edgar  Hill,  F.I.C,  Ph.C, 
Welbury  Drive,  Bradford,  who  states  that  he  worked  on 
the  idea  of  electrical  projection  of  a  beam  of  light,  rich 
in  ultra-violet  or  similar  rays,  as  far  back  as  1916.  Mr. 
Hill  offered  the  idea  without  thought  of  payment,  at  a 
time  when  any  such  idea  put  into  practical  use  might 
have  been  invaluable  in  air-raids.  He  realised  at  the 
time  that  he  would  be  handicapped  by  atmospheric  elec- 
tricity.

Trading  figures 
showed  that  in  1920  there  was  a  loss  of  £1,925 ;  in  the 
following  year  there  was  a  further  loss  of  £1,125 ;  in  1922 
the  loss  was  increased  to  £1,789 ;  in  1923  the  loss 
amounted  to  £333,  while  the  estimated  loss  on  the  trading 
to  April  19  last  amounted  to  £156.  The  creditors  de- 
cided to  confirm  the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company, 
with  Mr.  Booth  as  liquidator  and  an  advisory  committee.

Adding  the  £100,000  mentioned  above  brings  the  reserve 
up  to  £503,989.  In  commenting  on  the  above  report, 
the  "Financial  Times"  says  these  profits  "establish  a 
fresh  record,  enabling  the  directors  again  to  make  a  dis- 
tribution of  36  per  cent,  on  the  company's  enlarged 
capital.  It  is  also  possible  to  add  £100,000  to  the  reserve 
fund,  making  it  £504,0C0,  and  carry  forward  £71,900 
more  than  the  amount  brought  in.

The  turnover  was  practically  the  same, 
and  the  moderate  increase  in  the  net  profit  was  due  to 
the  reversion  to  the  pre-war  rate  of  depreciation  on  plant 
and  machinery.     During  the  war  period  the  rate  was 
increased  to  meet   the    abnormal    depreciation  which 
occurred  through  working  at  full  pressure  night  and  day 
and  under  conditions  which  did  not  permit  of  doing 
repairs  at  an  early  stage.     These  conditions  no  longer 
exist,  and  the  plant  and  machinery  to-day  are  in  better- 
order  than  for  many  years  past.     "  The  maintenance  of 
our  net  profits  "  (continued  the  chairman)  "  is  due  in 
a  large  measure  to  the  improved  efficiency  of  our  pro- 
cesses in  our  fine  chemical  department  and  to  working 
economies  in  our  various  factories.     We  have  to  devote 
the   greatest  attention   in  these   directions.      Our  fine 
chemical  department  was  greatly  extended  during  the 
war  period,  and  has  since  been  fostered  under  the  pro- 
tection afforded  by  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act. 
This  Act  expires  in  September  1926,  when,  unless  it  is 
extended  for  a  further  period,  we  shall  be  exposed  to 
world-wide  competition.      In  view  of  the  low  rate  of 
"wages  now  being  paid  on  the  Continent  and  the  depre- 
ciated currencies  existing  in  competing  countries,  this 
will  be  a  serious  matter,  and  we  may  even  be  forced 
to  discontinue  the  manufacture  of  some  of  our  products. 
In  that  event  not  only  would  the  costly  plant  which  has 
been  erected  with  so  much  skill  be  scrapped,  but  a 
number  of  men  would  be  thrown  out  of  employment.  We 
are  among  those  who  value  highly  the  tariff  preferences 
given  to  British  products  by  the  Dominions  ;  in  some 
cases  their  assistance  has  enabled  us  to  continue  manu- 
facturing.   We  cannot,  however,  rely  upon  such  exterior 
aids,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year 
very  gratifying  improvements  have  been  achieved  by  our 
chemists  in  several  of  our  processes.    I  have,  therefore, 
considerable  confidence  that  we  shall  be  able  to  meet 
foreign  competition  in  a  number  of   products.  The 
benefit  of  these  improvements  will  be  greater  during  the 
current  year  or  in  the  near  future.    Our  subsidiary  coni- 
panies,  both  in  America  and  in  Canada,  made  substantial 
profits  and  are  in  a  sound  financial  condition."  Sir 
George  Hayter  Chubb,  Bart.,  seconded  the  resolution, 
which  was  carried    unanimously.       Mr.   A.   W.  Bush 
(managing  director)  moved  that  Sir  George  Hayter  Chubb 
be  re-elected  a  director,  and  Dr.  P.  C.  C.  Isherwood, 
O.B.E.,  Ph.D.,  F.I.C.,  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 
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Deadly  Indian  Plants 

If  there  are  virulent  poisons  in  the  animal  world  whose 
introduction  into  the  human  system  means  swift  and 
painful  death,  there  are  poisons,  too,  in  the  vegetable 
kingdom  whose  action  is  no  less  quick  and  which  have, 
moreover,  played  a  far  greater  part  in  the  field  of 
criminology  than  any  poison  of  animal  origin.  Like  many 
other  countries,  India  has  ite  own  quota  of  poisonous 
plants,  the  deadly  qualities  of  which  have  been  known 
to  the  people  for  centuries  past.  We  need  not  dwell 
here  on  such  plants  as  the  datura  and  cannabis.  The 
employment  of  the  one  for  wholesale  robberies  and  of 
the  other  as  an  ordinary  intoxicant,  and  of  both  in 
medicine,  is  quite  well  known  in  and  out  of  India.  Three 
species  of  datura  occur  in  India  from  the  hills  to  the 
pJains,  and  the  distribution  of  cannabis  is  equally  wide, 
there  being  tracts  in  the  North-West  Frontier  Provinces 
and  Kashmir  where  even  mile-long  patches  of  wild 
"  bhang  "  are  not  uncommon.  Elegant  foliage  and  beau- 
tiful blossoms  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  benevolent 
nature  of  a  plant.  This  is  readily  instanced  by  some 
of  the  highly  prized  garden  plants.  The  Indian  Oleander, 
Nerium  odorum,  with  its  bunches  of  milk-white  or  rose- 
coloured  flowers,  is  a  very  attractive-looking  plant.  The 
roots  and  leaves  are  highly  poisonous,  especially  affecting 
the  heart.  The  root  is  also  used  as  an  abortefacient.  The 
"  Kaner  "  or  "  Kurubee,"  as  the  plant  is  called  in 
vernacular,  is  found  up  to  6,500  ft.  on  the  Himalayas, 
and  people  are  so  well  aware  of  its  death-dealing 
properties  that  in  village  quarrels  the  contending  parties 
often  bid  each  other  go  and  eat  the  "  Kaner  "  root. 
The  use  of  Oleander  both  for  suicidal  and  homicidal 
purposes  is  not  rare.  Thevetia  neriifolia  is  another  pretty 
shrub  with  large  yellow  flowers.  One  seed  of  this  plant 
is  enough  to  cause  the  death  of  a  child,  while  women 
have  been  known  to  put  an  end  to  their  lives  with  the 
powder  of  four  or  five  seeds.  Cerbera  odallum  is  a  hand- 
some tree  belonging  to  the  same  order  as  the  above 
two.  It  is  a  native  of  the  swamps  in  the  coasts  of 
India,  and  the  kernel  of  its  fruit  is  an  equally  virulent 
poison,  vomiting,  purging,  collapse  and  death  following 
with  four  to  six  hours  from  the  time  of  its  introduction 
into  the  stomach. 

A  Dangeroits  Liliaceous  Climber 
Of  Gloriosa  superba  the  eminent  botanist,  Roxburgh, 
says  that  it  is  oae  of  the  most  ornamental  plants  any 
country  can  boast  of.  Yet  its  root,  which  has  now 
been  found  to  contain  an  alkaloid  allied  to  colchicine,  is 
so  virulent  a  poison  that  in  one  case  of  self-administration 
a  painful  death  accompanied  by  convulsions  occurred 
within  four  hours.  The  lurid  greenish-yellow  flowers  and 
purple  berries  of  Atropa  belladonna  and  the  offensive- 
smelling  leaves  of  'Hyosryamus  niger,  both  of  which  are 
to  be  found  in  the  North-West  Himalayas,  give  a  warn- 
ing of  the  malevolent  nature  of  the  plants.  The  former, 
being  a  native  of  high  altitudes  only,  does  not  cause 
much  poisoning,  accidental  or  intentional,  though  shep- 
herd boys  sometimes  eat  the  berry  and  get  sick  and  blind 
for  a  few  days.  Hyoscyamus  is,  however,  smoked  like 
"  ganja,"  and  naturally  an  overdose  brings  about  death. 
It  is  also  given  with  food  for  criminal  purposes,  the 
victims  losing  all  sense  in  three  to  four  hours.  The 
peculiar  flowers  of  aconite  are  suspicious-looking,  and 
it  is  a  well-known  f^tct  that  for  many  a  sudden  death, 
both  of  men  and  animals,  in  the  hills  the  roots  of  one 
or  other  of  about  half  a  dozen  species  of  aconite  are 
responsible.  Aconite  is  also  used  as  an  arrow-poison. 
Wild  animals  like  tigers  are  sometimes  killed  by  these 
poisoned  darts  or  by  the  more  sinister  method  of  poison- 
ing the  water  of  drinking-water  pools  known  to  be 
frequented  by  animals,  in  which  case  the  predaceous  and 
harmless  beasts  die  alike.  Among  the  large  trees  which 
yield  poisonous  fruit  or  bark,  none  can  surpass  the  Nux 
vomica  tree.  Nux  vomica  is  the  most  important  Indian 
drug,  so  far  as  the  quantity  and  value  of  export  are 
concerned.  Stri/chnos  nvx  vomica  is  a  widely-distributed 
tree,  and  its  yellow  round  berries  are  conspicuous  during 
the  early  summer.  The  seeds  are  the  source  of  strychnine 
and  brucine.     The  pulp  of  the  fruit  is  said  to  contain 


strychnine  also,  but  it  is  eaten  by  birds.  The  bark, 
too,  is  poisonous,  and  it  has  caused  a  lot  of  accidental 
poisoning  by  being  confused  with  the  comparatively  inert 
bark  of  Holarrhena  antidysenterica,  the  well-known  Indian 
remedy  for  dysentery.  In  Indian  bazaars  nux  vomica 
seeds  and  aconite  roots  are  easily  available,  and  hence 
these  two  poisons  figure  frequently  in  the  annals  of 
poisoning.  The  use  of  "  Ak,"  Calotropis  gigantea  and 
procera,  in  Indian  medicine  is  more  extensive  than  those 
of  the  above  two.  This  highly  useful  plant  was  and  is 
abused  in  more  ways  than  one.  When  criminal  infanti- 
cide, especially  as  regards  female  children,  was  in  vogue 
in  former  times  the  milky  juice  of  the  "  Ak  "  plant 
put  in  the  mouth  of  the  new-born  babe  was  the  principal 
means  by  which  this  nefarious  act  was  speedily  accom- 
plished. Young  branches  of  the  plant  are  still  used  as 
abortef  acients. 

Prayer  Beads 
A  curious  Indian  poison  is  that  obtained  from  the 
seeds  of  Abrus  precatorius,  the  jequirity  plant.  The 
leaves  and  roots  are  sweetish  to  the  taste.  The  scarlet 
and  white  seeds  are  commonly  used  by  Indian  gold- 
smiths as  weights.  They  contain  a  poison  which  in  its 
action  is  somewhat  similar  to  snake-venom.  For  the 
purpose  of  inflicting  death  on  animals  or  men  the  seeds 
are  decorticated,  soaked  in  water,  pounded  and  made 
into  the  shape  of  minute  needles,  which  are  driven 
beneath  the  victim's  skin  with  the  help  of  a  wooden 
handle.  The  "  chamars  "  (skinners)  specialise  in  the 
preparation  of  this  poison.  Murders  by  means  of  jequirity 
seeds  are  not  so  common,  but  many  cattle  are  killed 
by  this  subtle  poison,  whose  lethal  dose  for  a  full-grown 
cow  is  only  a  few  grains.  It  is  very  fortunate  that 
some  of  the  deadly  plants  are  confined  to  particular 
tracts.  In  the  drv  hills  of  Northern  India  and  in  Deccan 
a  small,  unpretentious  euphorbiaceous  tree  is  to  be  met 
with,  the  leaves  of  which  no  animal  will  touch.  It  is 
known  botanically  as  Chistanthus  collinus,  and  although 
all  parts  of  the  plant  are  poisonous,  the  woody  capsule 
is  specially  so.  A  couple  of  fruits  will  cause  death  in 
four  to  five  hours.  Antiaris  toxicaria,  the  upas  tree  of 
the  extreme  south,  and  Tavcus  baccata,  the  yew,  of  the 
extreme  north  of  India,  are  also  reputed  poisons,  but  not 
usually  occurring  near  human  habitations,  are  not  much 
employed  for  criminal  purposes.  While  on  the  subject 
of  the  deadly  plants  of  India,  we  should  not  forget  to 
mention  those  whose  touch  leaves  a  deep  impression  on 
the  memory,  and  in  some  extreme  cases  a  physical  trace 
too.  The  "  Marking  nut  "  tree,  Semecarpus  anacardium, 
is  an  instance  to  the  point.  The  juice  of  the  tree  is 
so  very  irritant  that  jungle  people  fear  to  cut  the  wood. 
The  shell  of  the  nut  contains  a  vesicant  oil  that  raises 
blisters  on  the  skin.  Advantage  is  taken  of  this  property 
by  malingerers  who  wish  to  produce  ophthalmia  and  skin 
eruptions.  The  juice  of  the  sumachs,  Rhus  wallichii  and 
B.  punjabensis,  is  equally  corrosive.  Carelessness  in 
handling  the  trees  has  often  resulted  in  ophthalmia  and 
blindness.  Of  nettles  there  is  no  .  want  in  India.  Urtica 
heterophi/lla  is  a  ferocious-looking  plant  with  its  long 
white  stings.  But  though  this  gigantic  n6ttle  stings 
virulently,  the  pain  does  not  last  for  more  than  an  hour. 
The  shrubby  nettle  of  the  higher  altitudes,  Urtica  crenu- 
lata,  is,  however,  a  plant  which,  once  touched,  is  ever 
remembered.  The  stinging  hairs  here  are  not  at  all 
conspicuous,  and  the  plant  in  all  outward  appearance  is 
quite  innocent-looking.  But  if  an  unfortunate  traveller 
happens  to  touch  it  with  a  finger,  or  even  to  approach 
it  closely,  then  he  is  done  for.  The  sneezing  and  running 
at  the  nose  and  tetanic  symptoms  may  continue  for  two 
days  even,  and  the  effects  will  not  totally  disapDear 
before  a  week.  N.  B.  D.  (7/1).

We  have  all  heard,  no  doubt,  of  the  boy  who  goes  into 
the  pastry  cook  shops  for  stale  buns  and  broken  cakes,  but 
few  people,  I  should  say,  have  heard  that  the  same  young 
gentleman  is  the  purchaser  of  "  stray  pills  "  at  chemists' 
shops.  Stray  pills,  I  am  credibly  informed,  are  those  pills 
which,  during  the  process  of  being  put  into  boxes,  fall  on 
to  the  floor  and  are  swept  up.  They  vary  in  size  and 
potentiality,  of  course,  according  to  the  particular  class  of 
pills  being  handled,  but  to  the  majority  of  people  a  pill 
is  a  pill,  and  one  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  another; 
and  so  they  are  bought  under  the  strange  title  of  "  strays." 
There  can  be  little  douht,  after  reading  this,  that  stray 
paragraphs  vary  widely  in  potentiality — and  also  in 
credibility.

Record  of  matters    concerning    Chemists'    interests    in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Blackpool.  —  Addressing  a  Blackpool  gathering  cn 
June  12  on  Insurance  medical  benefits,  Mr.  J.  A.  Speed, 
clerk  to  the  Lancashire  Health  Insurance  Committee,  dealt 
with  excessive  prescribing,  and  said  in  Lancashire,  in 
1916,  1,526,000  prescriptions  were  received,  for  which 
chemists  were  paid  £40,000.  In  March  this  year  prescrip- 
tions were  being  issued  at  the  rate  of  three  million  per 
annum,  compared  with  2,428,000  in  March  last  year.  What 
was  the  reason  for  this  persistent  increase?  Was  it  that 
the  people  as  a  whole  were  developing  into  a  community 
of  chronic  medicine  takers?  Certainly  the  brake  would 
have  to  be  put  on.  The  cost  of  medicines  supplied  to 
insured  persons  was  getting  so  serious  that  the  Ministry 
were  looking  closely  into  the  matter.  It  was  high  time 
there  was  a  campaign  against  this  fetish  practice  of  medi- 
cine drinking.  It  was  said  of  Lancashire  people  that  they 
thought  more  of  the  bottle  of  medicine  than  they  did  of 
the  services  of  the  practitioner.  It  was  interesting  to 
note,  he  added,  that  since  the  passing  of  the  Insurance 
Act  practitioners  in  the  administrative  county  had  not 
been  fined  one  penny  piece  on  the  ground  of  excessive 
prescribing.  How  far  the  Ministry  would  be  able  to 
educate  public  opinion  so  as  to  reduce  the  demand  for  the 
8-oz.  graduated  bottle  remained  to  be  6een. 

Bolton. — During  the  three  months  ended  March  31, 
96,715  prescriptions  were  dispensed  a,t  a  cost  of 
£3,478  12s.  8d.  The  average  cost  per  insured  person  was 
9.90d.  In  the  Lancashire  Prescription  Bureau's  area  7.75d. 
is  the  average  cost  at  Blackpool,  and  the  highest  14.33d. 
at  Preston. 

Bournemouth. — -According  to  the  annual  report  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  there  are  45  chemists  on  the  panel 
list.  Last  year  85,023  prescriptions  were  made,  the  cost 
being  £3,211  14s.  lid.  The  prescriptions  in  the  previous 
year  were  78,404,  and  the  cost  £3,134.  The  average  cost 
of  prescriptions  last  year  was  9. Id.  each,  as  against  10. 6d. 
in  the  previous  year.  The  drug  fund  totalled 
£3,254  19s.  Id. 

Chippenham.— The  Wiltshire  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  on  June  4,  Mr.  R.  T.  Christopher  in  the 
chair.  The  new  terms  of  service  were  fully  considered 
and  accepted.  A  report  from  the  Dispensing  Subcom- 
mittee with  respect  to  the  opening  of  a  pharmacy,  and 
application  for  admission  to  the  panel  in  a  rural  area, 
was  granted.  The  question  of  opening  shops  for  dispensing 
at  times  other  than  those  agreed  upon  in  the  scheme  for 
the  county  was  considered,  and  a  recommendation 
made  that  there  should  be  no  deviation  from  the  times 
allotted  under  the  scheane.  Reports  from  the  Checking 
Bureau  were  satisfactory.  Notifications  of  further 
admissions  to  the  panel  were  given. 

Kent. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
June  11  it  was  reported  that  during  the  quarter  ending 
March  31,  329,082  prescriptions  were  made  up  at  a  cost 
of  £12,768  5s.  3d.  The  average  value  per  prescription  was 
9.3d.,  the  ingredient  price  being  4.7d.  It  was  reported 
that  a  complaint  had  been  made  by  an  insured  person 
against  a  chemist  failing  to  supply  medicine  with  reason- 
able promptness.  Following  the  receipt  of  the  complaint 
a  prescription  was  submitted  to  the  chemist  under  the 
analysis  of  medicines  scheme,  and  the  officer  deputed  to 
obtain  it  handed  in  the  prescription  at  12.5  p.m.  and  was 
told  that  he  could  not  have  the  medicine  until  3  p.m.,  as 
the  chemist  was  not  at  home.  On  visiting  the  pharmacy 
for  the  third  time  he  was  told  that  the  medicine  was  not 
prepared  and  that  the  chemist  would  probably  return  at 
6  p.m.  The  shop  was  left  in  charge  of  a  girl  assistant, 
aged  seventeen,  who  was  unqualified.  The  chemist  was 
now  taking  every  step  to  engage  a  qualified  assistant,  and 
he  had  been  severely  censured. 
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<i  Tell  More— Sell  More  " 

The  above  is  my  business  slogan ;  and  I  feel  that  it  is 
also  a  fitting  title  for  this  article  on  selling  more  goods. 

Some  years  ago  I  was  asked  if  I  could  increase  the 
turnover  of  a  small  branch  pharmacy  situated  in  a 
scattered  hillside  village.  All  the  information  given  was 
that  it  had  been  opened  about  two  years,  that  the  weekly 
takings  had  increased  for  the  first  six  months  or  so,  and 
then  "  just  stuck,"  and  that  three  managers  had  thrown 
up  the  sponge.  This  seemed  a  real  chance  to  test  my 
capabilities  as  a  business  builder,  and  I  decided  to 
take  a  busman's  holiday  and  spend  it  in  this  quiet 
country  spot.  Scattered  it  was  indeed,  and  so  was  the 
business.  This  is  what  I  found.  A  country  village 
with  a  population  under  one  thousand,  scattered  over  an 
area  of  five  square  miles.  Some  half-dozen  shops,  none 
of  any  size.  A  plentiful  supply  of  inns.  A  racecourse, 
golf  links,  and  a  fairly  good  hotel  which  catered  for 
visitors  attracted  by  the  golf  links.  Nearest 
market  town  five  miles  away.  The  business 
done  was  of  a  very  mixed  variety.  Dispensing, 
prescribing,  agricultural,  horticultural,  photography, 
dentistry  (of  a  kind),  several  agencies,  such  as  dyers 
and  cleaners,  circulating  library,  and  insurance.  It  was 
a  case  of  a  little  bit  of  everything  and  not  enough  of 
anything.  There  was  no  fixed  policy  for  developing 
any  department. 

This  is  the  conclusion  I  came  to  :  The  size  of  this 
business  is  limited  to  the  people  to  whom  the  shop 
and  the  goods  are  known.  The  greater  the  number  of 
people  who  become  aware  of  its  existence,  the  greater 
the  amount  of  trade  we  shall  do.  Obviously,  i,n  such  a 
situation,  there  were  a  great  many  people  who  never 
passed  the  shop  and  never  knew  of  it,  and  so  the 
problem  was  how  to  get  these  potential  customers. 
Ways  and  means  were  found — by  advertising  in  the 
papers  published  in  the  near  country  towns — by  circu- 
larising the  villages — by  special  offers^  sampling  schemes, 
etc.,  and  continuous  advertising  in  one  form  or  another, 
so  that  people  oould  not  possibly  forget  the  shop.  It 
is  impossible  to  go  into  details  of  all  the  various  pub- 
licity schemes,  but  the  following  general  plan  may  be 
helpful  to  many  chemists  who  are  anxious  to  increase 
their  turnover  : — First  a  circle  was  drawn  on  a  map, 
with  a  three-mile  radius  from  the  shop.  The  whole 
of  this  area  was  then  concentrated  on  with  the  different 
schemes,  until  we  felt  that  every  person  knew  of  the 
business  and  its  methods.  This  was  followed  by  a 
second  circle  with  a  six-mil©  radius,  which  brought  in 
several  larger  villages  and  one  small  town,  and  pro- 
vided ample  working  ground  for  over  twelve  months. 
In  the  process  of  combing  out  the  first  circle,  a  school 
for  sons  of  gentlemen  and  a  cookery  school  for  ladies 
were  discovered.  Business  with  these  was  developed  to 
the  fullest  extent.  Photography  and  toilet  requisites  for 
the  pupils,  "household  goods,  soaps,  disinfectants,  medi- 
cines, etc.,  for  the  management.'  All  the  inns,  hotels, 
club  houses,  hospitals  and  other  institutions^were  listed 
on  a  card  index,  and  canvassed  periodically  by  personal 
calls  and  letters. 

The  above  provides  much  food  for  thought  for  the 
chemist  who  desires  to  develop  his  business  field,  and 
here  are  a  few  pointers  he  can  take  from  it  : — 

(1)  Have  you  developed  your  district  to  its  fullest 
extent  ? 

(2)  There  are  many  chemists'  shops  in  London  and 
the  provinces  where,  if  a  circle  with  a  half-mile  radius 
from  the  shop  were  drawn,  such  shop  would  be  unknown 
to  the  majority  of  people  outside  that  radius. 

(3)  Ask  yourself  the  question  :  Who  are  the  people  to 
buy  my  goods?  Analyse  your  district.  Determine  the 
amount  of  its  buying  power  and  the  percentage  which 
comes  into  your  shop. 

(4)  Study  the  wants  of  your  district.  Don't  take  it 
for  granted  that  whenever  they  want  an  article  people 
will  come  to  you  for  it. 

(5)  There  are  thousands  of  people  who  buy  the  goods 
you  sell — and  would  buy  them  from  you  if  you  gave 
them  sound  reasons  for  doing  so. 
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Too  many  chemists  wait  for  business  to  come  to  them 
without  going  out  after  it.  You  must  go  out  for  it  in 
some  way  or  other.  It's  no  use  thinking  you  can't 
afford  to  advertise,  because  if  not,  then  you  shouldn't  be 
in  business.  The  money  spent  on  fitting  up  and  open- 
ing your  pharmacy  was  advertising.  If  you  paint  the 
shop  front,  put  in  a  new  showcase,  or  a  new  lino  on  the 
floor,  it's  advertising.  In  fact,  the  very  rent  you  pay 
for  a  good  position  is  for  advertisement — if  not,  you 
oould  just  as  easily  shut  up  shop  and  do  your  business 
from  some  barn  or  stable.  The  best  object-lesson  for 
the  would-be  advertiser  is  the  success  attained  by  the 
constant  advertiser.  "  But,"  he  says,  "  I  cannot  spend 
money  like  the  big  firms  do,"  and  it  is  most  difficult  to 
convince  the  small  man  that  it  is  not  only  unnecessary 
but  inadvisable  for  him  to  do  so.  Everything  has  a 
beginning,  and  most  of  the  national  advertisers,  who 
owe  their  success  to  consistent  and  truthful  advertising, 
were  at  one  time  in  quite  a  small  way  of  business. 
Start  small,  and  as  your  business  grows,  increase  your 
advertising ;  then,  as  your  advertising  increases,  so  will 
the  volume  of  business  and  also  your  means  of  handling 
it.  Supposing,  for  instance,  that  you  could  afford  to 
take  the  front  page  of  a  morning  paper,  and  as  a  result 
of  one  advertisement  you  had  some  twenty-seven  thousand 
applications  for  samples,  how  could  you  handle  them  ? 

One  of  our  most  successful  business  men  said  that 
good  goods  and  advertising  win  the  day,  and  it  is 
here  that  I  come  to  my  business  slogan,  "  Tell  more — 
sell  more."  It  is  no  use  having  good  goods  to  sell  unless 
you  tell  the-  public  about  them — and  the  more  you  tell, 
the  more  you'll  sell.  The  great  secret  in  advertising  is  ' 
to  find  the  most  effective  way  of  making  your  goods 
known  at  the  least  cost,  and  here  I  will  say  that  there  - 
is  no  "  best  way  "  that  can  be  applied  to  every  business. 
One  can  give  many  general  suggestions  and  tell  of  pit- 
falls to  be  avoided ;  but  to  get  the  best  value  for  money 
each  advertising  problem  must  be  treated  on  its  merits, 
no  two  being  alike.  The  young  advertiser  of  to-day  has 
one  advantage  over  the  older  advertisers,  however  :  he 
can  call  in  an  expert  and  thus  profit  by  the  experience 
of  others. — Herbert  E.  Kendrick.

LXII.  Common  Chamomile 

Anthemis  nobilis,  Linn6,  the  common  chamomile 
(Fig.  198),  is  a  small  creeping,  branched  perennial 
native  to  this  country  which  is  found  growing  wild  on 
open  commons  or  gravelly  pasture  land.  It  is  also  cul- 
tivated as  a  medicinal  herb  for  the  sake  of  its  aromatic 
flower-heads.  The  flower-heads  appearing  from  June 
to  September  are  "  single  "  in  the  wild  plants, 
having  only  one  row  of  ray  florets,  but  under 
cultivation  the  inflorescence  becomes  double  owing 
to  transformation  of  more  and  more  of  the 
central  tubular  flowers  Into  the  ligulate  type. 
In  the  wild  state  the  hollow  stem  is  more  or  lees 
procumbent,  but  it  becomes  stronger  and  more  erect 
under  cultivation,  attaining  one  foot  high.  The  leaves 
are    much    divided     (bipinnate),   the    linear  segments

being  slightly  downy.  The  flower-head,  which  is  borne 
terminally  {Fig.  198),  has  an  involucre  of  two  to  three 
rows  of  overlapping  bracts,  with  thin  papery  (scarious) 
margins  and  a  solid  conical  receptacle,  with  florets  on 
the  axles  of  concave  bracts  known  as  palese.  [Compare 
matricary  (Fig.  197  last  week),  which  has  a  hollow  recep- 
tacle without  scaly  bracts.]  In  the  cultivated  flower- 
heads  nearly  all  the  florets  are  pistillate  or  "  female  " 
only,  and  have  white  strap-shaped  (ligulate)  corollas 
with  three  teeth  (Fig.  199a),  but  in  the  wild  plants 
there  is  only  a  single  row  of  these  ligulate  flowers,  and 
the  centre  of  the  inflorescence  is  occupied  by  yellow 
florets  with  tubular  corollas  surrounding  five  stamens  and 
a  bifid  stigma  (Fig.  199b).  The  calyx  is  completely 
adherent  to  the  ovary,  and  it  does  not  develop  in  the 
fruit,  so  that  this  is  without  a  pappus.  The  lower 
tubular  portion  of  both  the  ligulate  and  tubular  corollas 
bears  tiny  glands  containing  volatile  oil  (about  0.75  per 
cent,  of  the  dried  "  flowers  "),  with  its  distinctive  odour. 
The  bitter  taste  of  chamomile  "  flowers  "  is  due  to  a 
glucosidal  principle  known  as  anthemic  acid. 

Chamomile  "  flowers  "  used  in  this  country  are  culti- 
vated chiefly  in  Belgium,  but  there  are  periodical  failures 


of  this  crop,  when  French  supplies  come  in  at  enhanced 
prices,    approaching   those  of  the  highly-priced  home- 

frown  chamomile  flowers,"  which  are  ordinarily  worth 
s.  to  6s.  per  lb.  Under  cultivation  chamomile  prefers 
a  dry  sandy  loam,  but  stiffish  black  loam  gives  the  best 
crop  of  flowers.  The  usual  method  of  propagation  is 
from  "  sets,"  each  old  plant  in  March  being  divided 
into  ten  or  twelve  portions, 
which  are  planted  in  rows 
2A  ft.  apart  with  a  distance 
of  18in.  between  each  plant 
in  the  row.  Chamomile  may 
also  be  grown  from  seed,  but 
some  plants  will  produce  the 
less  desirable  single  flowers. 
The  flowers  are  picked  in  Sep- 
tember, or  earlier  if  the  sea- 
eon  is  dry.  Collection  is  done 
by  women  and  children.  Rapid 
drying  is  necessary  in  order 
that  the  flowers  may  retain 
their  whiteness,  the  flowers 
being  laid  on  canvas  trays  in 
a  heated  drying  closet.  From 
6  to  6  lb.  of  fresh  flowers 
yield  1  lb.  of  dry  flowers. 
The  yield  of  dry  flowers  is 

about  4  cwt.  per  acre.  Fig.  199.-Chamomile  Flowerij

Being 
detached,  with  a  spacious  area  on  either  side,  which  has 
also  been  acquired  by  Messrs.  Berton,  there  is  no  fear 
of  encroachment  by  future  neighbours.

Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Many  Kindnesses 

I  received  as  a  youth  from  the  late 
Dr.  Ayrton  would  invest  any  jubilee  connected  with 
the  firm  he  helped  to  establish  with  a  peculiar  interest 
for  me.  I  well  remember  the  surprise — I  might  say 
the  amazement — with  which  his  announcement  of  his 
intention  to  relinquish  the  medical  profession  and  start 
upon  a  commercial  career  was  received  by  the  friends 
.  to  whom  it  was  first  made  known,  and  I  fancv  the 
doubts  of  the  wisdom  of  the  step  which  I  heard  ex- 
pressed were  pretty  general.  The  new  firm  was  to  be 
a  "  sundries  house  " ;  there  were  already  two  in  the 
town,  not  to  speak  of  those  at  a  distance  who  were 
well  represented  there,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that 
in  those  days  "  sundries  "  did  not  form  so  large  a 
portion  of  our  business  as  they  do  now.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  old  drug  houses  did  not  then  trade  in  sundries 
as  most  of  them  now  do.  Still,  the  difficulties  to  be 
overcome  were  very  great,  and  immense  energy  and 
business  ability  must  have  been  exercised  to  achieve  the 
position  the  firm  speedily  acquired.  In  after  years  I 
knew,  more  intimately  than  was  always  agreeable,  what 
ability  and  energy  were  exercised.  One  had  to  be  a 
very  early  bird  to  catch  the  worms  the  new  firm's 
representatives  were  after. 

A  Retrospect 

of  sixty-two  years  into  which  I  have  been 
led  by  the  foregoing  reflections  includes  almost  as  great 
changes  in  the  drug  trade  as  those  that,  if  Thomas 
Hardy's  picture  is  to  be  trusted,  have  taken  place  in 
the  little  seaside  town  in  which  I  write,  where  "  some 
wives  "  had,  like  Hester  Pyncheon  in  Hawthorne's  tale, 
"learned  to  keep  shops,"  the  doors  of  which  "were 
formed  of  an  upper  hatch,  usually  kept  open,  and  a 
lower  hatch,  with  a  bell  attached,  usually  kept  shut." 
These  shops  have  now  given  place  to  "  establishments  " 
equal  to  those  of  any  London  suburb,  and  the  old 
"  wives  "  to  wide-awake  business  men,  among  whom  are 
two  thoroughly  up-to-date  chemists,  one  a  Ucalite,  the 
other  a  Rexallite.  But  of  all  the  changes  in  'the  drug 
trade  the  greatest  is,  to  my  mind,  one  that  I  have 
rarely  heard  noted — a  moral  one,  a  change  of  attitude 
in  the  better  class  of  pharmacists.  They  are,  unless 
I  am  mistaken,  more  commercially  minded,  for  all  their 
education,  than  the  best  men  of  sixty  years  ago — men 
of  the  type  {with  which  I  was  most  familiar)  of  Mr. 
Redford,  of  Oxford  Street,  Liverpool,  and  Mr.  Dutton, 
of  Rock  Ferry,  to  name  only  two.  The  chief  aim  of 
these  men,  I  verily  believe,  was  not  to  make  money, 
but  to  uphold  the  dignity  of  their  calling  and  discharge 
what  they  took  to  be  their  duty  to  the  public.  No 
doubt  the  general  ethical  as  well  as  the  ■  educational 
level  of  the  craft  to-day  is  higher  than  it  was  then, 
but  I  fear  the  commercial  spirit  is  also  more  generally 
pervasive. 

An  Error 

was  pleaded  the  other  week  in  excuse  for  the 
omission  of  the  word  "  poison  "  from  an  oxalic  acid 
label.  It  seems  almost  incredible  that  such  an  omission 
could  be  either  unnoticed  or  allowed  to  pass  as  negli- 
gible, but  a  large  experience  has  convinced  me  that  no 
limit  can  be  placed  to  the  indifference  of  some  people 
to  matters  of  detail  of  this  kind ;  and,  though  the  plea 
was  not  allowed  to  pass,  I  can  easily  believe  it  was 
thought  good  by  the  chemist.  I  remember  a  very 
amusing  instance  of  such  easy-going  allowance  when  I 
was  on  "  the  road."  A  customer  brought  out  a  nice 
cosmetic  lotion  under  the  name  "  Red  Rose  Skin  Lotion," 
for  which  I  helped  him  to  design  what  I  thought  a 
tasteful  label.  I  was  to  have  a  liberal  commission  on 
all  I  sold.  When  a  sample  consignment  was  sent  to 
me  it  appeared,  to  my  horror,  with  the  legend,  "  Red 
Nose  Skin  Lotion."  My  friend  thought  it  didn't  matter, 
as  everybody  would  see  from  the  rest  of  the  label  what 
was  meant,  and  he  could  not  understand  my  refusal  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  an  article  so  named. 


Mr.  C.  Denby  Day 

indulges  in  some  rather  vague  specula- 
tions as  to  what  would  happen  to  the  chemist  if  the 
trade  in  proprietaries  were  stopped.  As  this  is  not 
likely  to  happen,  these  speculations  have  only  an 
academic  interest;  but  if  Mr.  Day's  acquaintance  with 
the  trade  were  as  long  as  mine  he  would,  I  think, 
have  been  led  to  somewhat  different  conclusions  from 
those  he  seems  to  point  at.  I  do  not  say  that  the  trade 
would  upon  the  whole  be  better  off  without  patents, 
but  I  certainly  knew  some  men  between  fifty  and  sixty 
years  ago  who  did  better  when  virtually  without  tham 
than  most  men  I  know  do  with  them  now.  Two  of 
my  old  governors  set  their  faces  steadily  against  what 
they  saw  to  be  the  growing  tendency  to  cultivate  this 
trade.  They  kept  only  a  very  few  old-established 
favourites  in  6tock,  and  these  were  kept  quite  in  the 
background.  One  of  these  men  had  a  capital  dispensing 
connection;  the  other  was  a  famous  counter  prescriber. 
Other  men  whom  I  knew  a  little  later,  when  the  cutting 
of  patents  had  made  them  unremunerative,  did  hardly 
anything  in  them ;  they  were  mostly  men  in  small  shops 
in  poor  neighbourhoods,  and  they  may  be  said  to  have 
lived  practically  on  counter  prescribing.  Their  returns 
were  not  large,  but  their  profits  (and  this  is  the  main 
point)  were  high.  Other  men  in  better  neighbourhoods 
depended  largely  on  the  sale  of  their  own  preparations, 
eked  out  by  counter  prescribing.  A  return  to  this  state 
of  things  may  be  neither  probable  nor  desirable ;  but 
by  the  help  of  Insurance  work — and  Insurance  work  does 
not  exclude  counter  prescribing — a  living,  and  a  fairly 
good  one,  may  still  be  got  on  comparatively  small 
returns. 

One  of  your  Correspondents 

asks  for  the  opinion  of  the 
trade  on  the  practice  of  sending  trade  terms  on  post- 
cards. Possibly  there  may  be  some  ground  for  the 
objection  made  against  it,  but  as  an  old  subpostmaster  of 
long  standing  I  should  say  that  it  may  very  easily  be 
exaggerated  and  is  probably  outweighed  by  other  con- 
siderations. Post  Office  officials,  so  far  as  my  experience 
goes,  are  not  in  the  habit  of  paying  undue  attention  to 
postcards,  especially  not  to  printed  ones ;  and  if  they 
were  it  is  not  likely  that  such  cards  as  are  referred  to 
would  mean  much  to  them.  In  any  case  they  would 
pass  unnoticed  in  unsealed  envelopes  at  a  halfpenny 
each,  in  which  they  would,  I  suppose,  if  properly 
worded,  come  under  the  head  of  "  printed  papers."  I 
remember,  indeed,  having  once  had  my  eyes  opened  as 
to  the  prime  cost  of  mainsprings  to  watches,  but  that 
was  in  a  telegram,  not  on  a  postcard. 

Freud's  Theory 

of  the  origin  of  dreams  can,  I  presume,  be 
tested  by  a  trivial  instance  as  well  as  by  one  apparently 
more  serious.  I  venture  therefore  to  submit  a  dream — 
or,  rather,  two  dreams — of  my  own  to  the  reader's 
judgment.  I  have  recently  been  ill  in  bed,  and  the 
other  day  I  noticed  that  a  lady  visitor  who  sat  between 
me  and  the  fire  was  wearing  a  hat  with  an  unusually 
wide  brim.  During  the  night  that  followed  I  dreamt 
that  an  old  assistant  of  mine  (who,  by,  the  way,  has 
been  dead  for  some  years)  was  sending  off  the  errand  boy 
with  a  hat  with  grotesquely  wide  brims  to  a  neighbouring 
hatshop.  "And  mind  you,"  he  said,  "you  are  not  to 
say  who  sent  it."  Then  I  woke,  but  later  in  the  night 
I  slept  and  dreamt  again.  I  was  opening  my  morning 
paper,  and  the  first  thing  I  saw  was  a  letter  from  that 
hatshop  proprietor  saying  that  he  was  quite  unmoved 
by  the  absurdly  large  hat  that  Mr.  So-and-so  had  sent 
him  (my  name  was  mentioned),  as  no  article  even  remotely 
approaching  it  in  size  had  ever  left  his  shop,  and  in 
any  case  he  only  supplied  such  hats  as  his  customers 
demanded,  and  was  in  no  sense  responsible  for  the 
fashions.  The  point  of  the  story  is  that  I  had  only 
noticed  my  friend's  hat  casually,  for  not  more  than 
an  instant,  and  had  never  thought  of  it  again,  much 
less  felt  or  suppressed  a  wish  that  it  were  either  bigger 
or  less  than  it  actually  was.  Is  there  any  Joseph  who 
can  explain  the  "  complex  "  that  caused  my  dreams?

Editorial  Articles 

Encephalitis  Lethargica 

Epidemic  encephalitis,  or  sleepy  sickness  as  it  is  called, 
is  attracting  much  attention  owing  to  the  many  reports  of 
cases  occurring  in  various  parts  of  Great  Britain.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  a  revised  version  of  a 
memorandum  on  the  subject,  which  was  first  brought  out 
in  1921.  This  contains  a  summary  of  the  chief  features 
of  the  disease,  and  as  we  have  received  several  requests 
for  information  on  the  subject  we  commend  the  pamphlet 
to  our  readers.  The  disease  has  been  known  for  some 
centuries,  but  it  is  only  in  modern  times  that  a  definite 
clinical  and  pathological  study  has  been  made  of  it. 
Encephalitis  lethargica  is  widespread,  and  during  the 
past  five  years,  epidemics  have  occurred  in  Europe,  Asia, 
America,  and  Australasia.  In  England  and  Wales  there 
were  1,470  cases  notified  in  1921,  1,025  in  1923,  and  during 
the  first  twenty  weeks  of  this  year  2,468  cases  were  noti- 
fied, compared  with  1,155  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1921.  The  winter  and  spring  months  show  the  highest 
prevalence.  One  of  the  most  characteristic  symptoms  of 
the  disease  is  progressive  lethargy  and  stupor  due  to  a 
lesion  in  or  about  the  nuclei  of  the  third  pair  of  cranial 
nerves.  From  a  clinical  point  of  view  three  types  are 
distinguishable  :  (1)  General  disturbance  of  the  functions 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  but  without  localisation; 

(2)  various  localisations  in  the  central  nervous  system; 

(3)  mild  or  so-called  abortive  cases.  After  a  period  of 
incubation,  the  duration  of  which  cannot  at  present  be 
specified,  a  prodromal  period  ensues;  this  includes  the 
first  seven  days,  but  may  extend  to  two  or  three  weeks, 
during  which  lethargic  somnolence,  headache,  double 
vision"  general  lassitude,  and  occasionally  vomiting  and 
diarrhoea  may  occur.  Soreness  or  dryness  of  the  throat 
may  also  be  present.    The  acute  symptoms  which  follow 

include     a    febrile     temperature    (101°    to    102°  F.), 
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marked  asthenia,  stupor  (alternating  often  with  nocturnal 
delirium),  difficulties  in  speech,  and  spasmodic  twitch- 
ings  of  the  face  and  limbs.  Skin  eruptions  are  occasion- 
ally noted.  There  is  no  characteristic  rash;  an  erythema 
is  most  often  seen,  but  the  eruption  may  be  petechial, 
papular,  morbilliform  or  scarlatiniform.  The  rashes 
when  present  appear  early  in  the  disease  and  during  the 
pyrexia!  period.  They  are  transient,  fading  in  24  hours 
as  a  rule.  In  the  type  of  the  disease  with  localisa- 
tions in  the  central  nervous  system,  paralysis  of  accom- 
modation with  diplopia  is  very  frequent  and  occurs  early. 
There  may  be  ophthalmoplegia,  external  or  internal,  with 
ptosis.  The  muscles  innervated  by  the  facial  nerve  may 
also  be  paralysed  as  well  as  the  muscles  of  the  tongue 
and  pharynx,  etc.,  rarely  those  of  the  limbs.  The  para- 
lysis is  progressiva  in  character.  Sensory  troubles  are 
the  exception.  There  is  often  urinary  or  fsecal  incon- 
tinence and  sometimes  retention  of  urine.  Death  appears 
due  to  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  nervous  centres.  It 
is  preceded  by  an  increase  in  delirium  and  stupor  merg- 
ing into  coma.  It  occurs  most  frequently  before  the  end 
of  the  third  week.  The  severest  cases  lie  in  bed  like  a 
log  or  resemble  a  waxen  image  in  the  lack  of  expression 
and  of  mobility.  The  immobility  may  be  acoompanied  by 
catalepsy.  Various  degrees  of  stupor  have  been  noted. 
The  condition  may  be  one  of  deep  coma  with  open  eyes, 
total  lack  of  facial  expression  and  inability  to  be  roused. 
More  commonly  the  condition  is  not  so  grave,  but  the 
patients  are  in  a  profound  sleep  from  which  they  can  bo 
roused  to  answer  questions  or  to  partake  of  food.  When 
undisturbed  they  quickly  lapse  again  into  stupor.  Cer- 
tain patients  resent  being  roused  and  display  intense 
irritability  or  utter  moaning  cries  when  touched.  The 
duration  of  the  stupor  is  very  variable.  It  may  last  for 
only  two  or  three  days,  or  more  often  may  persist  for 
two  to  five  or  even  eight  weeks.  Periods  of  remission 
may  occur  in  the  oourse  of  the  malady.  The  onset  of 
coma,  although  grave,  does  not  always  imply  a  fatal 
issue.  Many  patients  display  extreme  emotion  and  are 
"  childish  "  in  demeanour.  It  is  added  that  in  the  pre- 
sent epidemic  the  clinical  type  of  case  is  less  severe  than 
in  1921.  The  after  effects  of  the  disease  are  often  severe, 
involving  partial  paralysis.  As  regards  the  treatment, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  admit  that  no  specific  treatment 
is  available.  The  patient,  so  soon  as  the  disease  is 
recognised,  should  be  confined  to  bed  and  isolated  from 
other  members  of  the  household,  or  if  in  hospital,  should 
be  nursed  in  a  separate  ward  or  on  a  "  barrier  "  system. 
The  services  of  a  trained  nurse  are  almost  essential,  and 
if  they  cannot  be  provided,  removal  to  hospital  is  advis- 
able. In  severe  cases  day  and  night  attendance  are 
required.  In  violent  intervals  of  delirium  the  patient 
has  to  be  nursed  on  a  mattress  on  the  floor.  In  many 
instance§  transient  or  permanent  relief,  with  diminution 
of  stupor,  follsws  on  the  withdrawal  of  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  by  lumbar  puncture.  When  this  improvement 
results,  lumbar  puncture  may  be  repeated,  with  due  pre- 
cautions, at  intervals,  according  to  the  condition  of  the 
patient.  It  is  seldom  advisable  to  administer  hypnotics, 
morphine  or  other  preparation  of  opium;  urotropine,  if 
prescribed,  should  be  administered  in  small  doses  with 
caution  and  the  urine  should  be  tested  daily  for  blood 
and  albumen.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  degree 
of  infectivity  from  person  to  person  is  of  a  low  order. 
It  is  only  seldom  that  association  can  be  traced  between 
the  cases  which  are  notified,  and  one  case  in  the  household 
is  rarely  followed  bv  a  second.  At  the  same  time,  it  is 
recommended  that,  as  a  precautionary  measure  against 
infection,  antiseptic  nasal  sprays  or  throat  gargles  should 
be  advised,  such  as  (1)  1  per  cent,  solution  of  hydrogen 
peroxide;  (2)  a  solution  of  potassium  permanganate  (1  in 
5,000)  in  0.8  per  cent,  solution  of  sodium  chloride;  or 
(3)  liq.  sodse  chlorinatse,  0.5  per  cent.  The  room  in 
which  any  infected  person  has  been  nursed  should  be  well 
cleansed  and  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the  illness. 


Facts  About  Mercury 

The  articles  which  have  recently  appeared  in  our 
columns  dealing  with  the  position  of  mercury 
have  been  followed  with  close  attention  in  German  in- 
dustrial circles,  and  in  discussing  this  important  question 
the  "  Rheinisch-Westfalische  Zeitung,"  the  authoritative 
mouthpiece  of  the  Rhenish  heavy  industry,  and  the 
"  Chemische  Industrie,"  the  official  organ  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  Protection  of  the  Interests  of  Germany's 
Chemioal  Industry,  base  their  comments  on  the  facts  and 
figures  published  by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.'  The 
matter  is  one'  of  considerable  importance  to  German  in- 
dustry, 6ince  that  country's  normal  annual  requirements 
amount  to  about  one-quarter  of  the  world's  total  produc- 
tion of  mercury  (estimated  to  aggregate  4,000  tons), 
chiefly  for  the  manufacture  of  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products,  large  quantities  of  which  are  exported. 
In  1923  Germany  imported  443  tons  of  mercury,  com- 
pared with  961  tons  in  1913  and  535  tons  in  1922,  Italy 
being  the  chief  source  of  supply ;  purchases  in  Great 
Britain  declining  from  92  tons  in  1922  to  only  5.4  tons  in 
1923.  An  interesting  review  of  the  developments  which 
have  taken  place  since  1912  in  the  mercury  market  is  con- 
tained in  an  article  published  by  our  German  contem- 
porary, as  a  complementary  contribution  to  the  subject, 
of  which  we  reproduce  the  more  important  statements.- 
The  principal  sources  of  supply  of  mercury,  it  is  stated, 
are  the  mines  of  Idria  in  Carinthia,  Monte  Amiata  in 
Tuscany,  Almaden  in  Spain,  and  California.  In  1912 
the  London  house  of  Rothschild  concluded  an 
agreement  with  the,  Spanish  Government  (the  mines 
of  Almaden  are  the  property  of  the  Spanish  State 
and  yield  about  one-third  of  the  world's  total 
output  of  mercury).  According  to  the  terms  of  this 
agreement  the  marketing  of  the  entire  output  of  the  mines 
of  Almaden,  with  the  exception  of  500  bottles  reserved  for 
Spanish  industries,  was  entrusted  to  the  house  of  Roth- 
schild on  the  following  basis  :  the  minimum  sale  price  was 
fixed  at  £7  sterling  per  bottle  of  34.5  kilos ;  if  the  sale 
price  exceeded  £8  2s.  the  house  of  Rothschild  participated 
to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent,  in  the  excess.  Further,  the 
Spanish  Government  allowed  a  commission  of  1.25  per 
cent,  on  the  net  sale  price,  and  in  addition  paid  6s.  on' 
every  bottle  of  mercury  exported.  By  tnis  contract, 
which  was  to  run  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  the  house  of 
Rothschild  held  in  its  hands  the  entire  trade  in  mercury, 
thus  assuming  the  heritage  of  the  Fuggers  of  Augsburg, 
who  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  exploited 
the  Spanish  mines.  During  the  war  large  quantities  of 
mercury  were  required  for  the  manufacture  of  detonators 
and  antiseptics,  and  the  house  of  Rothschild  derived  a 
considerable  revenue  from  the  mercury  business.  At  the 
same  time  steps  were  taken  to  increase  materially  the 
production  of  mercury,  particularly  in  America,  with  the 
result  that  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  large  stocks 
had  accumulated,  and  the  price  fell  from  about  £22  to 
£8  or  £9  per  bottle.  In  the  Peace  Treaty  the  Austrian 
mines  at  Idria  were  ceded  to  Italy,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  possession  of  these  mines,  together  with  those  of 
Monte  Amiata,  Italy  has  now  become  the  chief  source  of 
supply  of  mercury  with  a  maximum  annual  output  of 
about  1,500  tons.  Owing  to  the  low  prices  then  ruling 
only  the  richer  ores  were  extracted,  and  for  this  reason 
production  fell,  especially  in  Italy  and  in  America.  In 
Spain,  constant  labour  troubles  were  responsible  for  a 
reduction  of  the  output  by  about  one-half  ;  indeed,  mining 
operations  occasionally  ceased  entirely.  During  this 
period  of  depression  the  house  of  Rothschild  succeeded 
(says  our  contemporary)  in  renewing  the  agreement  with 
Spain.  However,  nothing  definite  has  transpired  regard- 
ing the  stipulations  contained  in  the  new  contract.  At  the 
same  time  the  Rothschilds  are  credited  with  having 
acquired  control  over  the  Italian  production  of  mercury, 
possibly  indirectly  by  granting  credits  at  favourable 
rates.  Production  is  insufficient  to  meet  actual  require- 
ments, and  the  house  of  Rothschild  is  once  again  in  a 
position  to  gather  a  fat  harvest  as  the  fruit  of  its  iar- 
seeing  financial  policy.

The  Linseed  Oil  Market 

All  indications  point  to  the  fact  that  there  will  be  much 
larger  supplies  of  linseed  available  this  season  to  meet 
-the  world's  requirements.  At  the  same  time  there  has 
been  rather  more  vitality  lately  in  both  linseed  and  oil, 
and  decidedly  firmer  conditions  have  obtained  as  the 
result  of  stronger  American  support  of  the  market.  As 
we  suggested  in  our  issue  of  February  16  (pp.  236-2371 
dealing  with  the  position  of  linseed  oil,  developments 
continue  to  depend  in  no  small  degree  on  the  American 
demand.  Recently  this  demand  has  asserted  itself 
on  a  larger  scale  for  shipments  of  Argentine  seed, 
as  had  been  generally  anticipated,  and  there  is  a  good 
prospect  of  this  continuing  for  some  time.  The  outlook 
has  certainly  been  strengthened  appreciably,  although  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  linseed  at  anything  upward  of  £18 
per  ton  is  still  very  dear,  especially  considering  that  this 
season's  total  world's  resources  promise  to  be  greater 
than  ever  before,  thanks  to  the  much  heavier  River 
Plate  yield.  This  obviously  is  an  important  factor  to 
keep  well  in  mind  in  the  event  of  any  slackening  in  the 
general  demand,  but  for  the  present,  market  potentialities 
are  rather  the  other  way  and  might  in  fact  be  still  more 
so  but  for  the  obscure  aspect  of  the  Continental  trades 
under  adverse  political  and  economic  situation.  More 
recent  reports  relating  to  the  state  of  the  transatlantic 
trade  state  that  there  is  no  accumulation  of  oil  stocks 
worth  mentioning  in  crushers'  hands,  owing  to  the  good 
demand  from  consumers,  although  prospects  in  the  oil 
and  paint  manufacturing  branches  cannot  be  said  to  be 
as  good  as  they  were  in  the  previous  year.  Seed  crushers, 
nevertheless,  appear  to  be  assured  of  well-sustained 
activity  for  some  time,  while  the  carrying  on  of  their 
operations  depends  in  a  large  measure  on  the  continuation 
of  good  supplies  from  the  Argentine,  although  the  total 
American  takings  for  the  current  year  are  not  expected 
to  be  anything  like  so  heavy  as  for  the  preceding  year, 
when  they  amounted  to  considerably  over  half  a  million 
tons.  The  receipts  of  linseed  on  this  side  have  been  very 
well  absorbed  of  late,  the  aggregate  for  the  first  five 
months  of  this  year  at  182,246  tons  being  somewhat 
short  of  the  returns  for  the  same  period  last  year ; 
and  it  is  rather  significant  that  although  incoming 
supplies  since  have  been  on  a  fairly  liberal  scale,  this 
has  had  but  little  or  only  temporary  effect  on  the  trend 
of  prices  beyond  reducing  by  a  mere  fraction  the  notable 
premium  which  was  generally  realised  for  spot  or  near 
arrival.  Home  crushers  have  adhered  to  a  conservative 
policy  in  providing  for  their  needs,  while  their  margin 
of  profit  on  mill  operations  is  distinctly  lean.  There  is 
a  good  possibility  of  considerably  larger  quantities  of 
River  Plate  seed  coming  forward  to  European  ports 
towards  the  autumn,  if  not  before,  unless  something 
goes  seriously  amiss  with  the  North  American  crops, 
the  acreage  for  which,  according  to  recent  advices,  is 
understood  to  nave  been  considerably  enlarged.  So  far  it 
certainly  cannot  be  said  that  the  full  weight  of  the 
Argentine  crop  is  making  itself  felt  as  regards  exports 
to  Great  Britain.  India  this  season  has  increased  her 
acreage  under  linseed,  but  the  total  of  her  crop,  which 
should  be  roughly  550,000  tons,  will  be  rather  less  than 
last  season.  Up  to  now  Indian  shippers  have  not  been 
very  anxious  to  push  offers  on  the  European  markets,  so 
that  their  c.i.f.  terms  still  stand  at  a  fairly  large 
premium,  amounting  to  close  on  £2  per  ton,  com- 
pared with  those  ruling  for  Argentine  seed,  the  latter 
having  been  lately  in  the  neighbourhood  of  £18  per  ton 
for  near  shipment.  In  the  earlier  part  of  May  the 
London  spot  price  of  linseed  oil  fell  away  to  £37  per 
ton,  which  is  £1  under  the  extreme  lowest  point  touched 
last  year,  but  the  market  hardened  quietly  for  some 


time  past  to  about  £40  10s.,  forward  positions  improving 
more  or  less  in  sympathy,  the  discount  on  September- 
December  contracts  in  which  business  has  been  transacted 
at  around  £37  10s.  thus  amounting  to  about  £3  per  ton. 
Whether  this  figure  is  fully  justified  on  the  marked 
abundance  of  seed  supplies  looked  for  over  the  remainder 
of  this  year,  is  open  to  question,  albeit  speculative 
interest  appears  to  have  been  attracted  on  a  fair  scale 
on  that  basis.  In  the  course  of  last  week,  the  tone  of 
the  market  became  more  particularly  firmer,  with  clear 
indications  of  quite  active  buying  by  consumers  and 
dealers  practically  in  all  positions,  despite  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  some  slackening  off  in  the  demand  for 
linseed  at  the  recent  advance.  The  current  price  of  spot 
oil  here  is  still  about  £14  under  the  extreme  figure 
touched  last  February  of  £55.  It  would  seem  as  though 
the  stability  of  the  market  promises  to  be  at  least  well 
maintained,  due  to  the  firmer  tendency  of  the  River  Plate 
and  American-  markets.  Our  export  trade  in  linseed  oil 
has  been  sustained  within  the  last  month  or  two  on  a 
moderately  good  scale,  while  the  quantities  coming  into 
this  country  from  the  Continent  so  far  this  year  have 
remained  almost  negligible.  At  the  same  time,  the  fact 
has  to  be  noted  that  the  shipments  of  seed  to  the  Con- 
tinent, especially  Belgium  and  Holland,  have  been  in- 
creasing for  some  time  past,  but,  of  course,  it  will  be 
some  considerable  lime  yet  before  pre-war  conditions  can 
be  restored  in  the  Continental  crushing  industry,  the 
chief  stumbling  block  being  the  seriously  debased  state 
of  the  rates  of  exchange  and  the  acute  lack  of  credit 
facilities  in  Germany. 

Curing:  Foot>and-Mouth  Disease 

Enormous  losses  have  been  incurred  in  this  country  by 
the  policy  of  immediate  slaughter  of  any  cattle  affected 
with  foot-and-mouth  disease.  It  is  somewhat  of  a 
reflection  on  the  state  of  veterinary  knowledge  that  this 
crude  process  of  slaughter  has  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture.  It  is,  we  believe,  illegal  to 
attempt  to  treat  the  disease.  And  yet  from  time  to  time 
curative  agents  have  been  stated  to  have  a  wonderful 
effect.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  Ph.C,  for  instance,  informs 
us  that  a  correspondent  of  .his,  an  English  farmer  living 
in  Hungary,  assures  him  that  in  Hungary  and  Rumania 
the  local  application  of  a  solution  of  copper  sulphate 
is  a  speedy  cure.  The  strength  of  the  solution  employed 
is  3^  oz.  or  7  oz.  of  copper  sulphate  to  two  gallons  of 
water,  tha  weaker  liquid  being  applied  to  the  mouth, 
nose  and  eyes  by  means  of  a  piece  of  sacking,  whilst 
the  stronger  solution  is  employed  for  washing  the  feet. 
It  does  not  matter  if  a  little  of  the  liquid  is  swallowed. 
Mr.  Holmes's  correspondent  has  also  used  the  copper 
sulphate  treatment  for  diseases  of  poultry  and  pheasants. 
The  remedy  is  cheap  and  safe,  and  it  seems  time  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  a  trial  of  the  remedy. 
The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  have  issued  a  leaflet 
describing  the  symptoms  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  the 
wording  of  which  we  reproduce  : — 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  the  animal  is  lame  and 
frequently  smacks  its  lips,  and  shows  15y  the  movement  of  its 
tongue  that  the  mouth  is  the  seat  of  suffering:  and  the 
saliva  flows  freely  from  the  mouth.  An  examination  of  the 
mouth  shows  the  existence  of  vesicles  on  the  tongue  and  on 
the  inner  part  of  the  upper  lip  and  on  the  pad.  These 
vesicles  show  themselves  in  the  form  of  a  tough  white  skin 
which  can  be  easily  stripped  off,  and  a  red,  raw  surface  is 
found  beneath.  The  animal  seldom  refuses  food,  but  rolls 
it  about  in  its  mouth,  and  often  drops  it  instead  of  swallow- 
ing it.  In  most  instances  the  feet  are  affected  as  well  as  the 
mouth,  and  blisters  will  form  between  the  toes  and  on  the 
heels  between  hair  and  hoof,  causing  the  animal  to  walk 
tenderly,  and  frequently  to  catch  up  one  foot  after  the  other 
ami  shake  it  as  if  to  dislodge  something  which  was  pro- 
ducing pain.  In  milch  cows  the  teats  may  be  affected  with 
vesicles,  especially  at  the  opening  of  the  milk  duct.  This 
often  leads  to  sores  and  crusts  being  formed,  which  prevent 
the  ready  flow  of  the  milk.  The  disease  frequently  exists 
simultaneously  among  the  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  of  the 
farm. 
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Grattan's  of  Belfast  in  1867-69 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Grattan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Belfast, 
reach  their  first  centenary  next  year,  the  following  remi- 
niscences by  Mr.  R.  Thomson,  Elgin,  a  pharmaceutical 
veteran  who  was  a  junior  assistant  with  Messrs.  Grattan 
fifty-six  years  ago,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

Shortly  before  the  end  of  my  apprenticeship  in  a  little 
branch  shop  in  a  mining  village  in  the  West  of  Fife, 
I  got  a  note  from  the  young  man  who  had  been  my 
senior  in  that  shop  during  the  first  few  months  of 
my  apprenticeship,  suggesting  that  if  I  applied  to 
Grattan  &  Co.,  of  Belfast,  where  he  was  at  that  time, 
I  might  get  in  there  as  a  junior  assistant;  accordingly 
I  applied,  and  was  engaged  to  begin  work  there  on 
September  16,  1867,  at  a  salary  of  £50  a  year,  outdoors. 
I  was  immensely  pleased  at  the  thought  of  getting 
such  a  large  salary,  even  though  I  had  to  go  to  Belfast 
to  get  it,  as  I  had  only  been  getting  6s.  a  week  to 
manage  the  little  branch  shop  during  the  last  six  months 
of  my  apprenticeship,  and  at  that  time  junior  assistants 
in  Scotland  seldom  got  more  than  13s.  or  14s.  a  week 
to  begin  with.  I  soon  found,  however,  after  I  got  to 
Belfast,  that  it  would  require  very  careful  living  on 
my  part  to  keep  within  my  good  salary  after  paying 
for  lodgings,  food,  and  respectable  clothing  for  a  whole 
year.  I  managed  it,  however,  and  saved  a  few  pounds 
out  of  it  to  send  home  during  the  first  year. 

A  few  days  before  I  had  to  start  work  in  Belfast 
I  left  a  good  home,  and  one  of  the  best  mothers  that 
ever  lived,  with  a  very  sad  heart,  proceeded  by  an 
early-morning  train  to  Glasgow,  where  I  spent  the  day, 
and  went  down  in  the  evening  to  Greenock  in  time 
to  catch  the  mail  boat,  a  paddle  steamer.  I  stood  on 
the  upper  deck  that  night  for  two  hours  alone,  gazing 
at  the  gradually  disappearing  lights  on  each  side  of  the 
Clyde,  apd  thinking  much  of  "  home,  sweet  home  "  till 
we  got  down  to  Ailsa  Craig,  the  big  rock  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  Clyde,  where  all  was  dark.  I  then  turned 
in  to  my  bunk  for  the  night,  and  was  up  again  by 

5  a.m.,  just  as  we  were  entering  Belfast  Lough;  by 

6  o'clock  we  were  alongside  the  quay.  I  looked  anxiously 
around  for  my  friend,  who  had  promised  to  meet  me 
at  the  boat ;  but  he  was  nowhere  to  be  seen,  so  I  hired 
a  jaunting  car  and  drove  to  his  lodgings.  A  kindly 
old  Irish  servant  opened  the  door  for  me  and  showed 
me  up  to  his  bedroom,  where  I  found  him  lying  on 
the  top  of  his  bed  with  his  clothes  on,  half-drunk ; 
he  said  he  had  been  on  the  spree  the  night  before, 
and  had  forgotten  all  about  my  coming.  He  invited  me 
to  turn  in  till  9  o'clock,  when  he  would  take  me  down 
to  breakfast ;  but  I  preferred  to  recline  on  his  trunk 
till  that  hour,  as  there  was  no  chair  in  his  room  to 
sit  on.  Such  was  my  reception  on  first  leaving  home 
and  arriving  in  Ireland.  In  the  course  of  that  forenoon 
I  donned  my  tall  hat,  as  I  had  been  told  that  all 
the  assistants  there  wore  "  chimney-pot  "  hats,  or 
"  lums,"  as  they  are  commonly  called  in  Scotland,  and 
reported  my  arrival  at  Grattan's.  Next  day,  Sunday, 
was  my  seventeenth  birthday — too  young  to  have  gone 
anywhere  as  an  assistant,  especially  to  a  house  like 
Grattan's.  My  friend  took  me  up  to  the  shop  in  the 
forenoon  to  introduce  me  to  some  of  the  assistants,  and 
on  the  way  up  he  told  me  there  were  two  sets  of  fellows 
in  the  shop — a  quiet  set  who  went  to  church  and  other- 
wise behaved  well,  and  a  fast  set  who  went  to  public- 
houses  and  theatres  at  night.  He  advised  me  to  cast 
in  my  lot  with  the  quiet  set,  as  he  had  got  into  the 
fast  and  couldn't  get  out ;  and  he  never  did  get  out — 
it  proved  his  ruin  a  few  years  after.  I  did  as  he 
advised,  and  would  have  done  that  in  any  case. 

Next  morning  I  entered  Grattan's,  and  was  told  by 
the  manager  that  my  place  would  be  at  the  end  of  the 
front  counter,  beside  my  friend.  I  had  not  been  long 
there  before  I  could  plainly  see  that  the  experience  I 
had  got  during  my  apprenticeship  counted  for  little  or 
nothing  in  a  house  like  Grattan's,  where  there  was  a 
constant  stream  of  good-class  work  coming  in  daily,  so 
I  soon  began  to  get  into  trouble  by  making  mistakes 
of  one  kind  and  another.     Each  assistant  in  the  front 


department  had  a  reserve  job  to  go  back  to  when  he 
had  no  customer  to  attend.  My  friend  had  seidlitz 
powders  to  put  into  packets,  and  I  had  pills  of  various 
kinds  to  put  into  different-sized  boxes,  label,  and  finish 
off.  Before  long  some  of  my  pill-boxes  began  to  come 
back  with  the  complaint  that  there  were  no  pills  in 
them.  I  was  a  dreamer  then,  and  have  been  more  or 
less  all  my  life,  and  while  working  at  my  pills  I  had 
allowed  my  thoughts  to  stray  elsewhere.  I  thought  I  would 
soon  get  the  "  sack,"  but  in  their  goodness  of  heart  my 
employers  gave  me  a  longer  chance.  Within  a  month 
or  two  from  the  time  I  went  there  a  rumour  went  round 
the  shop  that  there  was  another  assistant  coming  from 
Dunfermline.  I  knew  who  that  would  be — a  young  man 
I  had  known  well  during  my  apprenticeship ;  I  also 
knew  that  in  him  I  would  have  a  good  friend  who 
would  help  to  pilot  me  through  my  rocky  channel,  as 
he  was  a  few  years  my  senior.  And  I  was  not  mistaken ; 
whenever  I  got  into  a  difficulty  of  any  kind  I  went 
to  him,  and  he  did 
his  best  to  get  me 
■out  of  it.  That 
young  man  has 
been  a  very  good 
friend  of  mine  for 
more  than  half  a 
century.  He  is 
now  a  well-known 
old  doctor  in 
Edinburgh,  where 
he  has  befn  in 
practice  for  the 
best  part  of  fifty 
years  ;  and  were  it 
not  for  his  silvery- 
white  hair  he 
might  still  pass  as 
a  young  man — he 
has  taken  such 
good  care  of  him- 
self (and  others) 
during  all  these 
years.  While  we 
were  in  Grattan's 
his  age  and  mine 
added  amounted  to 
about  forty  -  two- 
years  ;  lately  we 
played  a  few 
rounds  of  golf  on 
the  Elgin  and 
Lossiemouth  golf 
courses,  when  our 
ages  had  advanced 
to  nearly  150 
years. 

To  go  back  to  Grattan's.  Old  Mr.  John  Grattan,  the 
founder  of  that  great  firm  in  1825,  was  still  alive  when 
I  was  there  in  1867-69.  He  was  a  "  grand  old  man," 
in  the  finest  sense  of  these  words  :  tall,  stout,  and 
with  a  splendid  head  development ;  he  impressed  me 
as  being  a  man  who  might  have  filled  with  dignity 
the  position  of  Lord  Chancellor  of  England.  It  was 
inspiring  to  see  him  coming  in  from  his  jaunting  car 
in  the  morning,  with  his  swaying  walk,  saluting  us 
all  in  the  most  hearty  manner  as  he  passed  through 
with  "  Good  morning,  gentlemen  "  ;  and  he  never  went 
up  to  his  private  room  on  the  first  floor  without  going 
round  to  the  dispensing  department  to  salute  Mr. 
Green,  the  manager  of  that  department,  for  whom  he 
had  a  great  regard,  as  indeed  we  all  had. 

Mr.  Green  was  then  a  comparatively  young  man, 
with  fine  intellectual  forehead,  and  a  wide  range  of 
knowledge  of  pharmacy,  chemistry,  and  materia  medica. 
I  don't  think  any  chemist  in  Great  Britain  ever  passed 
through  his  hands  in  the  course  of  a  lifetime  as  many 
prescriptions  as  Mr.  Green  did  during  the  nearly  fifty 
years  he  was  actively  engaged  at  that  wo rk  in  Grattan's. 
He  was  also  a  very  even-tempered  man.  I  could  not 
remember  ever  having  seen  him  angry  during  the  two 
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years  1  was  there,  though  he  had  often  great  cause  to 
be  by  the  slow  and  shirking  ways  of  some  of  the  assis- 
tants in  his  department.  He  became  a  director  when 
the  firm  was  formed  into  a  limited  company  years  after. 
Many  chemists  in  Scotland  who  passed  through  Grattan's 
in  Mr.  Green's  time,  including  the  veteran  secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edinburgh,  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill,  will  be  glad  to  know  that  he  is  still  alive ;  and 
though  he  has  now  reached  an  age  long  beyond  the 
"  allotted  span,"  and  is  not  able  to  be  at  business  now, 
owing  to  failing  eyesight,  he  is  still  able  to  take  long 
walks  and  to  do*  a  little  gardening.  Here  let  me  say 
that  I  had  occasion  to  write  my  friend  the  old  doctor 
in  Edinburgh  recently,  and,  having  mentioned  Grattan's, 
he-  wrote  in  reply  the  following  high  tribute  to  old  Mr. 
Grattan  :  "  He  was  indeed  one  of  nature's  gentlemen, 
and  a  man  of  outstanding  merit.  He  impressed  us  with 
his  great  personal  strength,  his  massive  frame,  his  strong- 
face  and  shapely  head,  his  encyclopedic  knowledge  on 
all  subjects  pertaining  to  pharmacology.  Over  and  above 
all  good  qualities  was  his  goodness  of  heart  and  kindly 
interest  in  his  employees.  I  can  never  forget  when  I 
was  laid  on  a  sick  bed  in  Corporation  Street,  with  what 
was  considered  to  be  enteric  fever ;  the  old  gentleman 
would  walk  into  my  bedroom  sometimes  between  6even 
and  eight  in  the  morning.  After  I  got  better  he  sent 
me  home  for  a  month,  and  gave  me  an  extra  £5  note 
over  my  salary.  He  '  did  good  by  stealth,  and  blushed 
to  find  it  fame.'  "  Further,  he  suggests  that  I  should 
refer  to  the  care  exercised  in  the  dispensing  of  prescrip- 
tions in  Grattan's.  He  says  :  "  Their  system  I  consider 
as  second  to  none  that  I  have  heard  of,  for  careful 
dispensing  and  accuracy  in  method,  and  skilful  knowledge 
under  Mr.  Green's  ever-watchful  eye." 

Mr.  Pring,  the  junior  partner  of  the  firm,  and  son- 
in-law  of  Mr.  Grattan,  was  in  his  prime  when  I  was 
there.  He  was  a  very  handsome  man — the  finest-looking 
man  I  ever  saw  behind  a  chemist's  counter  or  any  other 
counter — and  he  was  a  master  of  the  art  of  attending  to 
good-class  people,  though  he  seldom  came  forward  to 
the  front  counter — he  had  so  much  else  to  do  in  the 
general  management  of  the  business.  His  brilliant  eyes 
simply  flashed  round  the  shop,  keeping  us  all  alive  to 
~-our  duty  of  attending  to  customers.  Mr.  Yoxall,  a 
gentlemanly  Englishman,  was  manager  of  the  front 
department,  and  had  a  very  good  manner  for  front- 
counter  work.  Shortly  after  I  went  to  Grattan's  one 
of  the  duties  assigned  to  me  by  the  manager  was  to 
go  out  at  once  to  all  carriages  that  drew  up  to  the 
door.  I  did  not  think  this  very  judicious,  as  of  course 
those  who  came  in  carriages  were  nearly  all  good-class 
people  who  would  expect  a  more  experienced  assistant 
to  attend  to  them.  This  was  soon  proved  to  my  satis- 
faction when  one  day  a  6plendid  four-in-hand  coach 
drew  up  at  the  door.  I  hesitated  for  a  moment  to  go 
out,  but  went,  and  the  lady  owner  of  the  coach,  a 
loud-spoken  madam,  shouted  to  me  at  the  pitch  of  her 
voice,  "  Has  Mr..  Pring  nobody  to  send  out  but  you  ?  " 
putting  great  emphasis  on  the  "  you."  All  the  ladies 
and  gentlemen  on  the  coach  laughed  heartily ;  I  smiled 
and  withdrew  into  the  shop,  not  caring  a  straw  for  the 
snub  I  had  got,  which  I  thought  applied  to  the  firm 
more  than  to  me.  I  then  asked  the  manager  to  go 
out.  It  was  amusing  to  see  how  the  assistants  would 
shuffle  about  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  that  lady  when 
she  came  into  the  shop  at  any  time,  as  no  one  cared 
to  attend  to  her,  not  even  the  manager  if  he  could  help 
it.  I  was  also  told  to  attend  to  as  many  of  the  country 
people  as  possible,  who  came  in  on  market  days,  and 
to  be  careful  not  to  supply  them  with  laudanum,  as 
some  of  them  had  the  bad  habit  of  giving  it  to  their 
children,  to  keep  them  asleep  all  day  while  they  (the 
parents)  came  in  to  the  market.  I  caught  them  repeatedly 
wanting  it  for  this  purpose,  and  they  innocently  admitted 
it,  evidently  thinking  it  a  very  good  plan;  but  they 
didn't  get  it. 

A  Removal 

I  was  a  year  in  the  old  shop  and  a  year  in  the 
magnificent  new  one  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street — 
the  Corn  Market,  as  it  was  called,  which  faced  down 


the  High  Street ;  and  was  one  of  those  who  helped 
to  move  the  whole  stock  of  the  old  shop  into  the  new 
one,  which  we  did  in  one  night.  Starting  at  8  p.m., 
we  finished  between  2  and  3  a.m.  Every  hand  in  the 
employment  of  the  firm  was  at  it  that  night,  about 
twenty-five  -in  all,  including  Mr.  Pring  and  the  two  mana- 
gers ;  and  at  10  o'clock  the  same  morning  the  assistants  all 
assembled  in  the  High  Street  and  marched  in,  in  single 
file,  to  their  appointed  places  in  the  new  establishment, 
led  by  Mr.  Green.  It  was  a  proud  morning  for  us  all. 
The  fittings  of  the  new  shop  were  made  by  Treble  & 
Sons,  of  London,  and  were  set  up  for  display  before 
being  taken  over  in  sections  to  Belfast  to  be  fixed  up 
there.  I  believe  Grattan's  was  the  largest  and  finest 
chemist's  shop  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  that  time.  I 
saw  nothing  in  London  to  compare  with  it  between  1869 
and  1875,  except  perhaps  Corbyn's  beautiful  shop  in  the 
City,  near  the  Bank  of  England,  but  that  was  much 
smaller,  and  could  have  gone  inside  Grattan's.  The 
front  windows  of  the  new  shop  had  no  other  ornamenta- 
tion than  large  specie  jars,  mounted  on  ebony  stands, 
edged  with  gold  leaf.  On  the  left  as  you  entered  there 
was  a  complete  set  of  bottles,  pink  pots,  and  drawers, 
and  on  the  opposite  6ide  a  perfect  set  of  wallcases  and 
cupboards;   in  front  of  these  was  a  beautiful  large  glass

showcase.  On  the  same  side  there  was  a  desk,  specially 
set  apart  for  doctors,  who  frequently  came  in  to  write 
their  prescriptions.  Between  the  front  shop  and  the 
dispensing  department  there  was  a  large  archway,  on 
each  side  of  which  were  white  Corinthian  pillars  embel- 
lished with  gold  leaf,  and  over  these  an  ebony  signboard 
with  the  name  of  the  firm  engraved  in  gold.  Under 
this  was  Mr.  Pring 's  desk  and  a  counter  where  four 
assistants  stood,  ready  to  attend  to  people;  my  friend 
and  L  stood  at  the  corner  of  the  front  counter.  Behind 
all  this  was  the  dispensing  counter,  36  feet  long,  and 
Mr.  Green's  counter  at  the  upper  end  of  it,  where  he 
checked  prescriptions  all  day ;  there  was  also  a  desk 
where  an  assistant  copied  prescriptions  and  wrote  labels 
constantly.  Above  the  dispensing  department  there  was 
a  balcony,  round  which  one  could  walk  and  view  the 
whole  establishment. 

The  shop  throughout  was  arranged  according  to  a  plan. 
Every  part  or  section  of  it  had  a  large  gilt  letter  of  tho 
alphabet  over  it,  and  every  bottle  and  pot  had  a  gilt 
number  on  it  to  indicate  its  position  in  the  division  to 
which  it  belonged,  so  that  no  bottle  or  pot  was  ever 
allowed  to  get  out  of  place.  There  was  a  ground  plan 
of  the  shop  in  the  front  of  the  price  list,  so  that  a 
new  assistant  had  only  to  get  an  understanding  of  that 
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plan,  and  then  look  up  the  price  list  foi  the  article  he 
wanted,  when  he  could  find  exactly  where  to  look  for 
it  without  having  to  ask  anyone  any  questions.  For 
some  time  after  the  new  shop  was  opened  it  was  occa- 
sionally nearly  full  of  people,  who  came  in  simply  to 
admire  it.  This  caused  some  of  the  assistants  in  the 
dispensing  department  to  waste  their  time  by  looking 
over  their  barricade  at  the  people  in  the  front  shop, 
with  the  result  that  there  were  complaints  that  the 
work  was  not  going  out  well.  This  was  mentioned  to 
Mr.  Grattan,  who  from  his  private  office  on  the  first 
floor  could  see  the  assistants  in  the  dispensing  department, 
and  having  satisfied  himself  that  they  were  not  working 
conscientiously,  he  soon  put  a  stop  to  it  by  introducing 
a  sheet  of  paper,  about  foolscap  size,  with  six  columns 
drawn  down  it,  and  at  the  top  of  each  column  initials 
for  each  assistant,  so  that  when  Mr.  Green  checked  off 
a  prescription  he  put  under  the  initials  of  the  one  who 
had  made  it  up,  the  mixture,  pills,  or  whatever  it  might 
be,  and  at  the  end  of  each  day  we  could  see  how 
many  prescriptions  each  assistant  dispensed.  Some  did 
about  forty,  others  fifty,  sixty,  seventy,  or  more.  This 
sheet  was  sent  up  every  morning  to  Mr.  Grattan,  who 
could  then  see  who  were  the  best  workers,  or  at  any 
rate  the  fastest.  After  that  we  heard  no  more  complaints 
about  the  work  not  going  out  promptly.  Mr.  Grattan 
had  a  carpenter's  shop,  adjoining  his  beautiful  house 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where  he  practised  that 
kind  of  work  as  a  hobby  or  recreation ;  there  he 
made  nearly  all  the  shelving  for  the  stockrooms  of  the 
new  establishment,  and  it  was  a  little  amusing  to  see 
him  sometimes  coming  down  through  the  streets  reclining 
on  one  side  of  his  jaunting  car,  and  his  old  coachman 
on  the  other  side  to  balance  it,  with  long  planks  of 
wood  20  to  30  ft.  in  length  down  ,the  centre  of  the 
car — the  old  man  utterly  indifferent  as  to  what  anyone 
might  think  of  him  coming  through  the  streets  in  that 
way.  He  fixed  up  most  of  that  shelving  himself,  assisted 
at  times  by  a  comical  little  Irishman  named  John  Hull, 
who  could  turn  his  hand  willingly  to  any  odd  job. 

A  Dogged  Scot 

There  were  two  or  three  interesting  assistants  in 
Grattan's  in  my  time,  but  I  shall  only  mention  one — 
John  Stevenson,  who  was  on  night  duty  with  me.  He 
was  a  fine  type  of  a  dogged,  intelligent  young  Scot. 
He  had  his  mind  made  up  to  be  a  doctor,  and  was 
saving  up  every  penny  he  oould  to  attain  his  ambition. 
He  wore  gutta-percha-soled  boots  for  cheapness,  as  they 
cost  him  only  9s.  a  pair ;  and  one  morning,  coming 
down  from  night  duty,  his  gutta-percha  soles  slipped  at 
the  top  of  a  long,  narrow  wooden  stair,  which  had 
been  newly  washed,  and  he  went  to  the  bottom  like 
an  avalanche,  but  was  not  hurt.  I  met  him  three  years 
after  that  in  London,  where  he  was  an  assistant  in  a 
small  shop  near  Covent  Garden,  which  he  kept  open 
till  nearly  twelve  at  night,  and  slept  in  the  back  shop 
so  as  to  take  night  calls,  on  condition  that  he  got  out 
during  the  day  to  attend  lectures  at  Charing  Cross 
Hospital.  He  finished  his  medical  studies  and  took 
his  degree  in  Edinburgh,  then  joined  the  Army  as  a 
doctor  and  went  to  India  for  some  years.  He  was  after- 
wards in  charge  of  the  medical  stores  on  the  Nile,  when 
Sir  Garnet  Wolseley  went  up  to  relieve  General  Gordon. 
I  met  him  a  few  years  after  that  in  Edinburgh.  He 
was  then  a  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Army,  and  told  me 
he  would  retire  in  five  years  with  a  pension  of  £500  a 
year.  He  was  still  the  same  plain  blunt  man  as  in 
former  years,  no  pride  or  humbug  about  him,  and  he 
did  not  look  much  older  than  when  I  first  knew  him. 
He  invited  me  down  to  one  of  the  principal  restaurants 
in  the  City  to  have  some  refreshment  with  him.  This 
consisted  of  a  bowl  of  hotch-potch  for  each  of  us.  He 
said  he  had  never  taken  drink  while  abroad,  as  he 
had  seen  so  many  men  go  down  with  it,  so  he  wouldn't 
take  any  at  home.  I  had  no  difficulty  in  agreeing  with 
him,  as  at  that  time  I  restricted  myself  to  a  glass  of 
claret  or  a  bottle  of  ginger  beer  when  I  met  any  old 
friend.  I  have  looked  in  vain  for  his  name  in  the 
Medical  Directory  for  the  last  few  years. 


I  was  two  years  in  Grattan's  without  getting  one  full 
holiday.  I  had  the  half  of  two  Christmas  Days  and 
the  half  of  two  Easter  holidays — that  was  all.  When 
I  asked  the  manager  if  I  could  have  a  week's  holiday 
in  the  beginning  of  September  1868,  he  said,  "  No,  the 
holidays  are  all  over,  and  no  one  can  get  a  week's  holiday 
till  he  has  been  a  full  year  here."  I  was  then  a  fortnight 
short  of  it,  so  I  had  to  work  on  for  another  year— 
a  little  downheartedly,  I  confess.  At  the  end  of  that 
time  I  made  up  my  mind  to  leave  and  take  a  long 
holiday  at  home  before  going  on  to  London  to  try 
my  luck  there.  I  had  little  to  regret  in  having  gone 
to  Grattan's;  it  was,  and  still  is,  I  have  no  doubt,  a 
splendid  house  for  any  young  man  to  get  into.  I  just 
wish  I  had  been  a  few  years  older  before  I  went  there  :' 
I  would  have  done  better.  When  I  told  Mr.  Pring 
I  wished  to  leave  he  said,  "  Why  do  you  want  to  leave" 
I  thought  you  were  going  to  stay  writh  us  for  years." 
I  was  pleased  to  hear  him  say  that.  I  shall  never 
forget  the  very  kindly  way  in  which  old  Mr.  Grattan 
called  me  aside  and  bade  me  good-bye,  expressing  the 
hope  that  I  would  get  on  well  in  life,  at  the  same  time 
handing  me  a  very  nice  testimonial  written  in  his  own 
beautiful  handwriting,  which  I  still  preserve,  and  will 
to  the  end  of  my  journey.

Edinburgh. — The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants'  and 
Apprentices'  Association,  on  June  11,  visited  the  medi- 
cinal herb  farm  of  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  at  Warris- 
ton.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Blackie,  Ph.C, 
a  large  company  spent  about  two  hours  in  a  most  inter- 
esting and  instructive  walk,  during  which  Mr.  Blackie 
gave  a  practical  demonstration  and  explanation  of  the 
plants  under  cultivation.  Owing  to  the  abnormal  rain- 
fall and  absence  of  sunshine,  though  the  plants  showed 
vigorous  growth,  they  were  unusually  late  and  very 
few  in  flower.  Attention  was  directed  to  a  group  of 
the  third  year's  growth  of  Atropa  belladonna,  grown 
from  American  seed,  which  yields  plants  more  vigorous 
than  the  British  plant.  A  few  of  the  plants  were 
just  about  to  flower.  Another  interesting  specimen  was 
a  vigorous  plant  of  Valeriana  officinalis,  sending  out 
runners  and  growing  on  the  top  of  the  stone  and  lime 
boundary  wall  without  shelter  and  without  any  apparent 
soil.  As  the  plant  naturally  grows  in  moist  situations 
on  the  sides  of  ditches  and  streams  and  in  the  shadow 
of  damp  woods  its  growth  on  an  exposed  dry  position 
on  the  top  of  a  stone  and  lime  wall  seemed  contradic- 
tory, and  might  be  attributed  to  the  abnormally  wet 
and  sunless  weather.  Near  it  in  the  same  wall  a  flourish- 
ing plant  of  Atropa  belladonna  had  established  itself 
where  it  could  obtain  plenty  of  the  lime  of  which  the 
text-books  say  it  is  fond.  Among  many  interesting 
plants  examined,  the  following,  classed  as  medicinal  and 
under  cultivation,  may  be  mentioned  :  Aconitum,  napeUvs, 
Papaver  somniferum.  Papaver  rhceas,  Ohelidonnim  majus, 
Cochlearia  armoracia,  Cytisvs  scoparius,  Glycyrrhiza 
glabra,  Conium  maculatum,  Astrantia  major,  Gnndeha 
robusta,  Inula  helenium,  Anthemis  nobilis.  The  grasses, 
Phleum  pratense,  Cynosurus  enstatus,  Dactytis 
qlomerata,  Poa  pratensis,  and  Lolium  perenne,  used 
for  collecting  pollen  for  making  hay  fever  anti- 
toxin, and  Juniperus  sabina.  On  the  motion  oi  Mi-

interesting  description  and  explanations  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  Blackie,  and  also  to  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co. 
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Three  Reminiscences 

The  following  reminiscences  have  been  sent  us  by  Mr.  H.  L. 
Hunt,  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  who  qualified  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  many  years  ago  in  London. 

I 

It  had  been  a  busy  market  day  in  a  small  town  of  the 
Fen  district  of  England.  We  were  just  about  to  close 
the  shop  when  a  gentleman  stepped  in  and,  the  other 
assistants  being  busy,  asked  me — an  apprentice  of  nearly 
three  years — for  a  dose  to  relieve  his  head — stomach  no 
doubt  the  cause.  I  reached  for  the  shop  round  of  mist, 
sennae  co.,  which  sat  with  other  bottles  just  above  my 
head,  and  poured  him  out  an  ounce.  He  swallowed  this 
down,  paid  the  threepence  asked,  and  took  his  departure. 
I  was  replacing  the  bottle  when,  horror  of  horrors,  I 
saw  that  it  was  the  wrong  bottle — tr.  opii  !  Visions  of 
terrible  death,  of  judges  and  jury,  of  murder  or  man- 
slaughter flashed  into  my  suddenly  fevered  brain.  I 
snatched  up  my  cap  and  ran  into  the  night.  Instinct 
took  my  hurrying  feet  to  the  railway  station,  and  I 
took  train  into  a  country  district,  some  distance  from 
home.  I  had  a  relative  there  running  a  farm,  who  would 
think  nothing  of  my  coming  there  for  a  little  holiday. 
I  spent  a  terrible  week  of  anxiety  and  suspense,  but 
could  get  no  news  in  the  greedily  devoured  newspapers 
that  afforded  any  satisfaction.  That  the  man  must  die 
was  inevitable,  whatever  verdict  might  be  brought  in. 
Day  after  day,  of  this  awful  week,  nothing  could  be 
,  learned,  and  I  was  in  fear  and  dread  that  my  where- 
abouts would  be  discovered.  At  the  end  of  a  week  I 
could  contain  myself  no  longer,  and  decided  I  would 
go  back  and  try  to  find  out  what  happened.  I  arrived 
at  the  town  after  dark,  purposely,  and  hid  myself  near 
the  shop  awaiting  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  errand 
boy.  My  wait  was  not  very  long ;  he  had  an  errand  to 
run  and  came  out ;  I  waited  till  he  was  a  safe  distance 
from  the  shop  and  made  for  him,  besieging  the  puzzled 
boy  with  questions.  Nothing  had  happened,  only  every- 
body was  asking  after  myself,  and  my  people  were  very 
alarmed  as  to  where  I  had  gone.  This  much  relieved, 
I  went  home  and  back  to  the  shop,  explaining  I  had  felt 
terriblv  ill  and  in  need  of  a  quick  change.  The  un- 
accountable incident  had  passed  over,  but  was  not 
forgotten  by  me.  It  must  have  been  six  months  after- 
wards that  a  gentleman  came  into  the  shop  and  looking 
for  me  came  up  to  where  I  was  standing.  "  You  are 
the  young  man,"  he  said,  "  that  gave  me  a  dose  the 
last  visit  I  was  here  5  it  was  fine — did  me  a  world  of 
good — I  brought  it  all  up — it  cleared  my  stomach  fine — 
I  want'  another."  I  had  gone  hot  and  cold  and  hot 
again.  Needless  to  say,  he  got  mist,  sennse  co.  this 
time. 

II 

I  was  asked  by  a  gentleman  with  a  prescription  what 
would  be  the  charge  for  an  eight-ounce  mixture  containing 
liquor  arsenicalis  and  aqua  chloroformi,  tablespoonf  ul 
doses.  "  Eighteenpence,"  I  replied.  "  Isn't  that  an 
awful  price  for  a  little  bit  of  arsenic?  "  said  he.  Point- 
ing to  a  40-oz.  shop-round  bearing  a  gold  and  red  inscrip- 
tion, "  Acid.  Arsenics. — Poison,"  I  said  to  the  man  : 
"  Sir,  there  is  the  arsenic — help  yourself ;  no  charge." 
Non-plussed,  and  evidently  convinced  that  the  know- 
ledge and  skill  of  a  chemist  were  worth  something,  he 
quickly  replied,  "  I  think  you  had  better  make  it  up." 

Ill 

Some  years  ago,  in  a  suburb  of  Greater  London,  I  was 
conducting  a  large  retail  chemist's  shop.  One  evening 
a  man  handed  me  a  prescription  calling  for  four  dozen 
Blaud  pills  with  strychnine  sulphate,  silvered,  asking  how 
much  would  be  the  oost.  I  quoted  him  the  then  usual 
charge  for  such— one  shilling.  He  replied  he  thought 
that  a  high  price  for  some  iron  pills.  I  asked  him  if 
he  was  in  a  hurry  for  half  an  hour  ;  and  upon  his  reply- 
ing that  he  was  not,  I  told  him  he  could  see  them 
dispensed  and  pay  me  whatever  he  thought  they  were 
worth.  Seating  him  near  the  dispensing  counter,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  weigh  up  on  the  balance  10  gr.  of  a  10  per 
cent,  triturate  of  strychnine  sulphate,  calling  an  assistant 


from  the  front  counter  to  check  the  weight  and  examine 
the  bottle  and  prescription,  as  was  our  rule.  This 
triturate  I  placed  in  the  pill  mortar,  weighing  up  the 
other  ingredients  for  pil.  ferri  carb.,  adding  the  excipient 
last  and  pounding  the  whole  into  a  mass.  My  observer 
was  more  than  a  little  interested  as  I  proceeded  to  roll 
out  the  mass  quickly,  dividing  it  equally  in  two  and 
subsequently  rolling  the  portions  to  the  required  length 
on  the  pill  machine  and  cutting.  Now  came  the  rotating 
under  the  finisher.  I  then  put  them  into  the  varnishing 
box,  and  dried  them  on  the  pill  tile  while  I  wrote  the 
label  and  copied  the  prescription.  The  silvering  took  a 
few  minutes  longer;  then,  placing  them  in  the  box,  I 
wrapped  them  up  and  sealed  the  package.  As  I  handed 
them  to  him,  with  his  prescription  placed  in  our  envelope, 
I  remarked  :  "  There  you  are,  my  friend,  what  are  they 
worth?  "  "  All  you  ask,"  he  said  as  he  put  the  shilling, 
with  a  broad  smile,  into  my  hand. 


A  Few  Hints  on  Dispensing 

Read  the  prescription  carefuly  through  to  begin  with. 
This,  in  order  that  any  unusual  combination  of  chemicals 
or  drugs  ordered  may  be  at  once  noted  and  prepared  for, 
or  any  unusual  dose  detected.  One  of  the  first  items,  in  a 
dispenser's  equipment  must  be  an  accurate  and  unforget- 
able  knowledge  of  the  doses  of  all  potent  medicines,  lc 
should  never  be  necessary  to  consult  any  book  or  label ; 
they  may  not  be  handy,  or  may  not  carry  the  information. 
Have  it  in  your  memory,  even  if  you  have  to  re-learn  it 
once  a  week,  until  you  are  as  certain  of  it  as  you  are  of 
your  salary  or  your  hours  of  duty. 

When  you  get  to  work,  be  ready  for  it.  Have  a  clear 
field — I  mean  a  table,  or  counter,  or  bench,  with  nothing 
on  it  but  the  bottle  and  the  scales.  As  you  use  each  ingre- 
dient, replace  it  on  its  proper  shelf,  reading  the  label  on 
it  before  and  after  use.  Don't  put  the  prescription  on  the 
dispensing  counter ;  it  may  get  drops  of  water  or  still 
more  objectionable  liquids  dropped  on  it.  Your  measuring 
glasses  should  be  clean  and  ready  for  use.  If  you  use  a 
resinous  tincture  in  one  of  them,  don't  put  it  on  one  side 
until  the  resin  has  dried  on  to  the  glass,  but  rinse  with  a 
few  drops  of  methylated  spirit  and  wash  at  once.  Be  tidy. 
Don't  splash  emulsions  over  the  side  of  the  mortar  on  to 
the  counter.  If  the  amount  of  emulsifier,  or  the  ex- 
cipient of  a  pill,  is  left  to  you,  note  at  the  side  of  the 
copy  in  the  prescription  what  it  is  and  what  the  quantity 
used.  Should  there  be  any  apparent  error,  never  hint  at 
this  to  the  customer.  Say  that  it  will  take  some  little 
time  to  dispense,  so  that  you  can  either  consult  the  pre- 
scribe^ or  in  some  other  way  assure  yourself  as  to  what 
course  it  is  proper  to  take.  Acquire  the  habit  of  pouring 
into  the  measure  just  what  is  ordered,  and  no  more.  Pour- 
ing back  an  excess  of  the  proper  amount  is  slovenly.  It 
is  better  to  write  the  label  as  soon  as  you  have  copied  the 
prescription,  if  it  has  to  be  copied;  or,  if  not,  as  soon 
as  you  have  carefully  read  it.  Finish,  wrap,  and  direct 
each  bottle  or  other  package  before  you  begin  on  another 
piece  of  work.  When  you  have  finished,  read  the  pre- 
scription once  more. 

A  workman  is  at  a  disadvantage  without  tools, 
and  one  indispensable  tool  for  all  dispensers  is  a 
manual  or  text-book  of  the  art,  which  should  be 
read  and  re-read  until  it  becomes  familiar.  Prescriptions 
are  sometimes  badly  written.  Very  often  these  cannot  be 
read,  but  have  to  be  divined  by  a  sort  of  intuition. 
This  super-sense  is  most  easily  acquired  by  reading  as 
many  prescriptions  as  you  can  and  noting  how  they  hang 
together — that  is,  what  ingredients  go  frequently  with 
others.  It  does  no  harm  to  know  why  they  are  so  pre- 
scribed, and  no  dispenser  is  the  worse  for  possessing  arid 
reading  some  standard  work  on  therapeutics  and  phar- 
macology. Finally,  quickness  in  your  work  is  valuable, 
and  this  comes,  always  and  only,  from  order  and  method.

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Anglo-Polish  Trade 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  Polish 
customs  tariff  of  November  4,  1919,  in  which  the  rates  of 
duty  were  based  on  gold  (Polish)  marks,  has  been  sub- 
stituted by  a  new  tariff  in  which  the  charges  are  expressed 
in  gold  francs.  The  new  tariff  gains  speaial  importance 
to  British  exporters  in  view  of  the  Treaty  of  Commerce 
and  Navigation  which  was  concluded  between  Great 
Britain  and  Poland  on  November  26,  1923,  but  which  has 
not  yet  been  ratified.  Article  II  of  this  treaty  extends) 
unconditionally,  without  request  and  without  compensa- 
tion, most-favoured-nation  treatment  to  each  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  in  all  that  concerns  importation  and 
exportation,  customs  duties  and  formalities  which  either 
signatory  has  granted,  or  may  hereafter  grant,  to  any 
other  foreign  state.  The  Franco-Polish  Commercial  Con- 
vention of  February  6,  1922,  stipulates  that  certain  French 
goods  on  importation  into  Poland  shall  enjoy  preferential 
treatment,  taking  the  form  of  a  fixed  reduction  in  the 
rates  of  duty  chargeable  according  to  the  tariff  in  force. 
In  virtue  of  the  above  quoted  most-favoured-nation 
clause  provided  in  the  British-Polish  Commercial 
Treaty  referred  to  in  the  foregoing,  the  preferen- 
tial treatment  accorded  to  certain  French  goods  will 
be  automatically  extended  to  similar  goods  originat- 
ing in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  soon  as  the  treaty 
is  ratified.  Appended  are  the  new  rates  of  duty, 
in  gold  francs  for  100  kilograms,  for  some  of  the  more 
important  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products,  together 
with  the  percentage  reduction  in  duty  where  applicable' 
to  British  goods  enjoying  preferential  treatment  : — ■

The  Medicine  Stamp  Tax.— General  Smuts  has  written 
to  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  .  South 
Africa,  stating  that  "  the  policy  of  the  South  "African 
Party  is  that  during  the  next  financial  year — at  an  early 
opportunity — the  first  tax  to  be  remitted  will  be  the  tax 
on  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  and  it  is  not  intended 
to  impose  taxation  on  medicines  in  any  other  shape  or 
form." 

Cape  Province 

Examination  results. — The  half-yearly  Qualifying 
examination  for  certificate  as  "  apothecary,  chemist  and 
druggist  "  was  held  at  the  board  room  and  laboratory 
in  the  New  Law  Court  Buildings,  Capetown,  on  May  6 
and  8.  Of  thirteen  candidates  examined,  only  two  passed, 
viz.,  Messrs.  V.  J.  Lindstrom  and  B.  J.  McNally.  The 
examiners  were  Messrs.  J.  Parry  (chemistry),  J.  H. 
Carter  (botany),  J.  McJannet  (materia  medica),  G. 
Darroll  (pharmacy),  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (dispensing),  and 
Dr.  W.  Darley  Hartley  (prescription  reading). 

A  school  for  doctors. — During  the  hearing  of  a  police-

There  is  a  continued  lack  of  confidence  in  the  markets, 
and  buyers  only  come  forward  for  current  requirements, 
as  is  usual  when  prices  are  tending  downwards.  Lack 
of  finance  is  also  another  factor  which  adds  to  the  de- 
pressed conditions,  and  these  are  likely  to  continue  more 
or  less  acute  until  there  is  a  settlement  of  the  reparations 
question.  Germany,  however,  appears  to  be  passing 
through  another  crisis,  the  increasing  scarcity  of  money 
and  restriction  of  credit  by  the  Reichsbank  weighing 
heavily  upon  the  economic  position.  The  few  changes 
in  drugs  include  a  decline  in  menthol  and  mint  oil  owing 
to  arrivals  both  for  London  and  the  Continent.  New 
crop  cascara  sagrada  is  slightly  easier.  Hydrastis  is 
held  for  higher  rates  :  Mexican  sarsaparilla,  culvers  root, 
and  Japan  wax  are  cheaper.  Dutch  caraway  seed  is  still 
declining,  and  the  oil  follows.  Albumen  has  sold  more 
freely  at  easier  rates.  English  medicinal  castor  oil  is  £1 
per  ton  dearer.  Isinglass,  shellac,  and  peppers  have 
declined.  Japanese  refined  camphor  and  crude  are  also 
weaker.  Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals  business  is 
titrictly  from  hand  to  mouth,  this  being  partly  due  to 
a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  present  position  and  general 
financial  stringency.  Acetanilide  seems  slightly  steadier. 
The  demand  for  bromides  is  slow  and  prices  are  very 
irregular.  Good  white  potassium  crystals  are  firmer,  but 
granular  is  cheaper.  Salicylic  acid  and  sodium  salicylate 
have  a  weak  undertone.  Vanillin  is  firm,  with  a  tendency 
to  higher  rates.  The  volume  of  business  done  in  indus- 
trial chemicals  is  still  limited,  but  with  a  few  exceptions 
prices  are  steady.  Acetone  has  improved  its  position  on 
a  better  inquiry.  Arsenic  is  weak  and  lower,  demand 
being  poor.  Oxalic  acid  shows  a  further  slight  decline; 
potassium  and  sodium  products  are  fairly  steady ;  acetate 
of  soda  is  easier.  There  is  a  lack  of  interest  in  coal-tar 
products ;  carbolic  acid  is  quite  neglected.

cod,  against  1,700,000  in  1923,  400,000  in  1922,  300,000  in 
1921,  and  1.300,000  in  1920.  The  total  output  of  the  cod 
fishery  at  Finmarken  up  to  June  7  is  as  follows :  30,300,000, 
against,  1913,  15,400,000;  1922,  18,000,000;  1921,  5,700.000: 
1920.  4,400,000.  The  output  of  this  fishery  this  year  is  greater 
than  that  of  the  previous  years  since  1912,  when  the  catch 
was  32,300,000.  Probably  the  fishery  soon  will  be  closed.

Mercury  has  remained  unaltered  and  rather  idle,  with 
occasional  inquiries  for  small  lots  and  only  few  sellers, 
quotations  standing  at  about  £13  to  £13  5s.  per  bottle. 
The  strongest  feature  in  the  situation  is  the 
fact  that  Continental  producers  maintain  h  stiff 
attitude,  the  equivalent  of  their  terms  at  about 
£13  10s.  c.i.f.  net  being  well  over  £1  per  bottle 
above  spot  parity.  Our  imports  for  last  month  were 
4,679  bottles,  making  14,011  bottles  for  the  five  months, 
compared  with  21,872  bottles  for  the  same  period  last 
year.

Opium. — The  following  report  has  been  received  from 
Turkey  : — 

Constantinople,  June  11. — "  During  the  period  May  28 
to  date  arrivals  were  as  follows:  druggists',  1,575;  'softs,' 
111 ;  and  Malatia,  108  cases.  The  stocks  amounted  to : 
druggists',  167;  'softs,'  22;  and  Malatia,  10  cases.  During 
the  past  fortnight  12  cases  '  softs  '  were  sold  at  2,550  to 
2.850  piastres,  and  23  cases  '  druggists'  '  at  2,000  to  2.200 
piastres,  per  oke.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of  buyers,  the 
market  retained  its  firm  tendency.  Rains  having  continued 
to  fall  in  the  interior,  it  is  now  possible  to  estimate  the 
yield  of  the  new  crop  at  a  minimum  of  5.000  and  a  maxi- 
mum of  6,000  cases.  In  the  '  bazars  '  of  several  Anatolian 
towns  opium  of  the  new  crop  is  being  offered.  The  first 
quite  insignificant  transactions  which  have  so  far  taken 
place  in  the  interior  are  being  concluded  without  any  con- 
sideration as  to  prices,  the  position  of  the  principal  markets, 
the  extent  of  the  demand  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and 
regardless  of  the  new  laws  regulating  the  traffic  in  opium 
in  various  countries.  Indeed,  the  restrictions  placed  on  the 
traffic  in  opium  are  not  sufficiently  known  in  detail  here, 
and  it  must  be  confessed  that  information  bearing  on  this 
subject  would  be  welcomed.  In  any  case,  prices  will  be 
largely  dictated  by  actual  requirements,  and  here  the  law  of 
demand  and  supply  will,  as  usual,  exert  its  influence.  As 
characteristic  of  the  present  situation,  it  is  reported  that 
a  producer  recently  came  to  Smyrna  with  150  okes  of  opium. 
He  sold  only  15  okes,  to  cover  his  expenses,  and  returned 
home  with  the  remainder  of  his  stock,  hoping  to  obtain 
better  prices  later." 

Orris. — Good  Florentine  selected  is  offered  at  £32  per 
ton  and  fair  sorts  at  £30  per  ton  c.i.f. 

Podophyllum  root. — Indian  (P.  Emodi)  is  scarce  and 
unobtainable  on  the  spot,  while  there  is  also  a  lack  of 
offers  for  shipment  from  India.  It  is  said  that  the 
collection  of  this  indigenous  drug  has  become  more  diffi- 
cult owing  to  being  found  in  less  accessible  regions.  The 
less  preferred  American  (P.  Peltatum)  is  offered  at 
slightly  less  than  90s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f. 

Rubber. — The  market  has  been  extremely  quiet  this 
week,  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  displayed  by  the 
American  manufacturers.  On  the  other  hand,  there  has 
been  a  steady  demand  on  the  spot,  especially  for  "  off  " 
grades,  which  are  realising  very  good  prices.  The 
speculative  element  which,  to  a  great  extent,  ruled 
this  market  in  former  days,  is  now  almost  absent.  First- 
hand  holders  are  still  very  reluctant  to  release  other 
than  small  quantities,  with  the  result  that  any  good 
demand  for  spot  might  easily  improve  the  market.  It 
is  difficult  to  say  at  present  how  much  July  rubber  has 
to  be  liquidated,  but  although  prices  may  give  way 
slightly  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks,  any  reduc- 
tion will  soon  be  recovered.

— With  business  rather  more 
plentiful  this-  market  shows  a  further  slight  but  all  round 
improvement.  At  the  close  the  tone  was  firm  with  values 
rather  higher :  Lagos,  37s. ;  softs,  37s. ;  mediums,  37s. ; 
hards,  38s. ;  bleached,  40s..  all  spot.  Rape.— The  dull  tone 
previously  reported  continues  here  and  values  are 
unchanged :  refined,  about  51s. ;  crude,  about  48s..  all  spot. 
Soya. — Prices  quoted  are  a  shade  higher,  with  the  market 
closing  dull :  deodorised,  49s.  6d. ;  crude,  42s.  9d.,  all  spot. 
Turpentine. — The  market  has  been  quiet  and  irregular,  with 
an  easier  feeling  in  current  quotations,  although 
America  was  rather  firmer,  with  the  Savannah  price  advanc- 
ing to  about  79  cents.  The  London  s>ot  price  closed  on 
Wednesday  at  68s.  per  cwt.,  and  July  to  December 
66s.  9d.  Deliveries  last  week  were  eood  at  about  2,000  bar- 
rels, and  the  stocks  (June  14),  including  a  trivial  quantity 
of  French  spirit,  amounting  to  about  6.300  barrels.  This 
shows  a  further  decrease,  but  it  is  understood  that  between 
about  10,000  and  15,000  barrels  are  on  the  way  from  America,

Bulgarian  Otto  of  Rose 

A  report  from  Shipkoff  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sofia,  Bulgaria, 
dated  May  16,  states  :  The  rose  harvest  is  expected  to  begin 
about  May.  The  outlook  is  fair,  though  not  as  encouraging 
as  we  would  have  liked  it  to  be.  The  long,  protracted 
severe  winter  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  rose  bushes, 
especially  in  elevated  localities,  like  Klissoura,  Kalofer  and 
Isvorovo.  The  weather  during  April  was  unfavourable,  but 
since  May  1  we  have  had  abundant  rains  all  over  the  rose 
disiiict,  and  they  have  greatly  improved  the  prospects  and 
have  insured  us  at  least  as  good  a  crop  as  last  j'ear's.  All 
now  depends  on  the  weather  during  the  harvesting  season. 
The  price  of  the  flowers  has  not  yet  been  fixed,  as  the 
demands  of  the  growers  are  excessive.  While  the  manu- 
facturers are  disposed  to  pay  them  leva  8  per  kilo,  which 
is  an  advance  of  30  per  cent,  over  last  year's  price,  the 
growers  demand  leva  12  (about  10  cents)  per  kilo — an  advance 
of  85  per  cent,  on  last  year's  price — an  impossible  advance, 
and,  as  the  harvesting  of  the  crop  is  approaching,  the  con- 
flict between  the  manufacturers  and  the  growers  is  becoming 
more  acute.  This  conflict  has  been  stirred  up  mostly  by 
outside  influences  and  mainly  by  the  co-operative  spirit  of 
the  Agricultural  Bank,  whose  ambition  is  to  centre  the  dis- 
tillation in  the  hands  of  the  co-operative  peasant  societies 
which  they  finance.  On  May  4  the  growers  met  at  Karlovo 
to  fix  the  price  of  the  flowers.  They  unanimously  fixed  this 
year's  price  at  leva  12  and  issued  a  sort  of  ultimatum  to 
the  manufacturers  to  accept  or  to  refuse  this  price  by 
May  20,  and  at  the  same  time  sent  an  appeal  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  to  intercede  in  their  favour.  Our  impression 
is  that  there  will  be  a  compromise,  and  that  ultimately  the 
price  to  be  agreed  to  will  be  leva  9  or  10  per  kilo.  While 
the  price  of  the  flovvers  is  the  main  factor  that  determines 
the  cost  price  of  otto,  it  is  no  less  true  that  the  output  of 
the  crop  and  the  yield  of  otto  from  the  flowers  play  no  less 
important  part  in  determining  the  price  of  new  oil.  Unusually 
propitious  weather  during  the  harvesting  season,  causing 
the  rose  flowers  to  yield  one  ounce  of  otto  from  180  lb.  of 
roses,  instead  of  240  lb.  as  was  the  case  last  year,  may  again 
give  us  a  crop  20  to  25  per  cent,  larger  and  reduce  the  cost 
price  of  the  new  otto  to  about  the  same  figures  as  last  year's, 
or  to  only  10  to  15  per  cent.  more.

Analysts  v.  Pharmacists 

Sir, — The  action  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  in  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti's  case  can; 
only  be  interpreted  as  an  act  of  open  hostility  towards 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  cannot  lead  to  more  friendly 
relations  between  the  two  professions.  Mr.  Cofman- 
Nicoresti  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  disinterested 
help  he  has  offered  to  the  retail  pharmacists  when  they 
most  needed  it.  All  those  who  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  make  use  of  his  generous  offer  will  be  unanimous  in 
condemning  the  mercenery  motives  which  have  led  his 
critics  to  censure  his  letters.  That  members  of  our  own 
Society  should  have  forgotten  their  duty  to  the  extent 
of  acting  against  the  interests  of  our  profession  is  very 
disconcerting.  I  hope  that  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti  will 
not  let  the  matter  drop,  but  will  forward  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  names  of  the  persons 
involved  so  that  the  Society  may  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  prote"ct  the  chemist,  from  being  undermined  by 
people  who  ostentatiously  call  themselves  his  friends.—

The  Street  Sale  of  Disinfectants 

Sir, — In  some  of  the  Metropolitan  boroughs  the  most 
objectionable  practice  of  collecting  house  refuse  by 
means  of  open  carts  in  broad  daylight  still  obtains. 
One  regrets  this  the  more  when  one  has  had  the  sorry 
experience  of  cycling  past  the  cart  just  at  the  moment 
chosen  by  the  dustman  to  shoot  his  load  on  the  other 
side.  I  have  noticed  lately  a  gentleman  hanging  in 
the  wake  of  the  carts,  carrying  in  one  hand  a  gallon  tin 
and  in  the  other  an  old  enamelled-  mug  to  be  used  as 
a  measure.  He  walks  in  a  leisurely  fashion  down  the 
middle  of  the  road,  crying  lustily,  "  Car — bolic  !  Car- 
bolic !  "  and  evidently  retails  the  liquid  contents  of  his 
tin  at  so  much  per  mugful  to  all  who  realise  the 
advantages  of  an  aseptic  existence.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  and  its  homo- 
logues  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  these  sub- 
stances may  only  be  sold  by  registered  chemists  and 
druggists,  the  gentleman  to  whom  I  have  referred  must 
either  be  contravening  the  Pharmacy  Acts  or  imposing  on 
the  public  with  some  dilute  preparation.  I  suppose  we 
may  leave  the  law  to  look  after  its  own  affairs  ;  but  is 
it  not  time  that  some  action  was  taken  to  regulate  the 
sale,  to  a  confiding  but  ignorant  public,  of  these  so- 
called  disinfectants? — -I  am,  etc.,

Sources  of  Inaccuracy 

Sir, — A  few  weeks  ago  we  dispensed  a  prescription 
and  bad  it  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  local  food  and 
drugs  inspector.    The  script  was  : — 

Potas.    iodid.    oiij. 

Syr.  aurantii    ...  5vj. 

Aq.      ...    ad    3vj.  j 

We  subsequently  were  charged  by  the  secretary  of  the 
local  health  committee  with  negligent  and  careless  dis- 
pensing, on  the  analyst  .certifying  that  the  mixture  con- 
tained exactly  186  gr.  of  potassium  iodide.  Our  exact 
reply  does  not  matter  here ;  but  as  the  iodide  had  been 
checked  in  the  dispensing,  as  also  the  volume  of  the 
resulting  mixture  had  likewise  been  checked,  investigation 
was  demanded.  In  the  first  place,  we  did  discover  a 
6-oz.  bottle  accurate  to  sj.  The  difficulty  has  been  since 
to  find  a  bottle  so  accurate.  The  meniscus  of  a  10-oz. 
graduated  and  stamped  glass  measure  was  so  wide 
(2|  in.)  as  to  account  for  the  inaccuracy,  and  to  suggest 
that  in  future  only  cylindrical  narrow  measures  should 
be  used  for  accurate  dispensing.     But  of  what  use  is 


accurate  dispensing?  Experts  commit  perjury  con- 
sistently, as  witness  cross-examinations  in  many  cases. 
And  again,  with  tire  customary  translations  of  the 
apothecaries'  signs  for  quantities  to  be  taken  by  the 
patients — e.g.,  pulv.  rhei  co.,  sj.  nocte  sumend  (recent 
N.H.I.) — how  correctly  translate  these?  Again,  what  is 
a  teaspoonful  of  water?  Three  teaspoons  of  different 
makers  were  accurately  measured,  and  each  yielded  110 
minims  of  water,  while  three  tablespoons  yielded  respec- 
tively 3vj.,  sviss.,  and  3vij.  m.  40  of  water  at  15°  C.

Sir, — "  Xrayser  IPs  "  reflections  on  the  passing  of  the 
Leeds  Association  (0. '  <k  D.,  June  14,  p.  833)  remind  us 
that  in  the  case  of  most  of  the  local  associations  the 
expected  has  happened,  and  they  have  been  asphyxiated 
by  the  branches.  Under  the  association  system,  each 
member  felt  that  he  was  part  of  an  independent  body, 
which  in  many  instances  he  had  contributed  to  bring 
into  being,  and  he  was  therefore  in  a  body  in  which  he 
was  free  to  express  his  opinion,  quite  apart  from  the 
fact  that  he  might  also  be  a  member  of  the  Society ; 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  free  and  indepen- 
dent train  of  thought  was  in  the  nature  of  a  tonic  to  the 
Societv  itself.  Now,  however,  a  meeting  of  a  branch  is, 
in  a  small  way,  a  meeting  of  the  Society  itself,  and 
many  men  would  refrain  from  expressing  ideas  which 
might  appear  critical  of  their  own  body.  If  a  circular 
is  sent  round  on  any  subject,  it  is  more  likely  to  be 
accepted  without  criticism  than  it  would  have  been 
when  we  were  units  in  free  organisations.  Judging  from 
the  meetings  I  have  aheady  been  to,  there  is  not  any- 
thing like  the  animation  displayed  in  discussion,  or  in 
attendance,  at  the  branches  that  there  used  to  be  in  the 
associations,  .and  in  this  respect  I  think  that  so  far  the 
movement  has  been  retrograde.

If  Proprietaries  were  Stopped

We  should  then 
be  left  to  sell  pennyworths  of  salts,  lump  ammonia, 
etc.,  as  the  doctors  would  never  give  up  dispensing, 
even  if  we  gave  up  prescribing.

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Unqualified  Vendors  of  Poisons 

Sib, — In  your  concluding  article  on  "  The  Wholesaling 
of  Poisons  "  (C.  <£.■  D.,  May  17,  p.  696)  you  strikingly 
point  out  a  glaring  absurdity.  For  a  wholesale  drug- 
gist, who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  his  customers, 
to  have  to  take  all  the  elaborate  precautions  of  register- 
ing the  supply  of  poisons,  and  to  observe  all  the  special 
storage  arrangements,  while  it  is  left  open  to  any  trader 
to  sell  arsenical  weed-killers  and  disinfectants,  without 
any  qualification  or  knowledge,  is  farcical  in  the  ex- 
treme. I  think  it  can  be  safely  said  that  no  pharmacist 
to-day  would-supply  anyone  with  "dangerous"  drugs; 
in  fact,  many  do  not  care  about  selling  Part  I  poisons, 
and  most  will  not  dispense  a  prescription  containing  a 
"  dangerous  "  drug  unless  they  know  the  doctor's  hand- 
writing and  are  familiar  with  his  usual  methods  of 
prescribing.  It  would  therefore  be  only  fair  for  the  sale 
of  all  poisons  to  be  restricted  to  pharmacists  on  the 
register,  as  you  suggest,  and  it  would  be  some  recogni- 
tion of  the  status  we  expect  to  get  when  qualifying.  —

Sale  of  Razor  Blades 
Fair-flay  (31/5),  writes  regarding  the  confusion  that 
results  both  in  the  trade  and  with  the  public  regarding 
American  and  Canadian  Gillette  blades.  He  suggests 
that  the  makers  should  advertise  to  the  public  that  the 
blades  should  only  be  purchased  in  unbroken  wrappers  to 
which  a  small  seal  should  be  affixed  (to  guard  against 
the  passing  off  of  resharpened  rubbish),  and  that  the 
retail  price  should  be  protected  under  the  scheme  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  (to  prevent  price 
cutting). 

Improving  British  Trade 
I  have  repeatedly  read  that  no  one  in  England  is  able 
to  make  any  feasible  suggestion  for  improving  British 
trade,  therefore  I  venture  to  make  one,  viz.  :  B educe  the 
sample  and  parcel  post  rates  for  abroad.  This  I  am 
convinced  would  bring  about  a  better  state  of  things. 
Abandon  export  credits,  and  all  complicated  methods 
employing  a  large  official  staff,  get  down  to  work,  and 
let  every  man  be  put  on  the  same  simple  level.  Officials 
will,  of  course,  prove  the  necessity  for  their  existence, 
but  the  state  of  the  country  proves  we  have  had  too  much 
of  them.

Auction  Sales  of  Poisons 
What  is  the  position  when  a  box  of  300  specimens  of 
B.P.  drugs  in  cardboard  boxes  and  containing  such 
things  as  opium,  coca  leaves,  cantharides,  nux  vomica, 
and  other  strong  poisons  is  put  up  for  auction  sale  or 
sold  to  a  second-hand  bookseller  for  re-sale.  Can  such 
transactions  be  carried  through  ?  Some  time  ago  I  was 
in  a  marine  store  dealer's  shop  window  a  pound-stoppered 
bottle  filled  with  sodium  peroxide,  not  a  statutory  poison 
although  he  thought  it  was.  He  got  over  the  difficulty 
by  selling  the  bottle  only  and  giving  the  contents  free. 
Can  the  same  be  done  in  the  above  case?  —  Percy

Soak  the  gelatin  in  cold  water  for  ten  minutes,  press, 
add  the  glue  size  and  glycerin.  Dissolve  in  a  water  bath, 
then  add  the  magenta  solution  and  amyl  acetate.  Dip 
while  hot.  This  makes  a  very  fine  capping  for  bottles 
of  glycerin  and  own  proprietaries. 


Legal  Queries 

D.  G.  (11/6). — A  person  who  is  not  registered  as  a 
dentist  may  not  carry  on  the  business  of  a  dentist  in  the 
manner  you  suggest. 

Aspirin  (6/6). — Chlorodyne  would  be  misnamed  if  it  did 
not  contain  poison,  so  that  the  sale  of  a  "  non-poisonous 
chlorodyne  "  would  not  only  be  dangerous  but  illegal. 

/.  B.  G.  (6/6). — The  labels  you  send  would  not  render 
the  preparations  to  which  they  are  affixed  liable  to  medi- 
cine-stamp duty.  The  words  "  Blood  Mixture  "  are  regis- 
tered as  a  trade-mark  and  should  not  be  used  without 
authority. 

A.  E.  P.  (6/6). — Pyridinised  methylated  spirit  will  be 
the  only  kind  available  for  preparing  methylated  lini- 
ments by  chemists  so  soon  as  the  stooks  of  the  old  variety 
are  exhausted. " 

E.  G.  G.  (5/6). — The  regulations  to  be  observed  upon 
the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  included  in  Schedule  5 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  are  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary,  1924,  p.  254.  We  also  publish  them  (with 
other  regulations)  on  the  G.  <£■  D,  Poisons  Card,  No.  1, 
which  is  sold  at  Is.  post  free. 

J.  B.  (29/5). — There  are  two  ways  of  overcoming  the 
difficulty  which  you  are  in  through  your  examination  certi- 
ficate having  being  burnt  :  (1)  By  paying  31s.  6d.  per 
annum  and  becoming  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society ;  (2)  by  paying  Is.  per  annum  for  a  certificate 
affirming  that  your  name  is  on  the  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists.  Both  are  valid  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Rents  (13/6)  has  become  the  owner  of  a  number  of 
houses  the  rentals  of  which  vary  from  £25  to  £33  per 
annum,  the  tenants  paying  the  rates.  In  every  case 
the  tenant  is  paying  the  pre-war  rent.  What  is  the 
maximum  amount  by  which  the  rents  may  be  increased? 
[The  rents  may  be  increased  by  40  per  cent,  provided 
that  "Rents  "  is  responsible  for  the  whole  of  the  repairs 
and  keeps  the  premises  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair. 
If  the  tenants  are  bound  to  do  part  of  the  repairs  the 
amount  of  the  permitted  increase  will  be  correspondingly 
reduced.  ] 

J.  M.  (12/6).  has  recently  returned  from  South  America 
and  intends  settling  down  here  at  home.  He  has  money 
invested  there,  but  the  capital  has  never  been  in  this 
country,  and  it  is  not  intended,  for  some  years  at  least, 
to  have  any  of  the  income  remitted  to  him  here.  He 
wants  to  know  if  he  is  under  any  obligation  to  disclose 
the  existence  of  these  investments  when  making  his  return 
for  income  tax.  [He  is.  Anyone,  being  a  British  subject 
and  ordinarily  resident  in  this  country,  is  liable  to  pay 
income  tax  upon  annual  profits  accruing  to  him  from  any 
kind  of  property,  whether  situate  in  the  United  Kingdom 
or  elsewhere,  and  upon  all  interest  of  money,  annuities 
and  other  annual  payments,  without  reference  to  the 
country  from  which  the  interest  or  other  money  originates 
or  where  it  is  paid.  If  the  country  abroad  is  a  British 
Dominion  or  Colony  there  may  be  an  allowance  to  be 
made  for  Dominion  income  tax.] 

Smoker  (12/5)  asks  if  we  can  suggest  anything  which 
might  be  added  to  a  herbal  smoking  mixture  prepared 
by  him  and  used  either  in  pipe  or  in  cigarettes  which 
would  give  it  a  flavour  somewhat  approaching  the  flavour 
of  tobacco,  and  he  further  wishes  to  know  if  such  a 
mixture  were  offered  for  sale  as  non-tobacco  smoking 
mixture,  non-tobacco  cigarettes,  non-injurious  to  health, 
etc.,  without  using  the  word  "herbal,"  would  the  Excise 
authorities  be  likely  to  object?  [The  enterprise  suggested 
by  "  Smoker  "  is  one  which  it  would  be  illegal  to  engage 
in.  It  is  an  offence  punishable  with  a  fine  of  £200  and 
forfeiture  of  the  materials  used  for  anyone  to  "  cut, 
grind,  pound,  colour,  stain,  dye  or  manufacture  any 
leaves,  or  any  herb  or  plant,  moss  or  weed,  or  any  other 
vegetable,  or  any  other  matter  or  material  to  imitate  or 
resemble  tobacco  or  snuff,  or  to  prepare  any  of  the  said 
articles,  matters,  or  materials  to  be  mixed  with  or  to  be 
added  to  tobacco  or  snuff."] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries

as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

E.  P.  (28/5). — We  require  further  information  regard- 
ing "  gingerette  as  sold  by  herb  stores."  Is  it  a  bever- 
age or  substitute  for  ess.  zingib.  ? 

B.  L.  (28/5). — Waterproofing  canvas. — The  method  of 
waterproofing  canvas  varies  according  to  the  uses  to  which 
the  fabric  is  to  be  put,  but  the  following  is  a  process  often 
used  : — 

Dissolve  3  oz.  of  alum  and  4  oz.  of  lead  acetate  in  a 
gallon  of  water  and  soak  the  cloth  in  the  unfiltered 
liquid. 

W .  D.  B.  (28/5). — (1)  Extirpating  tree  stumps. — The 
process  consists  in  boring  a  number  ' of  holes  in  the  tree 
stump,  tamping  them  with  potassium  nitrate,  and  then 
firing  the  nitre.  It  has  been  reported  to  us  that  this  method 
is  practised  with  considerable  success.  (2)  Mechanical 
means  are  best  for  destroying  thistles  -on  pasture  land. 
They  should  be  dug  up  with  the  special  tools  made  for 
the  purpose. 

C.  R.  W .  (28/5). — Killing  bottle  for  insects. — Wide- 
mouth  jars  are  required  for  insect-killing  bottles  and 
these  should  be  fitted  with  glass  stoppers  or  box  wood 
caps.  A  few  pieces  of  potassium  cyanide  broken  up 
small  are  placed  on  the  bottom  of  the  bottle  and  upon 
this  is  poured  plaster  of  Paris  made  into  a  cream  with 
water,  and  allowed  to  set.  The  plaster  being  porous 
allows  hydrocyanic  acid  to  escape  as  a  result  of  the 
decomposition  of  the  potassium  cyanide,  and  it  is  this 
gas  collecting  in  the  bottle  that  kills  the  moths,  butter- 
flies and  insects  placed  in  it. 

IF.  G.  (30/5). — Freezing  salt  generally  employed  in 
ice  making  in  small  quantities  is  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  ammonium  nitrate  and  crystal  sodium  carbonate. 
At  the  time  of  using  one  part  of  water  is  added.  The 
salt  can  be  recovered  by  evaporation  and  recrystallisation 
and  used  again,  but  the  cost  of  the  recovery  is  probatory 
more  than  fresh  salt.  If  ice  is  available  a  mixture  of 
ice  and  common  salt  is  an  economical  freezing  agent  to 
employ. 

A-  G.  (31/5).— (1)  The  dose  for  a  child  of  1-2  months 
of  the  teething,  soothing  and  cooling  powders  "  P.F. ," 
p.  760,  would  be  gr.  iss  to  gr.  ij.  (2)  The  method  of  ad- 
justing the  dose  of  cooling  and  other  powders  containing 
calomel  and  grey  powder  for  children  of  from  2  to  14 
years  is  to  take  into  account  the  proportion  of  these 
mercurials  in  the  compound  powder.  The  dose  of  hyd.  c, 
creta  is  about  double  that  of  calomel,  as  follows  : —

/.  G.  (31/5). — Rabbit  poisoning  is  largely  practised 
in  Australia,  where  rabbits  are  a  pest,  but  it  is  not 
legal  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  to  lay  poison  for 
rabbits.  Could  not  the  farmers  and  landlords  organise 
the  local  sportsmen  and  popularise  rabbit  shooting  ? 

A.  C.  (2/6). — Annual  stocktaking.— (1)  Winchesters, 
jars,  drums,  etc.,  come  under  the  head  of  returns  which 
you  should  total  up  and  charge  on  stock,  they  are  in  the 
same  position  as  goods  for  sale,  the  only  difference  being 
there  is  no  profit  on  returns,  more  frequently  a  loss. 
(2)  Shop  rounds,  fixtures  and  fittings  are  charged  to 
capital  account.  (3)  The  stock  of  mortars,  knives, 
stationery,  etc.,  should  be  included  in  the  same  account, 
but  you  should  be  careful  not  to  inflate  the  "liquid  " 
value  of  these ;  especially  stationery.  For  small  articles 
used  in  trade,  a  lump  sum  suffices  for  stocktaking 
purposes.

/.  A.  S.  (2/6). — 'Lacquer  for  silverware. — The  two 
varieties  of  lacquer  for  preserving  silverware  from  tarnish- 
ing are  (1)  that  made  with  bleached  shellac  with  a  trace, 
of  castor  oil  or  linoleic  acid,  and  (2)  a  diluted  collodion. 
The  last-named  seems  now  to  be  the  most  used,  but 
we  have  had  some  complaints  that  the,  resulting  lacquer 
is  sometimes  opaque.  This,  we  think,  results  from  the 
water  in  the  solvent,  and  could  be  prevented  by  slightly 
warming  the  metal  (as  by  placing  it  in  the  sun)  before 
dipping  into  the  lacquer. 

B.  &  S.  (3/6). — Foot-prints  casts. — It  is  plaster  of 
Paris  that  is  used  by  the  police  to  take  casts  of  foot- 
prints, etc.,  but  melted  paraffin  wax  would  also  be 
quite  suitable  for  the  purpose.

Spanish  Flies  in  England 

Only  two  insects  are  now  admitted  into  our  Pharma- 
copoeia, namely,  Spanish  Fly  (Cantharis  vesicatoria)  and  the 
Cochineal  insect  {Coccus  Cacti).  The  name  Spanish  Fly  is 
not  exactly  correct;  strictly  speaking,  it  is  beetle,  and  even 
"  Spanish  Beetle  "  would  be  scarcely  accurate,  for  though 
it  was  formerly  procured  almost  exclusively  from  Spain 
and  Italy,  it  is  now  chiefly  obtained  from  St.  Petersburgh 
and  Sicily — not  because  we  are  unable  to  secure  a  supply 
from  Spain,  but  because  the  Russian  insect  is  much  more 
valuable.  It  would  be  difficult,  perhaps,  to  detect  a  sample 
from  Russia  if  placed  by  the  side  of  a  Spanish  specimen, 
so  far  as  external  appearance  ia  concerned,  but  it  is  a 
stubborn  fact  that  the  drug  brokers  show  strong  preference 
for  the  parcels  from  St.  Petersburgh  to  those  from  the  south 
of  Europe.  The  insect  is  found,  though  sparingly,  in  the 
south  of  France,  and  English  invalids,  who  spend  the 
summer  at  Montpelier,  often  find  a  specimen  when  passing 
through  the  stony  and  rough  olive  yards.  It  may  surprise 
some  readers  to  hear  that  it  is  also  an  English  insect; 
nevertheless  this  is  the  fact,  although  it  is  so  rare  and  is 
met  with  so  seldom  that  it  cannot  be  made  serviceable. 
Suffolk  is  a  paradise  to  the  enthusiastic  entomologist,  for 
he  there  meets  with  many  exceedingly  rare  specimens  for 
his  cabinet,  and  in  the  summer  and  autumn  of  the  year 
1837  an  immense  quantity  of  the  cantharides  appeared  at 
Colchester.  They  are  said  to  have  literally  swarmed  on 
the  ash  trees  in  that  neighbourhood,  so  much  so  that  these 
trees  were  repeatedly  beaten  with  long  poles  to  rid  them 
of  the  insect,  which  threatened  to  strip  them  of  their  foliage 
and  thus  destroy  the  trees.  In  the  same  year  they  abounded 
at  Ipswich,  as  well  as  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  thev  were  also  reported  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  A 
physician  in  the  latter  locality,  evidently  awake  to  his  own 
interests,  collected  a  quantity  and  used  them  in  the  place 
of  the  exotic  specimens.  We  are  not  aware  that  they  have 
ever  been  observed  in  any  quantity  since  1837,  but  it  is  wen 
to  bear  this  strange  entomological  freak  in  memory,  so  as 
to  make  it  useful  should  it  occur  again.
